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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

Judicious  athletic  sports  are  peculiarly  needed  by  city  boys, 
first  because  the  work,  which  in  all  previous  years  of  the  world's 
history  has  been  available  as  a  source  of  muscular  education  of 
boys,  is  now  done  very  largely  by  machinery.  A  city  boy  has 
but  little  opportunity  to  do  the  kind  of  work  which  has  always 
been  one  of  the  main  factors  in  their  physical  development. 
Secondly,  because  the  opportunity  for  play,  under  normal  condi- 
tions, has  been  largely  removed  by  their  not  having  space  enough 
in  the  cities  for  athletic  sports.  The  boys  themselves  are  unable 
to  secure  opportunities  for  their  own  development  in  these  lines 
because  of  the  large  financial  and  administrative  problems  in- 
volved in  a  big  city.  In  a  small  country  town  they  can  handle 
their  own  games  pretty  well,  but  in  a  big  city  this  is  obviously 
impossible  because  of  the  many  thousands  involved,  and  because 
of  the  great  expense  of  ground,  and  the  like. 

Physical  vigor  and  power  are  just  as  closely  related  to  the 
development  of  manhood  as  they  ever  have  been.  Realizing  these 
conditions,  a  number  of  gentlemen  have  undertaken  to  help  the 
boys  of  New  York  City  in  these  directions.  These  gentlemen 
are  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  named  on  previous 
pages.  This  work  cannot  be  done  by  the  existing  school  organi- 
zation, as  this  has  to  do  only  with  the  boys  and  girls  during  school 
hours,  and  yet  because  of  the  ^very  close  relation  of  the  work 
to  the  schools,  it  has  been  thought  desirable  that  this  organiza- 
tion should  be  initiated  by  those  who  are  close  to  the  school 
work.  This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  such  men  as  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and 
active  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  itself  have  been  the 
leaders  in  the  organization  of  the  work.  Thus  the  League  is 
mainly  an  organization  to  help  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  city 
'n  these  lines,   rather  than   an  organization  of  the  pupils   them- 
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selves.     The  steps  by  which   they  hope  to  accompHsh   the   ends 
are  discussed  in  detail  in  this  pamphlet. 

While  the  more  obvious  endeavor  is  to  cultivate  athletics  along 
existing  lines,  holding  championship  meetings,  and  the  like,  the 
aim  toward  which  this  is  a  means  is  to  increase  the  athletic 
spirit  and  practice  among  the  great  mass  of  pupils.  Special 
endeavors,  by  giving  buttons  for  a  moderate  degree  of  attain- 
ment, the  holding  of  novice  games,  and  the  like,  are  most 
definitely  related  to  the  direct  and  ultimate  purpose  of  the 
League.    These  are  described  in  detail  on  other  pages.

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BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE    I. 

OBJECTS. 

Section  i.  The4)articular  object  for  which  the  corporation  is 
formed  is  to  promote  useful  athletics  and  gymnastics  among  the 
attendants  in  the  elementary,  high  and  collegiate  departments 
of  public  educational  institutions  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and 
in  connection  therewith  to  co-operate  with  and  support  athletic 
associations,  provide  athletic  grounds  and  teachers,  organize 
games,  offer  prizes  and  conduct  competitions. 

ARTICLE    II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i.  Membership  shall  consist  of  Annual,  Life  and 
Honorary  members,  and  of  Patrons. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upward  may 
become  an  Annual  member  upon  being  elected,  and  upon  pay- 
ment of  $10.00  per  year. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  by  paying  $50.00  in  one  sum  may  be- 
come a  Life  member. 

Sec.  4.     Honorary  members  may  be  elected. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  paying  $100.00  in  one  sum  may  become 
a  Patron. 

Sec.  6.  Candidates  will  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Sec.  7.  Membership  confers  upon  a  member  no  ownership  in 
any  property  of  the  League  itself. 

Sec.  8.  Each  member  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  a  certificate  of  membership,  bearing  the  corporate  seal 
of  the  League,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary.

No  such  action  shall  be  taken 
against  him  for  any  of  these  causes  until  the  charges  made 
against  him  shall  have  been  reduced  to  writing,  filed  with  the 
Secretary,  and  a  copy  thereof  served  upon  him. 

ARTICLE    III. 

DIRECTORS. 

Section  i.  A  Board  of  Directors,  consisting  of  eighteen  mem- 
bers, shall  have  control  and  the  management  of  the  affairs  and 
funds  of  the  League. 

Sec.  2.  The  Directors  named  in  the  articles  of  association 
shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes ;  the  first  shall  hold 
their  office  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two,  and  the  third 
for  one. 

Sec.  3.  The  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  which 
may  occur  in  their  body  from  time  to  time  until  the  next  annual 
election. 

Sec'.  4.  At  each  annual  meeting  the  offices  of  the  Directors 
whose  terms  then  expire,  and  also  all  vacancies  shall  be  filled 
by  election  by  the  members. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  League,  for  the  elec- 
tion of  Directors,   and   for   such   other   matters   as   may  properly

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come  before  it,  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  December 
in  each  year,  due  notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  sent  by  the 
Secretary  to  each  member.     Election  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  At  any  meeting  of  the  League  ten  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

ARTICLE    V. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  League  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, First,  Second  and  Third  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer  and 
Secretary.  The  office  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may  be  held 
by  one  person.  All  officers,  except  the  Secretary,  must  be  Di- 
rectors. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  League  shall  be  annually  elected 
at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  be  held  after  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  League.  They  shall  hold  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Directors  and  until  others  are  elected  in  their 
places. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the 
office,  and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Directors  and  of 
the  League. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  in  case  of  his 
inability  to  act,  the  First  Vice-President,  and  in  his  absence  the 
Second  Vice-President,  and  in  case  of  his  absence  the  Third 
Vice-President  shall  discharge  his  duties.  Should  all  three  be 
absent  from  any  meeting,  the  Directors  or  members  present 
shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  Chairman,  who  shall 
p'erform  all  the  duties  of  the  President  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  League, 
of  the  Directors  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  keep  the 
minutes  of  the  proceedings,  recording  ayes  and  nays  upon  all 
questions  where  such  a  vote  shall  be  demanded  by  any  Director. 
He  shall  conduct  and  preserve  all  correspondence,  serve  all 
notices,  and  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the  Secretary.  He  shall 
have  the  custody  of  all  the  papers  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the 
League.

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Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  he  the  custodian  of  all  the  moneys 
and  securities  of  the  League.  He  shall  collect  and  dishurse  all 
its  moneys,  keep  accounts  of  his  transactions,  and  make  a  written 
report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  League  at  its  annual 
meeting,  and  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  such  time  as  it 
may  require.  Except  salaries  and  other  sums  specially  authorized 
by  the  Directors  or  the  Executive  Committee,  he  shall  pay  no 
claim  against  the  League  exceeding  $25.00,  unless  the  same  are 
first  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  deposit  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  League  to  its  credit  in  an  account  to  be 
opened  in  its  name  and  keep  in  a  bank  to  be  designated  by  the 
Directors. 

Sec.  7.  The  Directors  may  at  any  time  require  the  Treasurer 
to  give  security  in  such  amount  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 


ARTICLE    VL 

COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  I.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  composed  of 
the  President,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  two  Directors  appointed 
annually  by  the  President,  which  shall  have  all  powers  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  when  not  in  session.  This  Committee  may 
meet  and  transact  business  at  the  time  specified  for  any  meeting 
of  the  Board  without  further  or  other  notice,  and  shall  also 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President.  Three  of  this  Committee  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Finance  Committee  con- 
sisting of  three  Directors,  which  shall  devise  and  report  ways 
and  means  for  the  support  of  the  League,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board.  It  shall  examine,  audit  and  certify  the  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  and  all  bills  and  claims  against  the  League,  ex- 
cept for  salaries  and  sums  specially  authorized  by  the  Board  or 
Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  No  claim  against  the  League  exceeding  $25.00,  save 
those  above  excepted,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  until  the 
same  shall  have  been  first  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee. 
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Sec.  4.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Games  Committee  to 
consist  of  three  Directors,  which  shall  have  charge  of  all  games 
authorized  by  the  League.  Such  Committee  may  associate  with 
it  persons  who  are  not  Directors. 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  such  other  committees  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  Directors.  The  members  thereof  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  the 
Directors. 

ARTICLE   VIL 

NOTICES. 

Section  i.  All  notices  to  members  and  also  all  notices  to  all 
officers  and  directors  shall  be  sufficiently  served,  if  mailed  to 
them  at  the  address  given  by  them  to  the  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer,   respectively. 

ARTICLE    Vin. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  i.  These  by-laws  may  be  changed  or  amended  by  the 
unanimous  vote  or  written  consent  of  all  the  Directors  without 
previous  notice  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board.  Also  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Directors  at  any  meeting,  provided 
notice  specifying  the  intended  change  shall  have  been  given  at 
a  previous  stated  meeting,  or  such  notice  shall  have  been  served 
on  each  Director  at  least  five  days  before  the  meeting.

RULE    I. 

ATHLETIC    MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  recognizes  as  athletic 
members  all  Public  School  boys,  members  of  Elementary  and 
High  Schools  and  College  City  of  New  York,  who  take  part  in 
athletic  competitions  that  are  given  under  the  sanction  of  the 
League. 

RULE  n. 

ELIGIBILITY. 

No  boy  shall  be  eligible  for  competition  in  any  athletic  contest 
held  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
who  is  not  an  amateur  according  to  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union 
definition,  i.  e.,  who  has  not  accepted  money,  or  wittingly  com- 
peted against  professionals  or  against  suspended  athletes. 

Furthermore,  in  the  case  of  Elementary  School  boys,  no  boy 
who  has  reached  the  age  of  fifteen,  and  in  the  case  of  High 
School  boys,  no  boy  who  has  reached  the  age  of  nineteen,  shall 
represent  his  school  in  any  contest  held  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the   League. 

Any  school  desiring  to  enter  a  team  or  individual  entries  in 
^ny  contest  must  send  his  entry  blanks  to  the  Secretary  at  least 
fourteen  days  before  the  date  of  the  games.  The  entrance  fee 
shall  be  25  cents  for  each  event. 

Each  blank,  moreover,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Principal  of  the 
school  which  the  boy  represents.  The  Principal  certifies  that 
the  boy  in  question  is  a  member  of  the  school,  that  he  has  fulfilled 
the  prescribed  conditions  of  competition  and  that  he  received  last 
month  a  mark  of  at  least  B  in  effort,  proficiency  (to  include  stand- 
ing in  Physical  Training)  and  deportment. 
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No  boy  shall  represent  a  school  during  the  Fall  Term  who  has 
not  registered  in  September,  nor  during  the  Spring  Term,  who 
has  not  registered  in  February. 

No  boy  is  eligible  to  compete  in  events  held  under  the  sanction 
of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  who,  knowingly,  has 
taken  part  in  unsanctioned  events. 

No  boy  can  compete  for  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League 
and  for  other  organizations  also. 

RULE  in. 

CLASSIFICATION    OF    COMPETING    ATHLETES. 

The  athletes  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes,  namely,  Class 
A,  Class  B,  Class  C. 

Class  A,  or  beginners'  class,  shall  comprise  those  boys  only 
who  have  never  taken  part  in  any  event. 

Class  B,  or  novice  class,  shall  consist  of  those  boys  who  have 
never  won  a  prize  in  competition  open  to  two  or  more  schools  or 
organizations.  As  the  District  League  games  are  simply  pre- 
liminary heats  of  the  Novice  and  Championship  meets,  a  boy  who 
secures  first,  second  or  third  place  in  these  games  shall  not  be 
considered  to  have  lost  his  noviceship. 

Should  a  boy  win  a  prize  in  a  relay  race,  or  even  should  he  be 
a  member  of  a  winning  team  to  which  a  trophy  only,  and  not  in- 
dividual prizes  are  given,  he  shall  no  longer  be  considered  a  novice. 

The  following  classes  of  competition  are  separate  and  distinct 
from  one  another,  and  the  winning  of  a  prize  in  any  one  of  them 
does  not  bar  a  boy  from  competition  in  a  novice  event  in  any  of 
the  other  classes :  Running,  Hurdle  Racing,  Jumping,  Pole 
Vaulting,  Putting  the  Shot.  To  exemplify  this  ruling,  take,  for 
instance,  a  boy  who  has  won  a  prize  in  a  running  race.  He  is  no 
longer  eligible  to  take  part  in  a  novice  running  event,  but  he 
may  compete  in  a  novice  hurdling  race,  jumping  event,  pole 
vaulting  contest,  or  putting  the  shot  competition. 

Class  C,  or  premier  class,  is  open  to  all  boys,  whether  be- 
ginners, novices  or  those  who  have  won  prizes. 
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RULE    IV. 

BUTTON    TEST. 

This  standard  has  been  set  as  follows : 

For  boys  of  Elementary  Schools  under  13  years  of  age: 

60   Yards   Run 83-5  seconds. 

Pull  up,  or  chinning  on  bar...  .     4  times. 

Standing  Broad  Jump   6  feet. 

For  all  other  boys  of  Elementary  Schools :

For  High  Schools :

Each  boy  who  attains  the  prescribed  standard  in  the  class  in 
which  he  is  eligible  shall  receive  from  the  League  a  bronze  button. 
Each  boy  who  makes  such  higher  standard,  as  shall  hereafter  be 
determined  by  the  League,  shall  receive  a  silver  button  instead 
of  the  bronze  one. 

No  boy  shall  be  admitted  into  any  contest  who  is  not  at  present 
standard  entitled  to  promotion  or  graduation  and  whose  deport- 
ment is  not  satisfactory,  the  Principal  of  the  school  to  be  sole 
judge  in  this  matter. 

RULE    V. 

CHAMPICNSHIP   MEETINGS. 

Indoor  and  outdoor  track  and  field  and  basket  ball  champion- 
ship meetings  shall  be  held  annually  at  such  times  and  places 
and  with  such  schedules  of  events  as  may  be  decided  upon  by 
the  Games  Committee. 

Indoor  and  outdoor  track  and  field  and  basket  ball  Novice 
championship  meetings  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places 
and  with  such  schedules  of  events  as  may  be  decided  upon  by 
the  Games  Committee. 
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All  entries  shall  be  sent  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Games  Com- 
mittee, which  Committee  may  reject  any  entries  it  may  deem 
objectionable. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  choose  all  the  officials  for  tlie 
Championship  Meetings,  and  shall  decide  all  objections  to  eligibil- 
ity and  qualifications  of  entries. 

No  boy  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  in  more  than  one  event  in 
Elementary  games. 

RULE   VI.

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RULE   VIII. 

INDUCEMENTS. 

No  school,  under  penalty  of  expulsion  from  the  League,  shall 
through  any  of  its  officers,  or  by  any  other  means,  directly  or 
indirectly,  offer  any  inducement  to  a  pupil  of  any  other  school  to 
sever  his  connection  with  such  school  for  athletic  purposes. 

RULE    IX. 

PROTESTS. 

All  protests  referring  to  the  eligibility  of  the  contestant  must 
be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Games  Committee. 

All  other  protests  must  be  submitted  to  the  Referee  of  the 
games,  who  has  it  in  his  power  to  allow  the  protested  individuals 
or  teams  to  run  under  protest. 

The  League  holds  it  within  its  jurisdiction  to  decide  all  pro- 
tests made  in  events  sanctioned  by  it.  These  protests  are  settled 
by  the  Games  Committee  and  their  decision  is  final. 

In  case  a  boy's  amateur  status  is  questioned,  the  matter  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League  for  action. 

RULE  X. 

ENTRIES. 

All  entries  for  competition  held  under  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  must  be  made  on  the  entry  forms  adopted  by 
the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

These  entry  forms  must  be  carefully  filled  out  and  must  be 
signed  by  the  Principal  of  the  school ;  otherwise,  they  shall  be 
rejected.     No  post  entries  shall  be  received. 

If  any  competitor  enters  an  event  and  then  fails  to  compete 
he  must  send  a  valid  excuse  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League.     Failing  in  this,  he  may  be  suspended. 

RULE    XI. 

SANCTIONS. 

All  events  or  games  whether  given  by  Public  Schools,  or  other 
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organizations,  that  are  open  to  Public  School  boys  must  be  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

Any  boy  who  competes  in  games  or  events  that  are  not  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  renders  himself 
liable  to  suspension,  and,  if  he  persists  in  this  participation  in 
unsanctioned  events,  he  may  be  cut  off  entirely  from  competition 
in  all  events  or  games  given  under  the  sanction  of  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League. 

RULE  xn. 

RECORDS. 

No  record  shall  be  allowed  unless  the  performance  has  been 
timed  by  at  least  three  timekeepers  or  measured  by  at  least  three 
field  judges. 

The  Games ^  Committee  shall  investigate  every  performance  to 
which  their  attention  is  called,  and  shall  reject  any  record  which 
shall  not  be  supported  by  the  affidavits  of  at  least  six  witnesses, 
including  the  officials,  certifying  as  to  the  place,  time  of  day, 
state  of  weather,  condition  of  path  or  field,  force  and  direction 
of  wind,  level  or  grade  of  grounds,  weight,  measurement  and 
material  of  implement,  and  correctness  of  announced  time  or 
distance. 

In  hurdling  events  the  competitor  must  clear  every  hurdle  and 
all  the  hurdles  must  remain  standing;  otherwise  no  record  shall 
be  allowed. 

No  record  shall  be  allowed  unless  made  in  open  competition. 

A  record  made  at  any  championship  meet  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League,  or  at  any  meet  that  is  given  with  the  sanction 
of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  open  to  all  public  schools 
in  the  city,  and  to  schools  only,  shall  be  known  as  a  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  record.  A  record  made  at  a  meet  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  but  not  open  to  all 
schools  shall  be  known  as  an  interscholastic  record. 
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LAWS  OF  ATHLETICS 

RULE    I. 

OFFICIALS. 

Every  meeting  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  shall  be 
under  the  control  of  the  following  officials : 
A  Games  Committee. 
One  Referee. 

Three  or  more  Judges  at  Finish. 
Four,  or  more.  Field  Judges. 
Three  Timekeepers. 
One  Starter. 

One  Clerk  of  the  Course  with  assistants. 
One  Announcer. 

One  Chief  Scorer  with  assistants. 
One  Marshal  with  assistants. 
One  Official  Reporter. 

RULE   n. 

GAMES    COMAtlTTEE. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  have  general  supervision  over  the 
games,  but  it  shall  not  interfere  with  officials  in  the  performance 
of  duties  assigned  to  them  by  these  rules. 

If  possible,  it  shall  decide  all  protests  except  (a)  those  that 
must  be  settled  immediately  by  the  Referee,  (b)  those  concernmg 
a  boy's  amateur  standing,  which  matter  must  be  referred  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Public   Schools   Athletic  League. 

RULE  in. 

THE    REFEREE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Referee  to  d<;cide  all  questions  re- 
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lating  to  the  actual  conduct  of  the  meeting,  whose  final  settlement 
is  not  otherwise  covered  by  these  rules. 

The  Referee  may  change  the  order  of  events  and  add  to,  or 
change,  the  arrangements  of  heats.  After  heats  have  been  drawn, 
however,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  transfer  a  contestant  from  one 
heat  to  another. 

If  a  foul  is  made  in  a  heat  other  than  the  final,  and  the  foul, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Referee,  is  intentional,  or  due  to  culpable 
negligence,  he  may  disqualify  the  contestant  guilty  of  fouling, 
and  may  allow  the  hindered  contestant,  or  contestants,  to  com- 
pete in  another  trial  heat. 

In  a  final  heat,  however,  he  may  disqualify  the  competitor  who 
is  at  fault  and  shall  use  his  own  discretion  as  to  ordering  an- 
other race  between  the  competitors  hindered  by  the  foul. 

In  the  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events  where  the  competi- 
tors cannot  agree  on  method  of  settling  the  Referee  may  decide. 

Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether 
toward  competitors,  spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified 
by  the  Referee  from  that  and  all  other  events  at  the  meeting. 
If  the  Referee  thinks  the  offence  worthy  of  further  punishment, 
he  shall  make  a  full  report  on  the  case  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  further  action. 

If  for  any  reason  the  Referee  as  selected  cannot  attend,  the 
Senior  Judge  shall  act  as  Referee  and  have  all  his  powers.  In 
this   event  the   second  Judge  becomes   Senior  Judge. 

The  Referee,  and  he  only,  shall  signal  the  Starter  that  every- 
thing is  in  readiness  for  the  heat,  or  race,  and  the  race  shall  not  be 
started  until  the  Starter  has  received  such  signal. 

The  Referee  may  delegate  to  the  Senior  Judge  this  duty  of  sig- 
naling to  the  Starter. 

RULE    IV. 

INSPECTORS. 

The  Inspectors  shall  be  assigned  their  positions  by  the  Referee. 
They  shall  watch  closely  the  conduct  of  the  competitors  during 
the  course  of  the  race,  and  in  case  of  a  foul,  whether  a  claim  is

made  or  not,  they  shall  make  a  report  at  once,  before  the  next 
heat,  or  race,  is  called,  of  what  they  have  seen  to  the  Referee. 
They  have  no  power  to  make  decisions. 

RULE    V. 

JUDGES    AT   FINISH. 

There  shall  be  three,  or  more.  Judges  at  finish,  namely  a 
Senior  Judge.  Second  Judge,  Third  Judge,  Fourth  Judge  and 
so  on.  The  Judge  whose  name  appears  at  the  head  of  the  list 
shall  be  Senior  Judge,  second  on  the  list  Second  Judge  and  so  on. 

The  Judges  shall  stand  at  the  finish  line  and  pick  the  con- 
testants in  the  order  in  which  they  cross  the  finish  line,  the 
Senior  Judge  picking  first  boy;  Second  Judge,  second  boy;  Third 
Judge,  third  boy;  Fourth  Judge,  fourth  boy,  and  so  on.  Their 
decision  is  final  and  without  appeal.  In  case  of  disagreement  a 
majority   shall   govern. 

Any  competitor  crossing  the  finish  line  without  a  number 
shall  not  be  selected  by  the  Judges  unless  with  the  consent  of  the 
Referee. 

In    absence    of    the    Referee,    the    Senior    Judge    shall    act    as 

Referee, 

RULE  VI. 

FIELD    JUDGES. 

They  shall  measure  and  judge  each  trial  of  each  competitor  in 
all  events  where  the  performance  is  measured.  Their  decision  is 
final  and  without  appeal.  In  case  of  disagreement  the  majority 
shall  govern. 

In  case  a  boy  is  competing  in  a  track  event  as  well  as  a  field 
event,  they  shall  excuse  him  from  his  part  in  the  field  event  for 
as  long  a  period  as  is  necessary  to  take  part  in  the  track  event 
and  shall  then  allow  him  to  take  his  missed  turns  within  a  reason- 
able time  after  the  track  event.  If  the  boy  is  competing  in  two 
field  events  that  are  taking  place  at  the  one  time  the  same  rule 
shall  apply. 
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RULE  VII. 

THE   TIMEKEEPERS. 

There  shall  be  three  Timekeepers.  They  shall  individually  time 
all  events  which  are  recorded  by  time  and  shall  decide  among 
themselves  the  official  time  of  each  heat  and  race. 

Should  two  of  the  three  watches  mark  the  same  time  and 
the  third  disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the  two  watches  shall 
be  accepted.  Should  all  three  disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the 
intermediate  watch  shall  be  accepjied. 

If  two  watches  only  are  started  on  a  heat,  or  race,  and  they 
fail  to  agree,  the  longest  time  shall  be  accepted. 

To  have  a  record  allowed  three  watches  must  be  started  on  a 
heat,  or  race. 

The  flash  of  the  pistol  shall  denote  the  actual  start  of  the 
race,    cr    heat. 

In  time  handicap  events  the  Timekeeper  shall  receive  the  time 
allowance  of  each  competitor  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  and 
shall   start  them  with  the   word  "GO." 


RULE  VIIL 

THE    STARTER. 

The  Starter  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  competitors  after  they 
have  been  assigned  to  their  marks  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

He  shall  start  the  heat,  or  race,  by  the  report  of  the  pistol  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  time  handicap  events  when  the  competitors 
shall  be  started  by  the  Timekeepers  with  the  word  "GO."  The 
following  formula  shall  be  used  by  the  Starter:  .1.  Take  your 
mark ;   2.  Get  set ;   3.  The  report  of  the  pistol. 

Until  the  pistol  has  been  purposely  discharged  it  shall  not  be 
considered  an  actual  start.  In  case  the  pistol  goes  off  accident- 
ally, the  Starter  shall  recall  the  competitors  by  discharging  his 
pistol  twice. 

The  Starter  shall  not  start  the  heat,  or  race,  until  he  receives 
the  signal  from  the  Referee  that  everything  is  in  readiness.     The 
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Referee  may  delegate  to  the  Senior  Judge  this  duty  of  signalHng 
to  the  Starter. 

A  false  start  is  one  where  any  part  of  the  person  of  a  com- 
petitor touches  the  ground  in  front  of  his  mark  before  the  Starter 
purposely  discharges  his  pistol.  The  competitor  shall  keep  his 
hands   behind   the  mark  assigned  to   him. 

The  following  penalties  are  imposed  by  the  Starter  for  false 
starts :  In  all  races  up  to  and  including  125  yards  the  competitor 
shall  be  put  back  one  yard  for  the  first  and  one  more  for  the 
second  attempt ;  in  races  over  125  yards  and  including  300  yards, 
two  yards  for  the  first  and  two  more  for  the  second  attempt ;  in 
races  over  300  yards  and  including  600  yards,  three  yards  for  the 
first  and  three  more  for  the  second  attempt  ;  in  races  over 
600  yards  and  including  1,000  yards,  four  yards  for  the  first  and 
four  more  for  the  second  attempt;  in  races  over  1,000  yards  and 
including  one  mile,  five  yards  for  the  first  and  five  more  for  the 
second  attempt;  in  all  races  over  one  mile,  ten  yards  for  the  first 
and  ten  more  for  the  second  attempt.  In  all  races  the  third  false 
start  shall  disqualify  the  ofifender  from  that  event. 

Should  any  boy  attempt  to  advance  from  his  mark  after  the 
Starter  has  given  word  to  get  ready,  the  Starter  shall  disqualify 
him.  from  that  event. 

RULE  IX. 

THE   CLERK    OF  THE   COURSE. 

The  names  and  numbers  of  all  the  competitors  in  each  event 
shall  be  given  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course,  who  shall  call  them 
by  name  and  check  them  ofT  on  the  program  immediately  before 
the  event. 

After  the  competitors'  names  have  been  called,  the  Clerk  of 
the  Course  shall,  in  handicap  events,  assign  them  to  their  re- 
spective marks. 

The  clerk  of  the  Course  shall  not  allow  any  competitor  to  start 
without  his  number  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Referee. 

The  Assistant'  Clerks  of  the  Course  shall  perform  whatever 
duties  are  assigned  them  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 
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RULE   X. 

CHIEF    SCORER. 

The  Chief  Scorer  shall  keep  track  of  the  order  in  which  each 
competitor  finishes  and  also  the  time  for  the  event.  He  shall 
also  keep  a  tally  of  the  laps  made  by  each  competitor  in  all  races 
round  a  turn  and  shall  announce  by  means  of  a  bell  or  pistol  shot 
when  the  leading  man  is  entering  on  the  last   lap. 

The  Assistant  Scorers  are  subject  to  the  Chief  Scorer  and  shall 
perform  whatever  duties  are  assigned  them  by  him. 

RULE  XL 

THE    MARSHAL. 

The  Marshal  shall  prevent  any  but  officials  and  actual  com- 
petitors from  entering  into  the  inner  circle  or  remaining  therein. 

Any  competitor  entering  into  the  inner  circle  before  or  after 
competition,  and  not  there  for  the  purpose  of  competition,  must 
leave  the  inner  circle  when  requested  by  the  Marshal.  If  after 
the  second  request  the  competitor  still  refuses  to  leave,  the 
Marshal,  or  his  assistants,  must  report  the  matter  to  the  Referee 
who  may  disqualify  the  offender. 

The  Assistant  Marshal  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Marshal  and  shall  assist  him  in  keeping  the  inner  circle  as  clear 
as  is  possible. 

RULE  XIL 

OFFICIAL    ANNOUNCER. 

The  scorers  shall  make  known  to  the  Official  Announcer  the 
results  of  each  event  and  he  shall  announce  them  to  the  specta- 
tors. 

RULE  XIIL 

OFFICIAL   REPORTER. 

The  Official  Reporter  shall  receive  from  the  Scorers  the  order 
of  finishing  and  the  time  made  by  the  competitors  in  the  running 
events  and  the  height  or  distance  covered  by  the  competitors  in 
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the   field    events.      This   information   he    shall    immediately   make 
known  to  the  representatives  of  the  press. 

RULE  XIV. 

THE   INNER  CIRCLE. 

With  the  exception  of  officials  and  actual  competitors  no  one 
shall  be  allowed  within  the  inner  circle.  Competitors  must  leave 
the  inner  circle  immediately  after  the  finish  of  their  event,  or 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Marshal. 

No  attendant,  friend  or  trainer  shall  be  allowed  to  accompany 
the  competitors  on  the  track  or  infield. 

RULE  XV. 

THE   COMPETITORS. 

The  competitors  shall  report  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  at  the 
starting  point  of  each  competition,  after  they  have  been  called 
to  the  inner  circle. 

Each  contestant  must  provide  himself  with  a  number  corre- 
sponding to  the  number  opposite  his  name  on  the  program.  This 
number  he  must  wear  conspicuously  while  he  is  competing,  and 
without  it  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  start  except  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Referee. 

In  handicap  events  competitors,  whether  they  be  scratch  or 
limit  mark  men,  must  start  from  positions  in  which  they  are 
placed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

If  in  straightaway  races  the  competitor  does  not  confine  himself 
to  his  own  lane,  but  Instead  crosses  into  the  lane  of  his  opponent, 
the  Referee  shall  disqualify  him. 

In  races  around  a  turn,  the  competitor  shall,  after  turning  the 
last  corner,  continue  in  a  straight  line  to  the  finish  and  not  cross 
either  to  the  outside  or  the  inside  in  front  of  any  of  the  other 
competitors. 

Any  competitor,  who  wilfully  jostles,  crosses  in  front  of,  or 
otherwise  impedes  an  opponent,  shall  be  disqualified  by  the 
Referee  from  that  event. 
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The  Referee  shall  further  disqualify  from  the  meeting  any 
competitor  who,  in  his  opinion,  is  trying  to  lose,  to  coach,  or  to 
impede  in  any  way  the  chances  of  another  competitor.  He  shall 
further  notify  the  Games  Committee  who  will  take  further  action. 

Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether 
toward  competitors,  spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified  by 
the  Referee  from  that  and  all  other  events  at  that  meeting,  and  if 
the  Referee  thinks  the  offence  worthy  of  further  punishment, 
he  shall  make  a  full  report  on  the  case  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  further  action. 

RULE  XVL 

PROTESTS. 

Protests  against  any  competitor  entered  in  any  games  may 
be  made  verbally  or  in  writing,  to  the  Games  Committee  before 
the  meet,  or  to  the  Referee  during  the  meet. 

If  the  protests  is  a  claim  of  foul  committed  during  the  meet, 
the  Referee  shall  decide  the  matter  at  once  as  laid  down  in  the 
duties  of  Referee   (Rule  in). 

If  possible,  the  Games  Committee  shall  decide  all  protests  be- 
fore the  events  are  run  off.  If  it  is  a  case  requiring  the  taking  of 
evidence,  the  Games  Committee  shall  decide  the  matter  within 
one  week  after  the  date  of  the  games.  If  it  affects  the  contes- 
tant's amateur  status,  however,  the  case  must  be  referred  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  action. 

When  a  contestant  is  allowed  to  compete  under  protest  the 
prizes  that  he  may  win  shall  be  withheld  until  the  case  is  settled. 

RULE   XVII. 

THE  TRACK. 

The  distance  to  be  run  shall  be  measured  on  a  line  eighteen 
inches  outward  from  the  inner  edge  of  the  track.  This  edge  shall 
be  a  solid  curb  raised  three  inches  above  the  level  of  the  track. 

In  straightaway  races  distance  shall  be  measured  in  a  direct 
line  from  the  starting  mark  to  the  finishing  line. 
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In  indoor  races  on  board  floors  courses  may  be  marked  plainly 
(with  whitewash)  on  the  track. 

RULE  XVIII. 

THE    COURSE. 

In  Straightaway  races  the  competitor  must  keep  his  own  course 
from  start  to  finish.  In  these  races  separate  courses,  called  lanes, 
shall  be  laid  out  for  each  competitor  by  means  of  stakes  driven 
into  the  ground  to  which  cord  or  wire  is  attached  and  which  are 
placed  about  fifteen  yards  apart. 

In  all  races  the  competitor  must  not  cross  to  the  pole,  or  inner 
edge  of  the  track  until  he  is  at  least  two  strides  in  advance  of 
his  nearest  competitor. 

In  all  championship  races  positions  shall  be  drawn  for,  num- 
bering one,  two,  three  and  so  on  from  border  out,  and  the  draw- 
ing shall  be  in  the  names  of  the  schools.  The  Clerk  of 
the  Course  shall  then  allot  positions.  The  school  having  the 
first  choice  shall  have  the  position  next  the  pole,  or  inner  edge  of 
the  track,  the  school  having  second  choice,  second  position  and 
so  on,  the  schools  alternating,  so  that,  if  possible,  there  will  not  be 
two  contestants  from  the  one  school  in  the  same  heat. 

In  championship  events  on  straightaway  tracks,  the  drawing 
shall  be  by  schools,  and  the  Referee  shall  see  that  no  two  con- 
testants from  the  same  school  shall  start  in  one  heat.  There 
shall  be  a  drawing  for  the  choice  of  lanes,  the  school  winning 
first  choice  selecting  whatever  lane  the  first  runner  for  that 
school  desires,  the  school  having  second  choice  the  next  best  lane 
and  so  on. 

In  handicap  events  the  contestants  when  called  must  take  any 
lane  assigned  him  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

RULE  XIX. 

THE    FINISH. 

The  finish  of  a  course  shall  be  represented  by  a  line  between 
two    finishing    posts    diawn    across    and    at    right    angles    to    the 
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sides  of  the  track  and  four  feet  above  which  shall  be  placed  a 
tape  attached  to  both  finishing  posts. 

The  finish  of  any  race  shall  be  counted  when  any  part  of  com- 
petitor's body  except  his  hands  and  arlns  shall  reach  the  finish 
line. 

No  competitor  shall  be  considered  to  have  finished  unless  his 
entire  body  shall  have  crossed  the  finish  line. 

RULE  XX. 

THE   SHOT. 

The  Shot  shall  be  a  metal  sphere  of  any  weight  decided  upon 
by  the  Games  Committee.  For  indoor  games  for  record  purposes 
a  filled  shot  covered  with  any  material  and  being  a  perfect  and 
solid  sphere  may  be  used. 

The  shot  shall  be  "put"  with  one  hand,  and  in  making  the  at- 
tempt, it  shall  be  above  and  not  behind  the  shoulder. 

All  puts  shall  be  made  from  a  circle  seven  feet  in  diameter. 
The  circle  shall  be  a  metal  or  wooden  ring,  painted  or  white- 
washed, and  sunk  almost  flush  with  the  ground,  and  it  shall  be 
divided  into  two  halves  by  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre.  In 
the  middle  of  the  circumference  of  the  front  half  shall  be  placed 
a  stop-board  four  feet  long  and  four  inches  high,  and  firmly 
fastened  to  the  ground.  In  making  his  puts,  a  competitor  may 
rest  his  foot  against,  but  not  on  top  of,  the  stop-board. 

That  put  shall  be  considered  a  fair  put  when  no  part  of  the  body 
of  the  competitor  touches  the  top  of  the  stop-board,  the  circle, 
or  the  ground  outside  of  the  circle,  provided  the  competitor  shall 
leave  the  circle  by  its  rear  half,  which  shall  be  the  half  directly 
opposite  the  stop-board.  A  put  shall  be  considered  foul  if  any 
part  of  the  body  of  the  competitor  shall  touch  the  ground  outside 
the  front  half  of  the  circle  before  the  put  is  measured. 

The  Field  Judges  shall  measure  6ach  put  from  the  nearest  mark 
made  by  the  fall  of  the  shot  to  the  circumference  of  the  circle  on 
a  line  from  the  mark  made  by  the  shot  to  the  centre  of  the  circle. 

Foul  puts  and  letting  go  the  shot  in  making  an  attempt  shall 
be  counted  as  trials  without  result. 
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Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trial  puts  and  the  first,  second 
and  third  in  the  trials  shall  have  three  more  trials  each  in  the 
final. 

The  best  put  made  by  a  competitor,  whether  made  in  the 
trials  or  finals  shall  count  as  his  best  put  and  the  result  will  be 
decided  accordingly. 


RULE  XXI. 

RUNNING    HIGH    JUMP. 

A  fair  jump  shall  be  one  that  is  made  without  the  assistance  of 
weights,  diving,  somersaults  or  handsprings  of  any  kind. 

The  bar  shall  be  a  thin  stick  two  inches  in  width  and  shall  rest 
on  pins  which  shall  project  not  more  than  three  inches  from  the 
uprights.  When  this  bar  is  removed,  it  shall  constitute  a  trial 
jump  without  result. 

The  height  at  which  the  jump  shall  commence  and  the  height 
to  which  it  shall  be  raised  at  each  succeeding  jump  shall  be 
decided  by  the  Field  Judges. 

The  height  shall  be  measured  from  the  middle  of  the  bar  to  the 
ground  on  a  direct  line. 

Each  competitor  shall  be  allowed  three  trial  jumps  at  each 
height,  and  if  on  the  third  trial  he  shall  fail,  he  shall  be  declared 
out  of  the  competition. 

At  each  successive  height  each  competitor  shall  take  one  trial 
in  his  proper  turn ;  then  those  failing,  if  any,  shall  have  their 
second  trial  in  a  like  order,  after  which  those  who  have  failed  at 
the  second  trial  may  take  their  third  and  final  trial  at  that  height. 

A  competitor  may  decline  to  jump  at  any  height  in  his  turn, 
and  by  so  doing,  forfeits  his  right  to  again  jump  at  the  height 
declined. 

If,  however,  a  competitor  takes  a  trial  at  any  height  and  fails 
in  the  first  trial,  he  shall  not  pass  the  other  two  trials. 

Running  under  the  bar  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump  shall  be 
counted  as  a  balk  and  three  successive  balks  shall  constitute  a 
trial  jump. 
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There  shall  be  no  limit  to  the  run  competitor  may  take  before 
attempting  a  jump. 

RULE  XXII. 

RUNNING   BROAD  JUMP. 

A  joist  five  inches  shall  be  sunk  flush  with  the  ground.  The 
outer  edge  of  the  joist  shall  be  called  the  scratch  line  and  the 
measurement  of  all  jumps  shall  be  made  from  it  at  right  angles 
to  the  nearest  break  in  the  soft  ground,  or  in  the  turf  or  earth 
outside  the  soft  ground  by  any  part  of  the  body  of  a  competitor. 

In  front  of  the  scratch  line  the  ground  shall  be  removed  to 
the  depth  of  three  and  the  width  of  twelve  inches  outward. 

A  foul  jump  shall  be  one  where  the  competitor  in  jumping  off 
the  scratch  line  makes  a  mark  on  the  ground  immediately  in 
front  of  it,  or  runs  over  the  line  without  jumping,  and  shall 
count  as  a  trial  jump   without   result. 

Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trial  jumps,  and  the  com- 
petitors finishing  one,  two,  three  in  the  trial  jumps  shall  each 
have  three  more  trial  jumps. 

The  competition  shall  be  decided  by  the  best  of  all  the  trial 
jumps  of  the  competitors. 

A  fair  jump  shall  be  one  that  is  made  without  the  assistance  of 
weights,  diving,  somersaults  or  handsprings  of  any  kind. 

RULE  XXIIL 

STANDING   BROAD   JUMP. 

The  feet  of  the  competitor  may  be  placed  in  any  position,  but 
shall  leave  the  ground  once  only  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump. 
When  the  feet  are  lifted  from  the  ground  twice,  or  two  springs 
are  made  in  makiilg  the  attempt,  it  shall  count  as  a  trial  jump 
without  result.  A  competitor  may  rock  back  and  forward,  lifting 
heels  and  toes  alternately  from  the  ground,  but  may  not  lift 
either  foot  clear  of  the  ground,  nor  slide  either  foot  along  the 
ground  in  any  direction. 

In  all  other  respects  the  rules  governing  the  running  broad 
jump  govern  the  standing  broad  jump  as  well.

RULE  XXIV. 

THE    POLE    VAULT. 

The  height  at  which  the  vaulting  shall  commence  and  the 
height  to  which  the  bar  shall  be  raised  at  each  succeeding  vault 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Field  Judges. 

The  height  of  the  bar  shall  be  measured  on  a  direct  line  from 
the  ground  to  the  middle  of  the  bar. 

Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trials  at  each  height,  and,  if 
he  fails  at  the  third  trial  he  shall  be  declared  out  of  the  com- 
petition. 

Each  competitor  shall  make  an  attempt  at  each  successive  height 
in  the  order  in  which  he  is  called;  then  those  who  have  failed 
shall  have  a  second  trial  in  like  order.  Those  failing  on  the 
second  trial  shall  then  take  their  third  and  final  trial. 

Displacing  the  bar  counts  as  a  try. 

Leaving  the  ground  in  an  attempt  shall  constitute  a  try. 

A  line  shall  be  drawn  fifteen  feet  in  front  of  the  bar  and  parallel 
with  it ;  crossing  this  line  in  an  attempt  shall  be  a  balk.  Two 
balks   shall   constitute  a  try. 

A  competitor  may  decline  to  vault  at  any  height,  but,  if  he  fails 
at  the  next  height,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  go  back  and  try  the 
height  he  omitted. 

If,  however,  contestant  takes  one  trial  at  any  height,  he  shall 
not  pass  the  other  two  trials. 

Any  competitor  shall  be  allowed  to  dig  a  hole  not  more  than 
one  foot  in  diameter  at  the  take-off  in  which  to  plant  his  pole. 

The  poles  shall  have  no  assisting  devices,  except  that  they  may 
be  wound  or  wrapped  with  any  substance  for  the  purpose  of 
affording  a  firmer  grasp,  and  may  have  one  spike  at  the  lower 
end.     The  poles  shall  be  unlimited  as  to  size  and  weight. 

No  competitor  shall,  during  hie  vault,  raise  the  hand  which  was 
uppermost  when  he  left  the  ground  to  a  higher  point  on  the  pole, 
nor  shall  he  raise  the  hand  which  was  undermost  when  he  left 
the  ground  to  any  point  on  the  pole  above  the  other  hand. 
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RULE  XXV. 

THE  HURDLES. 

In  the  120  yards  hurdle  race,  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used; 
height  of  hurdles  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee. 
They  shall  be  placed  ten  yards  apart>  with  the  first  hurdle  fifteen 
yards  distant  from  the  starting  point,  and  the  last  hurdle  fifteen 
yards  before  the  finishing  line. 

In  the  220  yards  hurdle  race  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used ;  height 
of  hurdle  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee.  They 
shall  be  placed  twenty  yards  apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  twenty 
yards  distant  from  the  starting  mark,  and  the  last  hurdle  twenty 
yards  from  the  finishing  line. 

In  hurdle  races  of  other  distances,  and  with  different  numbers 
of  hurdles,  the  hurdles  shall  be  placed  at  equal  distances,  'with 
the  same  space  between  the  first  hurdle  and  the  starting  point  and 
the  last  hurdle  and  the  finishing  line  as  between  each  of  the 
hurdles. 

In  making  a  record  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  competitor  to 
jump  over  every  hurdle  in  its  proper  position,  nor  shall  the  per- 
formance be  considered  a  record  unless  every  hurdle  is  left 
standing. 

RULE  XXVI. 

TIES. 

In  all  contests  whose  results  are  determined  by  measurement  of 
height  or  distance,  ties  shall  be  decided  as  follows : 

In  handicap  contests  the  award  shall  be  given  to  the  competitor 
who  received  the  least  allowance.  In  case  of  a  tie  between  two  or 
more  competitors  who  received  the  same  allowance,  the  decision 
shall  be  made  as  in  scratch  contests. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  at  high  jumping,  the  tieing 
competitors  shall  have  three  trials  at  the  height  last  tried,  and 
if  still  undecided  the  bar  shall  be  lowered  to  the  height  next  below, 
and  three  trials  taken  at  that  height.  If  no  one  clears  it,  the 
bar  shall  be  lowered  again  and  again  until  one  of  the  competitors 
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clears  it.  In  case  of  a  second  tie,  the  award  shall  be  given  to  the 
competitor  who  cleared  the  bar  with  the  least  number  of  trials. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  in  any  event  decided  by- 
distance,  each  of  the  tieing  competitors  shall  have  three  additional 
trials,  and  the  award  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  dis- 
tance cleared  in  these  additional  trials.  In  case  of  a  second  tie 
three  more  trials  shall  be  allowed,  and  so  on,  until  a  decision  is 
reached.  In  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events,  the  competitors 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  divide  the  prize  or  points,  or  to  toss  for 
them,  but  must  compete  again  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  by  the 
Referee. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  the  pole  vault  the  officials  shall  raise  or 
lower  the  bar  at  their  discretion,  and  those  competitors  who  have 
tied  shall  be  allowed  one  trial  at  each  height. 

RULE  XXVII. 

ORDER   OF   COMPETITION    IX    FIELD   EVENTS. 

In  all  scratch  events  the  competitors  shall  take  their  trials  in 
the  order  of  their  names  as  printed  on  the  program. 

In  all  handicap  events  the  competitor  having  the  greatest  al- 
lowance shall  make  the  first  trial,  and  so  on,  in  regular  order, 
up  to  the  competitor  at  scratch  or  with  least  allowance,  who 
shall  have  the  last  trial.

CONSTITUTION  OF  DISTRICT  ATHLETIC 
LEAGUES 


NAME. 

I.  The  organization  shall  he  known  as  District  Athletic  League 
No. 

PURPOSES. 

II.  Its  purposes  shall  be  to  promote  athletics  among  the  public 
schools  which  are  contained  in  the  educational  Districts  No. 
and    No.         in    the    Borough    of  ,    City   of    New    York, 
under    and    in    connection    with    "The    Public    Schools    Athletic 
League"  of  said  city.     In  doing  this  it  will, 

(a)  Take  charge  of  the  competitions  for  and  distributions 
among  the  schools  in  its  district,  of  the  buttons  awarded  by  The 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

(b)  Select  the  competitors  who  are  to  compete  from  such 
schools  in  athletic  meetings  of  such  League. 

(c)  Supervise  and  promote  athletic  contests  in  and  among  the 
schools  in  such  districts. 

(d)  Assist  in  providing  grounds,  building  apparatus  and  other 
things  required  for  the  promotion  of  athletics  and  physical  train- 
ing among  the  children  attending  such  schools. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

III.  It  shall  consist  of, 

(a)  The  district  superintendent  of  such  two  districts. 

(b)  The  director  of  physical  training  thereof. 

(c)  Two  members  to  be  annually  elected  from  each  of  the 
local  school  boards  of  said  districts. 

(d)  Two  teachers  to  be  selected  by  the  district  superintendent 
from  each  of  said  districts. 
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(e)  The  foregoing  persons  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  to  add  to  their  number  by  the  election  of 
others  interested  in  promoting  the  purposes  for  which  this 
League  is  formed,  for  such  period  and  upon  such  terms  as 
they  shall  think  proper. 

OFFICERS   AND   COMMITTEES. 

IV.  The  officers  shall  consist  of  a  president,  vice-president, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing. These  shall  respectively  have  the  general  powers  incident  to 
those  officers. 

V.  The  directors  may  appoint  an  executive  committee  of  three 
which  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  League  when  the  same 
is  not  in  session. 

VL  Such  other  committees  may  be  appointed  from  time  to 
time  for  such  purposes  as  the  League  may  deem  proper.  Unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  League  all  such  committees  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President. 

DELEGATES. 

VIL  The  League  shall  annually  nominate  a  delegate  and  an 
alternate  who  shall,  in  connection  with  delegates  from  similar 
local  leagues  constitute  the  "Elementary  Schools  Games  Com- 
mittee.'" 

This  committee  shall  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee 
on  Games  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  in  all  matters 
relating  to  athletics  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Such  committee  shall  annually  nominate  from  their  number  a 
representative  for  election  as  a  director  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League. 

MANAGEMENT. 

VII L  All  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  The  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  shall  be  binding  upon  this  organization  and  it 
will  accept  and  abide  by  all  decisions  that  may  be  made  by  the 
directors  or  committees  of  such  league. 
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MEETINGS. 

IX.  The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  February  in  each  year.  Regular  meetings 
shall  be  held  on  the  day  of  each  month.  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  President  and  shall  be  called  by  him  on  the 
written  request  of  three  members. 

Two  days'  notice  of  all  meetings  shall  be  given  by  mail  by  the 
Secretary  to  each  member. 
At  all  meetings  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

AMENDMENTS. 

X.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  with  the 
written  consent  of  all  the  members,  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
such  members,  provided  notice  of  the  intention  to  present  such 
amendment  shall  have  been  given  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the 
meeting  at  which  the  amendment  is  presented,  and  provided  said 
amendment  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League.

Our    Purpose 


Judicious  athletic  sports  are  peculiarly  needed  by  city  boys, 
first  because  the  work,  which  in  all  previous  years  of  the  world's 
history  has  been  available  as  a  source  of  muscular  education  of 
boys,  is  now  done  very  largely  by  machinery.  A  city  boy  has 
but  little  opportunity  to  do  the  kind  of  work  which  has  always 
been  one  of  the  main  factors  in  their  physical  development. 
Secondl)^  because  the  opportunity  for  play,  under  normal  condi- 
tions, has  been  largely  removed  by  their  not  having  space  enough 
in  the  cities  for  athletic  sports.  The  boys  themselves  are  unable 
to  secure  opportunities  for  their  own  development  in  these  lines 
because  of  the  large  financial  and  administrative  problems  in- 
volved in  a  big  city.  In  a  small  country  town  they  can  handle 
their  own  games  pretty  well,  but  in  a  big  city  this  is  obviously 
impossible  because  of  the  many  thousands  involved,  and  because 
of  the  great  expense  of  ground,  and  the  like. 

Physical  vigor  and  power  are  just  as  closely  related  to  the 
development  of  manhood  as  they  ever  have  been.  Realizing  these 
conditions,  a  number  of  gentlemen  have  undertaken  to  help  the 
boys  of  New  York  City  in  these  directions.  These  gentlemen 
are  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  named  on  previous 
pages.  This  work  cannot  be  done  by  the  existing  school  organi- 
zation, as  this  has  to  do  only  with  the  boys  and  girls  during  school 
hours,  and  yet  because  of  the  very  close  relation  of  the  work 
to  the  schools,  it  has  been  thought  desirable  that  this  organiza- 
tion should  be  initiated  by  those  who  are  close  to  the  school 
work.  This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  such  men  as  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and 
active  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  itself  have  been  the 
leaders  in  the  organization  of  the  work.  Thus  the  League  is 
mainly  an  organization  to  help  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  city 
in  these  lines,  rather  than  an  organization  of  the  pupils  them-

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selves.     The  steps  by  which  they  hope  to  accomplish   the  ends 
are  discussed  in  detail  in  this  pamphlet. 

While  the  more  obvious  endeavor  is  to  cultivate  athletics  along 
existing  lines,  holding  championship  meetings,  and  the  like,  the 
aim  toward  which  this  is  a  means  is  to  increase  the  athletic  spirit 
and  practice  among  the  great  mass  of  pupils.  Special  endeavors, 
by  giving  buttons  for  a  moderate  degree  of  attainment,  the  hold- 
ing of  novice  games,  and  the  like,  are  most  definitely  related  to 
the  direct  and  ultimate  purpose  of  the  League.  These  are  de- 
scribed in  detail  on  other  pages.

THREE  ERASMUS  HALL  ATHLETES. 
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President  Roosevelt  Approves  of  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League 


President  Roosevelt  has  accepted  the  office  of  honorary  Vice- 
President  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  the  headquar- 
ters of  which  are  in  New  York  City.  In  his  letter  to  General 
George  W.  Wingate,  the  President  of  the  League,  President 
Roosevelt  expresses  his  cordial  approval  of  the  object  of  the 
league,  which  is  the  promotion  of  athletics  along  healthy  lines 
among  school  children.  President  Roosevelt's  letter  accepting 
the  offer  of  the  honorary  vice-presidency  follows : 

Oyster  Bay,  August  19,  1905. 
My  Dear  General  Wingate : 

In  answer  to  your  letter  I  beg  to  say  that  it  will  give  me  the 
greatest  pleasure  to  accept  the  office  of  honorary  vice-president 
of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  of  which  you  are  presi- 
dent. I  most  heartily  believe  in  your  league,  and  I  feel  that  in 
promoting  athletics  among  the  school  children  of  New  York  City 
along  the  sane  and  healthy  lines  it  has  followed  it  is  performing 
a  service  which  is  of  the  utmost  importance  not  merely  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  physical,  but  also  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  ethical  needs  of  these  school  children.  You  have  every 
reason  to  be  proud  of  the  success  with  which  you  have  met. 
You  have  organized  twenty-two  strong  district  leagues,  com- 
posed of  the  superintendents,  teachers  and  members  of  the 
local  school  boards  in  the  different  educational  districts  of  New 
York,  and  have  established  a  regular  series  of  athletic  con- 
tests, so  that  this  year  fully  thirty  thousand  boys  competed  for 
places  in  your  games,  and  their  chosen  champions  won  the  cham- 
pionship at  St.  Louis. 

I  am  glad  that  you  have  installed  in  each  of  four  high  schools

You  have  done  an  enormous  amount,  my  dear 
general,  in  connection  with  the  National  Rifle  Association  and 
Creedmoor,  and  all  good  citizens  owe  you  a  debt  of  gratitude 
for  what  you  have  thus  accomplished.  But,  upon  my  word,  I 
think  that  you  are  doing  even  greater  and  more  far-reaching  good 
in  connection  with  this  work  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League.  I  am  particularly  pleased  to  see  that  you  give  a  button, 
analogous  to  the  marksman's  badge  of  the  National  Guard,  to 
every  boy  who  can  make  a  prescribed  record  in  certain  simple 
exercises,  so  that  you  interest  and  appeal  to  the  boys  who  cannot 
expect  to  win  in  competitions. 

I  see  that  you  allow  no  boy  to  compete  for  this  button,  or, 
indeed,  in  your  games,  who  is  not  up  to  the  average  in  studies 
and  deportment,  and  that  you  in  every  possible  way  seek  to  im- 
press upon  them  the  fact  that  part  of  the  character  of  every 
honorable  athlete  is  to  despise  all  that  is  mean  or  base. 

I  know  that  what  your  league  has  done  has  already  had  a  fine 
effect  upon  the  character  and  physique  of  the  boys  and  upon  the 
discipline  of  the  schools. 

The  great  congestion  in  population,  which,,  of  course,  means 
the  crowded  streets  as  well  as  the  crowded  houses,  has  resulted 
in  depriving  the  children  of  New  York  of  opportunity  of  exercise, 
especially  in  the  tenement  house  districts,  so  that  their  physical 
development  tends  to  drop  below  the  normal.  The  energies  they 
should  work  off  in  wholesome  exercise,  in  vigorous  play,  find 
vent  in  the  worst  feats  of  the  gangs  which  represent  so  much  that 
is  vicious  in  our  city  life.  It  is  a  great  disadvantage  to  a  boy  to 
be  unable  to  play  games ;  and  every  boy  who  knows  how  to  play 
base  ball  or  foot  ball,  to  box  or  wrestle,  has  by  just  so  much 
fitted  himself  to  be  a  better  citizen. 

I  know  of  the  difficulty  you  have  encountered  in  securing 
grounds  for  exercise,  and  how  you  have  been  obliged  to  utilize 
armories,  school  rooms  and  vacant  lots,  and  I  am  delighted  that 
the  city  has  been  induced  to  make  an  appropriation  for  four 
athletic  fields,  which  the  league  has  agreed  to  fit  up  and  run.     I

ARTICLE    I. 

OBJECTS. 

Section  i.  The  particular  object  for  which  the  corporation  is 
formed  is  to  promote  useful  athletics  and  gymnastics  among  the 
attendants  in  the  elementary,  high  and  collegiate  departments 
of  public  educational  institutions  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and 
in  connection  therewith  to  co-operate  with  and  support  athletic 
associations,  provide  athletic  grounds  and  teachers,  organize 
games,  offer  prizes  and  conduct  competitions. 

ARTICLE    II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i.  Membership  shall  consist  of  Annual,  Life  and 
Honorary  members,  and  of  Patrons. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upward  may 
become  an  Annual  member  upon  being  elected,  and  upon  pay- 
ment of  $10.00  per  year. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  by  paying  $50.00  in  one  sum  may  be- 
come a  Life  member. 

Sec.  4.     Honorary  officers  and  members  may  be  elected. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  paying  $100.00  in  one  sum  may  become 
a  Patron. 

Sec.  6.  Candidates  will  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Sec.  7.  Membership  confers  upon  a  member  no  ownership  in 
any  property  of  the  League  itself. 

Sec.  8.  Each  member  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  a  certificate  of  membership,  bearing  the  corporate  seal 
of  the  League,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 
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Sec.  9.  The  annual  dues  of  each  member  shall  be  payable  on 
the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year  in  advance.  In  case  of  the 
failure  of  any  member  to  pay  such  dues  within  ninety  days  after 
notice  shall  be  sent  to  him  by  the  Secretary,  his  membership 
shall  cease. 

Sec.  10.  Any  member  guilty  of  ungentlemanly  conduct,  or  of 
intentional  violation  or  habitual  neglect  of  any  by-laws,  rule  or 
regulation  of  the  League,  or  conduct  prejudicial  to  the  interest  of 
the  League,  may  be  suspended  or  expelled  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Executive  Committee  after  an  opportunity  has  been  given  him 
to  be  heard  before  it.  No  such  action  shall  be  taken  against  him 
for  any  of  these  causes  until  the  charges  made  against  him  shall 
have  been  reduced  to  writing,  filed  with  the  Secretary,  and  a  copy 
thereof  served  upon  him. 

ARTICLE  III. 

DIRECTORS. 

Section  i.  A  Board  of  Directors,  which  may  not  exceed  30 
members,  shall  have  control  and  the  management  of  the  affairs 
and  funds  of  the  League. 

Sec.  2.  The  Directors  named  in  the  articles  of  the  association 
shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes  ;  the  first  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  three  years,  the  second  for  two,  and  the  third  for  one. 

Sec.  3.  The  Directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  which 
may  occur  in  their  body  from  time  to  time  until  the  next  annual 
election. 

Sec.  4.  At  each  annual  meeting  the  offices  of  the  Directors 
whose  terms  then  expire,  and  also  all  vacancies,  shall  be  filled  by 
election  by  the  members. 

Sec  5.  The  High  Schools  Games  Committee  and  the  Elemen- 
tary Schools  Games  Committee  shall  each  be  entitled  to  name 
annually  a  representative  for  election  as  Director  of  the  League. 

Sec.  6.     Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  this  body. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
meetings. 
Section  i.     The  annual  meeting  of  the  League,  for  the  elec- 
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tion  of  Directors,  and  for  such  other  matters  as  may  properly- 
come  before  it,  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  December 
in  each  year,  due  notice  of  which  meeting  shall  be  sent  by  the 
Secretary  to  each  member.     Election  shall  be  by  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  At  any  meeting  of  the  League  ten  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  League  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, First,  Second  and  Third  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer  and 
Secretary.  The  office  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may  be  held 
by  one  person.  All  officers,  except  the  Secretary,  must  be  Di- 
rectors. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  League  shall  be  annually  elected 
at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  be  held  after  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  League.  They  shall  hold  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Directors  and  until  others  are  elected  in  their 
places. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the 
office,  and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Directors  and  of 
the  League. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  in  case  of  his 
inability  to  act,  the  First  Vice-President,  and  in  his  absence  the 
Second  Vice-President,  and  in  case  of  his  absence  the  Third 
Vice-President  shall  discharge  his  duties.  Should  all  three  be 
absent  from  any  meeting,  the  Directors  or  members  present 
shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  Chairman,  who  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  of  the  President  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  5.  The  Secretary  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  League, 
of  the  Directors  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  keep  the 
minutes  of  the  proceedings,  recording  ayes  and  nays  upon  all 
questions  where  such  a  vote  shall  be  demanded  by  any  Director. 
He  shall  conduct  and  preserve  all  correspondence,  serve  all 
notices,  and  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the  Secretary.  He  shall 
have  the  custody  of  all  the  papers  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the 
League. 
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Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  the  moneys 
and  securities  of  the  League.  He  shall  collect  and  disburse  all 
its  moneys,  keep  accounts  of  his  transactions,  and  make  a  written 
report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  League  at  its  annual 
meeting,  and  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  such  time  as  it 
may  require.  Except  salaries  and  other  sums  specially  authorized 
by  the  Directors  or  the  Executive  Committee,  he  shall  pay  no 
claim  against  the  League  exceeding  $25.00,  unless  the  same  are 
first  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  deposit  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  League  to  its  credit  in  an  account  to  be 
opened  in  its  name  and  keep  in  a  bank  to  be  designated  by  the 
Directors, 

Sec.  7.  The  Directors  may  at  any  time  require  the  Treasurer 
to  give  security  in  such  amount  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 


ARTICLE   VL 

COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  I.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  composed  of 
the  President,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  two  Directors  appointed 
annually  by  the  President,  which  shall  have  all  powers  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  when  not  in  session.  This  Committee  may 
meet  and  transact  business  at  the  time  specified  for  any  meeting 
of  the  Board  without  further  or  other  notice,  and  shall  also 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President.  Three  of  this  Committee  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Finance  Committee  con- 
sisting of  three  Directors,  which  shall  devise  and  report  ways 
and  means  for  the  support  of  the  League,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board.  It  shall  examine,  audit  and  certify  the  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  and  all  bills  and  claims  against  the  League,  ex- 
cept for  salaries  and  sums  specially  authorized  by  the  Board  or 
Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  No  claim  against  the  League  exceeding  $25.00,  save 
those  above  excepted,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  until  the 
same  shall  have  been  first  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee. 
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Sec.  4.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Games  Committee  to 
consist  of  three  Directors,  which  shall  have  charge  of  all  games 
authorized  by  the  League.  Such  Committee  may  associate  with 
it  persons  who  are  not  Directors. 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  such  other  committees  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  Directors.  The  members  thereof  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  the 
Directors.

All  notices  to  members  and  also  all  notices  to  all 
officers  and  directors  shall  be  sufficiently  served,  if  mailed  to 
them  at  the  address  given  by  them  to  the  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer,   respectively. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 
Section  i.     Woman's  and  other  auxiliary  and  associate  leagues 
may  be  established  under  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
amendments. 
Section  i.  These  by-laws  may  be  changed  or  amended  by  the 
unanimous  vote  or  written  consent  of  all  the  Directors  without 
previous  notice  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board.  Also  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Directors  at  any  meeting,  provided 
notice  specifying  the  intended  change  shall  have  been  given  at 
a  previous  stated  meeting,  or  such  notice  shall  have  been  served 
on  each  Director  at  least  five  days  before  the  meeting.

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Athletic  Rules 


RULE   I. 

ATHLETIC    MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  recognizes  as  athletic 
members  all  Public  School  boys,  members  of  Elementary  and 
High  Schools  and  College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  who  take 
part  in  athletic  competitions  that  are  given  under  the  sanction 
of  the  League. 

RULE  IL 

ELIGIBILITY. 

Attendance  of  one  full  month  shall  be  required  of  all  pupils 
before  they  shall  be  entitled  to  represent  the  school  in  athletics. 

No  boy  who  has  represented  any  outside  organization  shall  be 
eligible  to  compete  for  any  school  organization  of  this  League 
until  twenty  school  weeks  have  elapsed  from  the  time  of  such 
competition. 

Summer  schools  and  vacation  playgrounds  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Education  are  not  considered  outside  organi- 
zations. 

No  high  school  pupil,  except  those  entering  a  high  school  from 
an  elementary  school,  shall  represent  the  school  unless  he  has 
attended  the  school  for  twenty  school  weeks. 

No  elementary  school  pupil  coming  from  another  school  shall 
represent  the  school  unless  he  has  attended  the  school  for  twenty 
school  weeks,  except 

(a)  He  has  been  promoted  from  one  school  to  another; 

(b)  He  has  been  transferred  from  one  school  to  another  by 

order  of  the   District   Superintendent  or  the  Board 
of  Superintendents ; 

(c)  He  has  been  transferred  on  account  of  a  change  in  resi- 

dence ; 

(d)  He  has  been  admitted  from  a  school  outside  the  public 

school  system  of  Greater  New  York. 
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Only  those  pupils  who  maintain  a  grade  of  scholarship  which 
will  entitle  them  to  promotion  (if  continued  without  improve- 
ment) shall  be  entitled  to  represent  the  school  in  athletics. 

In  the  case  of  high  school  boys  this  mark  shall  be  70  per  cent., 
and  in  the  case  of  elementary  schoolboys,  they  must  have  received 
a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  for  the  month  previous  in  effort,  proficiency 
and  deportment. 

No  high  school  pupil  who  has  failed  shall  be  allowed  to  com- 
pete, unless  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  (ten  weeks)  after 
failure  he  shall  have  attained  an  average  of  70  per  cent,  in  his 
studies. 

No  high  school  pupil  who  has  reached  the  age  of  twenty,  or 
elementary  school  pupil  who  has  reached  the  age  of  fifteen,  shall 
be  eligible  to  represent  the  school  in  any  branch  of  athletics,  un- 
less it  is  specified  that  the  event  is  for  older  boys. 

After  January  i,  1906,  the  age  limit  for  high  school  boys  shall 
be  under  twenty-one  years  instead  of  twenty. 

In  elementary  school  contests  a  boy's  age  at  the  beginning  of  a 
school  term  shall  be  his  athletic  age  during  that  term.  In  order 
to  avoid  confusion  arising  from  the  school  term  beginning  on 
different  days  of  months  during  different  years,  a  boy's  age  on 
February  ist  and  September  ist  shall  be  his  athletic  age  during 
the  term  immediately  following  these  dates. 

No  pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  in  the  Mile  Run  unless 
he  has  reached  the  age  of  sixteen  years  and  six  months.  No 
pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  in  the  junior  events  if  he  is 
sixteen  years  old  or  older.  A  birth  certificate  shall  be  accepted 
as  proof  of  high  school  junior's  age.  Other  proof  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Games  Committee. 

No  pupil,  under  penalty  of  discipline  in  his  school,  shall  be 
eligible  to  represent  such  school. 

No  pupil  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  four-year  secondary  school 
course  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  any  school. 

Only  those  pupils  who  are  taking  full  work  in  a  regular  covirse 
shall  be  eligible  to  represent  the  school.

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Only  those  pupils  who  are  in  good  standing  as  amateurs  shall 
be  eligible  to  represent  the  school. 

In  all  elementary  school  contests,  except  Athletic  Badge  Com- 
petitions, a  Junior  shall  be  considered  any  boy  under  13  years 
of  age;  a  Senior,  any  boy  under  15  years  of  age,  and  a  Special, 
a  boy  of  any  age. 

No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  Prin- 
cipal and  the  school's  representative  on  the  High  or  Elementary 
Schools    Games    Committee. 

No  boy  is  eligible  to  compete  in  events  held  under  the  sanction 
of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  who  has  taken  part  in 
unsanctioned  events. 

RULE  in. 

CLASSIFICATION    OF   COMPETING   ATHLETES 

A  novice  is  an  athlete  who  has  never  won  a  prize  in  a  competi- 
tion that  is  open  to  two  or  more  schools  or  organizations.  Win- 
ning places  in  District  League  games,  which  are  simply  prelim- 
inary to  the  novice  or  championship  meets,  do  not  take  one  out 
of  the  novice  class.  Beginning  with  July  i,  1904,  an  elementary 
school  boy  who  has  won  a  prize  is  no  longer  eligible  to  compete 
as  a  novice  in  any  event,  nor  shall  he  be  classed  as  a  novice  in 
high  school. 

In  the  high  schools  novice  championships,  however,  a  boy  who 
competes  in  the  novice  meet  retains  his  noviceship  throughout 
that  meet,  this  to  include  novice  relay. 

There  shall  be  two  classes  of  novices  in  high  schools,  viz., 
track  and  field,  and  loss  of  noviceship  in  one  class  shall  not  debar 
a  boy  from  competing  as  a  novice  in  the  other  class. 

Members  of  a  track  team  in  the  high  schools  that  win  a  trophy 
shall  not  lose  their  noviceship  unless  they  receive  personal  prizes. 

Championships,  whether  individual  or  school,  shall  be  open 
only  to  boys  who  are  under  fifteen  for  elementary  and  twenty 
years  of  age  for  high  school. 

After  January  I,  I905,  the  age  limit  for  high  school  boys  shall 
be  under  twenty-one  years  instead  of  twenty. 
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There  may  be  special  classes,  to  meet  special  needs,  for  ex- 
ample, given  events  may  be  thrown  open  to  boys  of  any  age 
or  having  any  limitations  of  age,  for  instance,  under  ten ;  or 
of  any  degree  of  experience,  viz. :  a  special  event  might  be 
thrown  open  to  boys  who  have  never  even  competed  in  a  set  of 
athletic  games.  If  events  given  by  outside  organizations,  limited 
to  P.  S.  A.  L.  boys  of  elementary  schools,  age  limits  do  not 
apply,  unless  so  stated  on  the  entry  blanks. 

RULE   IV. 

ATHLETIC   BADGE    COMPETITION. 

This  standard  has  been  set  as  follows : 

For  boys  of  Elementary  Schools  under  13  years  of  age: 

60  Yards  Run 83-5  seconds. 

Pull  up,  or  chinning  on  bar 4  time:. 

Standing  Broad  Jump 5  feet  9  inches. 

For  all  other  boys  of  Elementary  Schools : 

60  Yards  Run,  indoors 8  seconds. 

100  Yards  Run,  outdoors 14  seconds. 

Pull  up  6  times. 

Standing  Broad  Jump 6  feet  6  inches. 

For  High  Schools: 

220   Yards   Run 28  seconds. 

Pull  up  9  times. 

Running  High  Jump 4  feet  4  inches. 

No  boy  shall  be  admitted  into  any  contest  who  has  not  received 
the  mark  of  "B"  for  the  month  previous  in  effort,  proficiency 
and  deportment,  the  Principal  of  the  school  to  be  sole  judge  in 
this  matter. 

The  standard  of  70  per  cent,  for  high  schools  for  the  Athletic 
Badge  Competition  shall  mean  that  no  pupil  who  is  carrying  con- 
ditions in  any  subject  is  eligible  to  take  part  in  said  competition. 
The  Athletic  Badge  Competition  shall  take  place  once  a  year, 
in  the  Fall,  and  the  competition  shall  close  December  ist. 

All  details  of  the  conduct  of  the  Athletic   Badge   Competition 
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shall  be  left  to  the  representatives  of  the  District  Athletic 
Leagues,  under  direction  of  said  Leagues. 

Competition  for  Athletic  Badges  in  the  high  schools  shall  be 
left  in  the  hands  of  each  member  of  the  High  Schools  Games 
Committee,  to  handle  as  he  sees  fit.  He  shall  conduct  these  tests 
personally,  or  through  some  one  he  may  select,  who  will,  in  turn, 
report  to  him,  and  the  member  of  the  High  Schools  Games  Com- 
mittee shall  be  held  responsible.  He  shall  forward  the  names  of 
the  successful  candidates  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League,  who  will 
forward  the  Athletic  Badges  to  the  principal  of  the  school. 

The  following  general  rules  shall  govern  the  official  competi- 
tion :  First,  there  shall  be  but  one  trial  in  chinning,  one  in  the 
dashes  and  three  in  the  jumps — the  last  two  in  accordance  with 
P.  S.  A.  L.  rules.  In  the  dashes  and  jumps,  as  this  is  simply  a 
test  of  each  boy's  ability  to  reach  a  given  standard,  and  is  not  a 
competition  for  supremacy,  the  finals  shall  be  dispensed  with. 

Secondly,  Chinning. — The  boy  shall  extend  himself  to  his  full 
length  before  and  after  each  pull  up  and  shall  be  obliged  to  raise 
his  body  to  such  a  height  as  to  bring  his  chin  over  the  bar. 

Thirdly,  Standing  Broad  Jump. — The  rules  of  the  P.  S.  A.  L., 
as  set  forth  in  the  Handbook,  page  loi,  Rule  XXVH.,  Standing 
Broad  Jump,  shall  govern  this  test,  except  that,  as  there  is  no 
real  contest,  i.  e.,  there  is  no  striving  for  first,  second  or  third 
places,  the  finals  shall  be  dispensed  with. 

Fourthly,  60  Yards  Dash  and  100  Yards  Dash. — The  general 
rules  of  competition,  as  set  forth  in  the  P.  S.  A.  L.  Handbook 
shall  govern  this  test,  except,  as  in  the  case  of  the  standing  broad 
jump,  there  shall  be  no  finals.  With  reference  to  false  starts, 
a  competitor  shall  be  penalized  a  yard  for  the  first  ofTence  and  an 
additional  yard  for  the  second.  On  the  third  false  start  he  shall 
be  disqualified  from  the  competition.  See  page  92,  Rule  VHL, 
The  Starter,  P.  S.  A.  L.  Handbook. 

The  order  of  events  shall  be : 

Chinning,  Standing  Broad  Jump,  Running.  As  the  first  two 
events  can  in  most  cases  be  tried  out  at  the  schools,  thus  leaving 
the  smallest  possible   number  of  boys   to  take  the   third  test  of 
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running,  which  must  of  necessity  be  held  at  some  armory  or 
athletic  field. 

In  Athletic  Badge  competitions  for  elementary  schools  Juniors 
are  all  boys  under  13  years  of  age,  no  matter  what  that  age  may 
be,  and  Seniors  are  all  other  elementary  school  boys. 

Those  applications  only  shall  be  recognized  which  are  certified 
to  by  the  signatures  of  the  President,  Secretary  of  the  District 
Athletic  League  and  by  the  official  representative  of  the  District 
Athletic  League  on  the   Elementary   Schools   Games  Committee. 

The  results  of  the  Athletic  Badge  Competitions  shall  be  re- 
ported as  follows  : 

1.  A  list  of  the  successful  competitors  in  each  school  should 
be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  District  Athletic  League  for 
those  schools.  The  names  on  such  lists  should  be  classified  as 
seniors  and  juniors. 

2.  Two  copies  of  these  lists  should  be  sent  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  one  of  which  is  to  be  kept 
on  file  in  his  office,  and  the  other  to  be  mailed  to  the  principals 
with  the  Athletic  Badges  won  by  their  respective  schools. 

The  Juniors  of  the  elementary  schools  shall  receive  a  Bronze 
Athletic  Badge;  the  Seniors  in  elementary  schools  shall  receive 
a  Bronze  Athletic  Badge  with  a  silver  figure  mounted  thereon; 
the  high  school  boys  shall  receive  a  Silver  Athletic  Badge,  pro- 
vided, of  course,  that  they  reach  the  standards  prescribed  in  the 
foregoing  article. 

RULE   V. 

CHAMPIONSHIP    MEETINGS. 

Indoor  and  outdoor  track  and  field,  base  ball  and  basket  ball 
championship  meetings  shall  be  held  annually  at  such  times  and 
places  and  with  such  schedules  of  events  as  may  be  decided  upon 
by  the  Games  Committee. 

Indoor  and  outdoor  track  and  field  Novice  championship  meet- 
ings shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  and  with  such 
schedules  of  events  as  may  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Com- 
mittee. 

All  entries  shall  be  sent  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Games  Com- 
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mittee,   which   Committee  may  reject  any   entries   it   may  deem 
objectionable. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  choose  all  the  officials  for  the 
Championship  Meetings,  and  shall  decide  all  objections  to  eligibil- 
ity and  qualifications  of  entries. 

No  boy  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  in  more  than  one  event  in 
Elementary  games. 

RULE   VI.

In  the  Elementary  Schools  Indoor  Championships  the  boys  are 
selected  from  the  schools  themselves,  i.  e.,  so  many  boys  are 
allowed  in  the  junior,  senior  and  special  events  for  each  school;  in 
the  Outdoor  Championships  they  have  first  to  compete  at  District 
Athletic  League  meets  and  the  first  and  second  boys,  if  they  are 
novices,  are  eligible  for  the  Novice  and  Championship  meets,  and 
if  they  are  not  novices,  they  are  eligible  for  the  Championship 
meet  and  the  District  Athletic  League  selects  the  next  best  two 
who  have  never  won  a  prize  to  compete  in  the  Novice  meet.  The 
following  qualifications  are  necessary  for  entry  in  the  champion- 
ship meets  of  the  League. 

The  events  for  over-age  boys  at  the  Indoor  Championships 
shall  be  limited  to  one  entry  only  from  each  school.

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Schools  shall  be  allowed  a  fixed  number  of  entries  to  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  junior  and  senior  events  in  the  Indoor  Cham- 
pionships as  seems  best  to  each  school. 

The  applicant  must  be  a  pupil  of  the  school  that  he  represents 
for  20  school  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  the  games,  except  (a)  he 
has  been  promoted  from  one  school  to  another;  or  (b)  he  has 
been  transferred  from  one  school  to  another  by  order  of  the 
District  Superintendent  or  the  Board  of  Superintendents ;  or 
(c)  he  has  been  transferred  on  account  of  change  of  residence ; 
or  (d)  he  has  been  admitted  from  a  school  outside  the  public 
school  system  of  Greater  New  York. 

He  must  have  received  a  mark  at  least  *'B"  in  effort,  pro- 
ficiency and  deportment  for  the  month  preceding  the  date  of  the 
games. 

He  must  be  under  13  years  of  age  for  junior  events  and 
under  15  for  senior  events.  There  is  no  age  limit  for  special 
events.  A  boy's  age  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  term 
shall  be  his  athletic  age  during  that  term. 

He  must  not  weigh  over  80  pounds  in  athletic  costume, 
minus  shoes,  to  be  eligible  for  the  Midget  Relay  Race. 

The  distance  for  any  midget  race  shall  not  exceed  440  yards 
for  the  team  and  for  individual  events  no  yards  for  each  boy, 
and  wherever  possible  it  is  recommended  to  have  the  race  limited 
to  90  yards  for  each  boy,  or  360  yards  for  the  entire  team. 

He  must  not  have  competed  for  any  other  athletic  organiza- 
tion in  open  games  within  20  school  weeks  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  games. 

He  must  enter  one  event  only. 

He  must  obtain  the  signature  of  the  principal  of  his  school 
and  Chairman  of  Games  Committee  of  District  Athletic  League 
on  his  entry  blank. 

To  be  eligible  for  the  novice  meet  a  boy  must  never  have 
won  a  prize  in  athletic  competition  that  was  open  to  two  or  more 
schools  or  organizations,  and  any  boy  who  has  lost  his  noviceship 
in  any  one  class  is  not  eligible  to  compete  as  a  novice  in  any  other 
class.     As  the  District  Athletic  League  games  are  simply  pre- 
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liminary  heats  of  the  championships,  a  boy  winning  a  prize  in 
these  games  shall  still  be  considered  a  novice. 

Each  District  Athletic  League  is  entitled  to  two  entries  in  each 
individual  event  and  two  teams  in  each  relay  event.  A  substitute 
is  a  real  entry,  and  a  boy  thus  entered  is  barred  from  entering 
any  other  events.  No  substitute  entries  shall  be  allowed  in  in- 
dividual  events. 

Three  substitute  entries  shall  be  allowed  on  each  relay  team ; 
such  entries  to  be  made  in  regular  form  on  entry  blanks  and  to 
be  printed  on  the  pragramme,  but  no  entry  fee  is  to  be  charged 
and  no  competitors'  tickets  issued  to  substitutes.  Boys  entered 
as  substitutes  shall  not  be  entered  in  regular  events. 

There  will  be  a  trophy  for  the  all-around  championship  at  each 
meet,  the  school  scoring  the  greatest  number  of  points  in  each 
meet  to  win  the  trophy  for  that  meet. 

The  points  are  scored — for  individual  and  relay  events  alike — on 
a  basis  of  5  points  for  firsts,  3  for  seconds,  2  for  thirds  and  i  for 
fourths.  All  the  events  on  the  programme  count  toward  the  all- 
around  championship  trophy. 


HIGH    SCHOOL    NOVICE    AND    CHAMPIONSHIP 
QUALIFICATIONS. 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  in  the  games,  if  he  is 
20  years  old  or  older.  After  January  i,  1906,  the  limit  shall  be  21 
years.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  in  the  Mile  Run 
unless  he  has  reached  the  age  of  16  years  and  6  months.  No 
student  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  in  the  junior  events,  if  he  is 
16  years  old  or  older.  A  birth  certificate  shall  be  the  only  paper 
that  will  be  accepted  as  proof  of  competitor's  age. 

No  student  who  has  failed  shall  be  allowed  to  compete. 

Exception  i.  If  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  (10  weeks) 
after  failure  a  student  shall  have  attained  an  average  of  70  per 
cent,  in  his  studies  he  shall  be  eligible. 

Exception  2.  Any  extraordinary  case  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  High  Schools  Championship  Games   Committee.

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No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  school's 
representative  on  the  High  Schools  Games  Committee, 

The  signature  of  the  representative  of  the  High  Schools  Games 
Committee  on  each  separate  entry  blank  shall  be  sufficient  to 
approve  entries,  and  the  principal  need  not  sign  each  separate 
entry  blank,  but  he  shall  certify  by  one  signature  that  all  the 
entries  are  acceptable. 

No  pupil  who  has  gone  from  one  school  to  another  shall  be 
allowed  to  compete  unless  he  has  attended  the  second  school  for 
twenty  weeks. 

Exception.  Any  extraordinary  case  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
High  Schools  Games  Committee. 

The  entries  from  each  school  shall  be  limited  to  five  men  in 
each  event  except  the  two  hurdle  races  and  the  440  yards  run, 
where  three  entries  only  shall  be  received. 

Points  shall  be  counted  as  follows :  5  for  first,  3  for  second, 
2  for  third  and  i  for  fourth. 

The  relay  race  shall  not  count  for  the  championship  trophy. 

To  be  eligible  for  the  novice  meet  a  boy  must  never  have  won 
a  prize  in  competition  that  was  open  to  two  or  more  schools  or 
organizations. 

Should  a  boy  win  a  prize  in  a  relay  race  he  shall  no  longer  be 
considered  a  novice. 

A  boy  who  competes  in  the  novice  meet  retains  his  noviceship 
throughout  that  meet,  this  to  include  the  novice  relay. 

The  following  classes  of  competition  are  separate  and  distinct 
from  each  other,  and  the  winning  of  a  prize  in  either  of  them 
does  not  bar  from  competition  in  a  novice  event  in  the  other 
class  :  Track  events  and  field  events.  To  exemplify  this  ruling, 
take,  for  instance,  a  boy  who  has  won  a  prize  in  a  running  race; 
he  is  no  longer  eligible  to  take  part  in  a  novice  running  event, 
but  he  may  compete  in  a  novice  jumping  event,  pole  vaulting 
contest,  or  putting  the  shot  competition. 

Entries  for  championship  meets  shall  close  at  5  P.  M.  one 
week  before  the  date  of  the  games  and  no  entries  shall  be  consid- 
ered unless  accompanied  by  the  necessary  fee. 
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Boys  entered  for  the  High  School  Midget  Relay  Race  shall 
weigh  not  over  no  lbs.,  and  they  shall  be  weighed  in  immediately 
before  the  games.  The  distance  of  the  race  shall  be  four  laps, 
each  boy  to  run  one  lap.

RULE    VHL 

RULES    GOVERNING    ELEMENTARY    SCHOOLS    CHAMPIONSHIP    BASKET 
BALL    TOURNAMENT. 

L  Regular  basket  ball  rules,  as  they  appear  in  Spalding's 
Official  Basket  Ball  Guide,  shall  be  used,  but  time  shall  be  fifteen 
(15)  minutes  halves  with  ten  (10)  minutes  intermission. 

n.  As  far  as  possible  all  games  shall  be  played  on  neutral 
courts. 

HL  Members  of  teams  must  be  under  15  years  of  age  and 
must  have  received  for  month  previous  a  mark  of  at  least  "B" 
in  efifort,  proficiency  and  deportment,  as  defined  by  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  rules. 

IV.  No  change  shall  be  allowed  in  the  make  up  of  any  team 
during  the  entire  schedule,  but  each  team  will  be  permitted  to 
have  two  substitutes  whose  names  must  be  sent  in  with  the 
names  of  the  regular  players  on  the  team. 

V.  In  each  District  Athletic  League,  if  not  otherwise  deter- 
mined by  said  League,  the  representative  thereof  shall  have  full 
power  to  arrange  and  conduct  its  games. 

VI.  When  winners  of  District  Athletic  League  games  play 
for  section  championships,  the  representatives  of  the  leagues  rep- 
resented by  teams  shall  form  the  Committee  on  Management. 

VII.  During  the  third  and  fourth  weeks  the  Basket  Ball 
Committee  will  take  charge  of  all  arrangements. 

VIII.  Each  representative  of  the   District  Athletic   Leagues 
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shall  send  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  names 
of  the  members  of  the  team  who  have  won  in  his  district. 

IX.  Each  committee  of  arrangements  for  section  champion- 
ships must  send  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee 
the  name  of  the  team  winning  the  section  championship. 

X.  Any  neglect  in  forwarding  the  names  of  the  teams  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  will  forfeit  the  right  of 
teams  to  compete. 

The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  shall  be  the  Spalding 
Official  Basket  Ball  No.  M. 

The  League  will  furnish  paid  officials  for  the  interborough 
games  and  also  for  the  final  game  for  the  city  championship. 

The  Elementary  Schools  Basket  Ball  Championship  shall  be 
determined  by  a  tournament  and  shall  be  conducted  as  follows  : 

1.  During  first  week  each  District  Athletic  League  shall  deter- 
mine by  competition  the  best  team  of  schools  included  in  it. 

2.  During  second  week  the  winners  in  District  Athletic 
Leagues  shall  play  off  for  championships  of  section  of  boroughs 
as  follows  : 

Manhattan : 

1.  Upper — Winners  in  District  Athletic  Leagues  super- 
vised by  District  Superintendents  Lee,  Taylor  and  Dw3'er. 

2.  Middle — Winners  in  District  Athletic  Leagues  super- 
vised by  District  Superintendents  Stitt,  Stewart  and 
Straubenmuller. 

3.  Lower^ — Winners  in  District  Athletic  Leagues  super- 
vised by  District  Superintendents  Shimer,  Richman  and 
Haaren. 

Brooklyn : 

1.  North — Winners  in  District  Athletic  Leagues  super- 
vised by  District  Superintendents  Campbell,  Lyons, 
Strachan,  Shallow. 

2.  South — Winners  in  District  Athletic  Leagues  super- 
vised by  District  Superintendents  McCabe,  Edsall  and 
Griffin. 
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Queens : 

Winners  in  District  Athletic  Leagues  supervised  by  Dis- 
trict Superintendents  Franklin  and  Chickering. 

Bronx: 

Winners  in  District  Athletic  Leagues  supervised  by  Dis- 
trict Superintendents  McMullin  and  Schauffler. 

Richmond : 

Winners  will  have  already  been  determined  during  the 
first  week,  as  there  is  but  one  District  Athletic  League  in 
this  borough. 

3.  During  the  third  week: 

1.  The  championship  of  Manhattan  will  be  determined 
by  games  between  the  winners  in  Upper,  Lower  and 
Middle  J\Linhattan. 

2.  The  championship  of  Brooklyn  will  be  determined  by 
games  between  the  winners  of  the  North  and  South  di- 
visions, as  given  above. 

3.  As  there  are  but  two  District  Athletic  Leagues  in 
Queens,  the  winner  of  the  Queens  championships  will  be 
decided  during  the  second  week.

RULE   IX. 

RULES    GOVERNING    HIGH    SCHOOLS    BASKET    BALL    CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

The  High  Schools  Basket  Ball  championship  will  be  decided 
not  by  a  tournament  but  by  a   series   of  games    whereby   each 
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school  will  play  every  other  school  entered  in  the  championship. 
Spalding's  Ofificial  Basket  Ball  Rules  will  govern  the  contests. 

The  halves  will  be  fifteen  minutes  each. 

Each  school  will  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League  its  list 
of  players  with  two  substitutes.  These  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  who  will  arrange  the 
schedule.  Any  team  departing  from  this  schedule  will  forfeit 
its  right  to  compete. 

Rules  as  to  eligibility  apply  to  these  championships  as  to  other 
contests. 

After  the  selection  of  neutral  courts  for  the  Basket  Ball  Cham- 
pionships, no  games  shall  be  played  nor  practice  allowed  on  said 
courts. 

The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  by  the  high  schools 
shall  be  Spalding's  Official  Basket  Ball  No.  M. 

The  League  will  furnish  paid  officials  for  the  Basket  Ball 
Championships. 

RULE   X. 

RULES   GOVERNING    BASE   BALL   COMPETITION. 

For  the  high  schools  the  different  schools  shall  arrange  a 
schedule  among  themselves. 

For  the  elementary  schools  a  schedule  will  be  arranged  in  the 
different  District  Athletic  Leagues  for  the  District  Athletic 
League  championship.  A  committee  appointed  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee  will  then  arrange 
a  schedule  for  the  winners  of  these  District  Athletic  League 
championships  to  play  for  borough  championships  and  a  schedule 
for  the  winners  of  the  borough  champions  to  play  off  until  the 
two  team.s  for  the  city  championship  are  reached. 

The  general  rules  of  athletics,  as  they  appear  in  this  handbook, 
shall  govern  these  contests  in  all  questions  that  may  arise  as  to 
eligibility. 

The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  for  the  high  schools 
shall  be  Spalding's  Official  League  Ball. 

The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  for  the  elementary 
schools  shall  be  Spalding's  Official  Junior  League  Ball. 
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The  rules,  as  published  in  Spalding's  Official  Base  Ball  Guide 
for  each  year,  shall  govern  all  base  ball  competitions  in  the  high 
and  elementary  schools. 

Except  that  in  the  case  of  elementary  schools  a  full  game  shall 
consist  of  seven  innings. 

The  League  will  furnish  paid  officials  for  the  final  game  for 
the  city  championship  and  also  for  the  games  for  the  inter- 
borough  championships. 

RULE   XL 

RULES    GOVERNING  THE   MARKSMANSHIP    COMPETITION. 

This  competition  shall  be  open  to  the  high  school  boys  and 
shall  take  place  at  least  once  in  the  year. 

1.  The  competitions  will  be  held  simultaneously  at  the  dif- 
ferent schools. 

2.  There  will  be  an  officer  in  charge  at  each  school  chosen  by 
the  Games  Committee  of  the  P.S.A.L.  and  ratified  by  the  special 
committee  in  charge  of  the  competition.  This  committee  will 
consist  of  a  special  delegate  from  each  of  the  competing  schools. 
Such  delegates  will  be  chosen  by  the  principal  of  each  school. 

3.  The  team  will  consist  of  eight  men. 

4.  Each  man  will  fire  ten  shots;  five  shots  at  each  of  the  two 
targets  that  will  be  provided.  Each  target  must  be  completed 
within  one  minute  of  the  time  that  the  gun  is  unlocked. 

5.  The  200  yard  target  will  be  used  and  the  shots  taken  stand- 
ing. The  officer  in  charge  will  verify  the  regulations  and  adjust 
the  machine.  He  shall  be  in  sole  charge  of  the  competition, 
shall  call  the  men  to  the  gun,  shall  appoint  a  timer,  and  decide 
all  points  not  embodied  in  these  rules.  His  decision  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Games  Committee. 

6.  There  will  be  no  sighting  shots.  Each  man  will  step  to 
the  gun,  receive  it  locked  on  the  bull's  eye;  after  five  seconds* 
the  gun  will  be  unlocked  and  he  may  commence  firing. 

7.  There  will  be  no  coaching  allowed,  though  each  shot  will 
be  called  by  the  officer  in  charge, 

8.  Each  target  will  be  marked  with  the  name  of  the  schooU 
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the  name  of  the  man  shooting  and  his  record  as  computed  by 
the  officer  in  charge.  The  total  record  per  man  and  the  total 
record  of  the  team  will  be  computed  by  the  officer  in  charge 
and  sent  with  the  targets  to  the  Games  Committee. 

9.    The  Games  Committee  will  render  its  decision  within  one 
week  of  the  date  of  the  competition. 


RULE  XII. 

INDUCEMENTS. 

No  school,  under  penalty  of  expulsion  from  the  League,  shall 
through  any  of  its  officers,  or  by  any  other  means,  directly  or 
indirectly,  offer  any  inducement  to  a  pupil  of  any  other  school  to 
sever  his  connection  with  such  school  for  athletic  purposes. 

RULE  XIIL 

PROTESTS. 

All  protests  referring  to  the  eligibility  of  the  contestant  must 
be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Games  Committee. 

All  other  protests  must  be  submitted  to  the  Referee  of  the 
games,  who  has  it  in  his  power  to  allow  the  protested  individuals 
or  teams  to  run  under  protest. 

No  protests  with  reference  to  scholarship,  amount  of  work, 
time  in  school  or  age  of  boys  shall  be  considered  when  the  same 
have  been  certified  to  by  the  Principal  by  his  signature  on  the 
entry  blank.  Evidence  as  to  any  of  these  points  may  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Principal  who  shall  have  full  power  to  pass  upon  it. 

In  case  of  a  boy  who  is  large  and  mature  for  his  age,  the 
Principal  shall  be  requested  to  look  up  the  record  of  his  birth 
with  all  possible  care,  as  a  precaution  in  case  he  is  protested, 
and  have  him  secure  a  birth  certificate  if  possible. 

In  case  of  impossibility  to  produce  birth  certificates,  all  evidence 
in  regard  to  age  of  pupil  shall  be  submitted  to  either  the  High 
Schools  or  the  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committees  and  the 
Committee  shall  have  full  power  to  pass  upon  such  evidence. 
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The  League  holds  it  within  its  jurisdiction  to  decide  all  pro- 
tests made  in  events  sanctioned  by  it.  These  protests  are  settled 
by  the  Games  Committee  and  their  decision  is  final. 

In  case  a  boy's  amateur  status  is  questioned,  the  matter  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League  for  action. 

RULE  XIV. 

ENTRIES. 

All  entries  for  competition  held  under  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  must  be  made  on  the  entry  forms  adopted  by 
the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

These  entry  forms  must  be  carefully  filled  out  and  must  be 
signed  by  the  Principal  of  the  school ;  otherwise,  they  shall  be 
rejected.     No  post  entries  shall  be  received. 

If  any  competitor  enters  an  event  and  then  fails  to  compete 
he  must  send  a  valid  excuse  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League.     Failing  in  this,  he  may  be  suspended. 

RULE  XV. 

SANCTIONS. 

All  events  or  games  whether  given  by  Public  Schools,  or  other 
organizations,  that  are  open  to  Public  School  boys  must  be  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

Any  championship  emblem  accepted  by  any  school  of  the 
League  should  state  specifically  the  nature  of  the  championship 
and  of  what  organization  the  recipient  is  champion. 

Any  boy  who  competes  in  games  or  events  that  are  not  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  renders  himself 
liable  to  suspension,  and,  if  he  persists  in  this  participation  in 
unsanctioned  events,  he  may  be  cut  off  entirely  from  competition 
in  all  events  or  games  given  under  the  sanction  of  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League. 

By  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  school  boys 
competing  in  events  given  by  organizations  outside  the  League 
are  obliged  to  register  with  that  body. 
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The  following  conditions  must  be  complied  with  before  sanc- 
tion can  be  given  by  the  League : 

CONDITIONS. 

A  club  or  organization  giving  a  public  school  event  must  se- 
cure the  sanction  before  announcing  same. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  race  will  be  held  must  be 
printed  plainly  on  the  entry  blank. 

Five  days  before  the  event  takes  place  the  teams  that  have 
entered,  with  the  names  of  each  contestant,  should  be  submitted 
to  the  Secretary,  Dr.  Luther  Halsey  Gulick,  for  approval  or  dis- 
approval. 

In  accepting  this  sanction,  the  club  or  organization  agrees  to 
abide  by  the  decision  of  the  Games  Committee  of  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  in  so  far  as  the  eligibility  of  the  different 
contestants  or  schools  is  concerned. 

Promoters  of  athletic  meets  must  distinctly  state  whether  the 
scholastic  event  is  open  to  the  Public  Schools  of  Greater  New 
York  or  the  Public  Schools  of  the  United  States. 

The  Secretary  will  notify  all  schools  of  the  class  invited  of 
every  event  for  which  sanction  has  been  issued. 

All  protests  as  to  eligibility,  etc.,  will  be  settled  by  the  Games 
Committee  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

When  an  event  is  sanctioned  and  prizes  duly  announced,  the 
event  must  be  run  and  prizes  awarded  according  to  announce- 
ment. 

The  following  official  form  must  appear  on  all  entry  blanks, 
whether  the  games  are  given  by  the  P.S.A.L.  or  by  outside  or- 
ganizations that  have  received  sanction  for  P.S.A.L.  events.

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RULE  XVI. 

RECORDS. 

No  record  shall  be  allowed  unless  the  performance  has  been 
timed  b}-  at  least  three  timekeepers  or  measured  by  at  least  three 
field  judges. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  investigate  every  performance  to 
which  their  attention  is  called,  and  shall  reject  any  record  which 
shall  not  be  supported  by  the  affidavits  of  at  least  six  witnesses, 
including  the  officials,  certifying  as  to  the  place,  time  of  day, 
state  of  weather,  condition  of  path  or  field,  force  and  direction 
of  wind,  level  or  grade  of  grounds,  weight,  measurement  and 
material  of  implement,  and  correctness  of  announced  time  or 
distance. 

In  hurdling  events  the  competitor  must  clear  every  hurdle  and 
all  the  hurdles  must  remain  standing ;  otherwise  no  record  shall 
be  allowed. 

No  record  shall  be  allowed  unless  made  in  open  competition. 

A  record  made  at  any  championship  meet  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League,  or  at  any  meet  that  is  given  with  the  sanction 
of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  open  to  all  public  schools 
in  the  city,  and  to  schools  only,  shall  be  known  as  a  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  record.  A  record  made  at  a  meet  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  but  not  open  to  all 
schools  shall  be  known  as  an  interscholastic  record. 
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Laws   of   Athletics 


RULE  I. 

OFFICIALS. 

Every  meeting  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  shall  be 
under  the  control  of  the  following  officials  : 
A  Games  Committee. 
One  Referee. 

Three  or  more  Judges  at  Finish. 
Four  or  more  Field  Judges. 
Three  Timekeepers. 
One  Starter. 

One  Clerk  of  the  Course  with  assistants. 
One  Announcer. 
One  Chief  Scorer  with  assistants. 
One  Marshal  with  assistants. 
One  Official  Reporter. 
One  Recorder  of  Times. 

RULE  n. 

GAMES     COMMITTEE. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  have  general  supervision  over  the 
games,  but  it  shall  not  interfere  with  officials  in  the  performance 
of  duties  assigned  to  them  by  these  rules. 

If  possible,  it  shall  decide  all  protests  except  (a)  those  that 
must  be  settled  immediately  by  the  Referee,  (b)  those  concerning 
a  boy's  amateur  standing,  which  matter  must  be  referred  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

RULE  in. 

THE  REFEREE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Referee  to  decide  all  questions  re- 
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lating  to  the  actual  conduct  of  the  meeting,  whose  final  settlement 
is  not  otherwise  covered  by  these  rules. 

The  Referee  may  change  the  order  of  events  and  add  to,  or 
change,  the  arrangements  of  heats.  After  heats  have  been  drawn, 
however,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  transfer  a  contestant  from  one 
heat  to  another. 

If  a  foul  is  made  in  a  heat  other  than  the  final,  and  the  foul, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Referee,  is  intentional,  or  due  to  culpable 
negligence,  he  may  disqualify  the  contestant  guilty  of  fouling, 
and  may  allow  the  hindered  contestant,  or  contestants,  to  com- 
pete in  another  trial  heat. 

In  a  final  heat,  however,  he  may  disqualify  the  competitor  who 
is  at  fault  and  shall  use  his  own  discretion  as  to  ordering  an- 
other race  between  the  competitors  hindered  by  the  foul. 

In  the  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events  where  the  competi- 
tors cannot  agree  on  method  of  settling  the  Referee  may  decide. 

Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether 
toward  competitors,  spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified 
by  the  Referee  from  that  and  all  other  events  at  the  meeting. 
If  the  Referee  thinks  the  offence  worthy  of  further  punishment, 
he  shall  make  a  full  report  on  the  case  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  further  action. 

If  for  any  reason  the  Referee  as  selected  cannot  attend,  the 
Senior  Judge  shall  act  as  Referee  and  have  all  his  powers.  In 
this   event  the  second  Judge  becomes   Senior  Judge. 

The  Referee,  and  he  only,  shall  signal  the  Starter  that  every- 
thing is  in  readiness  for  the  heat,  or  race,  and  the  race  shall  not  be 
started  until  the  Starter  has  received  such  signal. 

The  Referee  may  delegate  to  the  Senior  Judge  this  duty  of  sig- 
naling to  the  Starter. 

RULE    IV. 

INSPECTORS. 

The  Inspectors  shall  be  assigned  their  positions  by  the  Referee. 
They  shall  watch  closely  the  conduct  of  the  competitors  during 
the  course  of  the  race,  and  in  case  of  a  foul,  whether  a  claim  is 
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made  or  not,  they  shall  make  a  report  at  once,  before  the  nexi 
heat,  or  race,  is  called,  of  what  they  have  seen  to  the  Referee. 
They  have  no  power  to  make  decisions. 


RULE    V. 

JUDGES    AT   FINISH. 

There  shall  be  three,  or  more,  Judges  at  finish,  namely  a 
Senior  Judge,  Second  Judge,  Third  Judge,  Fourth  Judge  and 
so  on.  The  Judge  whose  name  appears  at  the  head  of  the  list 
shall  be  Senior  Judge,  second  on  the  list  Second  Judge  and  so  on. 

The  Judges  shall  stand  at  the  finish  line  and  pick  the  con- 
testants in  the  order  in  which  they  cross  the  finish  line,  the 
Senior  Judge  picking  first  boy;  Second  Judge,  second  boy;  Third 
Judge,  third  boy;  Fourth  Judge,  fourth  boy,  and  so  on.  Their 
decision  is  final  and  without  appeal.  In  case  of  disagreement  a 
majority  shall  govern. 

Any  competitor  crossing  the  finish  line  without  a  number 
shall  not  be  selected  by  the  Judges  unless  with  the  consent  of  the 
Referee. 

In  absence  of  the  Referee,  the  Senior  Judge  shall  act  as 
Referee, 

RULE  VI. 

FIELD    JUDGES. 

They  shall  measure  and  judge  each  trial  of  each  competitor  in 
all  events  where  the  performance  is  measured.  Their  decision  is 
final  and  without  appeal.  In  case  of  disagreement  the  majority 
shall  govern. 

In  case  a  boy  is  competing  in  a  track  event  as  well  as  a  field 
event,  they  shall  excuse  him  from  his  part  in  the  field  event  for 
as  long  a  period  as  is  necessary  to  take  part  in  the  track  event 
and  shall  then  allow  him  to  take  his  missed  turns  within  a  reason- 
able time  after  the  track  event.  If  the  boy  is  competing  in  two 
field  events  that  are  taking  place  at  the  one  time  the  same  rule 
shall  apply. 
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RULE  VII. 

THE   TIMEKEEPERS. 

There  shall  be  three  Timekeepers.  They  shall  individually  time 
all  events  which  are  recorded  by  time  and  shall  decide  among 
themselves  the  official  time  of  each  heat  and  race. 

Should  two  of  the  three  watches  mark  the  same  time  and 
the  third  disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the  two  watches  shall 
be  accepted.  Should  all  three  disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the 
intermediate  watch  shall  be  accepted. 

If  two  watches  only  are  started  on  a  heat,  or  race,  and  they 
fail  to  agree,  the  longest  time  shall  be  accepted. 

To  have  a  record  allowed  three  watches  must  be  started  on  a 
heat,  or  race. 

The  flash  of  the  pistol  shall  denote  the  actual  start  of  the 
race,    or   heat. 

In  time  handicap  events  the  Timekeeper  shall  receive  the  time 
allowance  of  each  competitor  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  and 
shall  start  them  with  the  w^ord  "GO." 


RULE  VIII. 

THE    STARTER. 

The  Starter  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  competitors  after  they 
have  been  assigned  to  their  marks  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

He  shall  start  the  heat,  or  race,  by  the  report  of  the  pistol  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  time  handicap  events  when  the  competitors 
shall  be  started  by  the  Timekeepers  with  the  word  "GO."  The 
following  formula  shall  be  used  by  the  Starter:  i.  Take  your 
mark;   2.  Get  set;   3.  The  report  of  the  pistol. 

Until  the  pistol  has  been  purposely  discharged  it  shall  not  be 
considered  an  actual  start.  In  case  the  pistol  goes  off  accident- 
ally, the  Starter  shall  recall  the  competitors  by  discharging  his 
pistol  twice. 

The  Starter  shall  not  start  the  heat,  or  race,  until  he  receives 
the  signal  from  the  Referee  that  everything  is  in  readiness.     The 
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Referee  may  delegate  to  the  Senior  Judge  this  duty  of  signalling 
to  the  Starter. 

A  false  start  is  one  where  any  part  of  the  person  of  a  com- 
petitor touches  the  ground  in  front  of  his  mark  before  the  Starter 
purposely  discharges  his  pistol.  The  competitor  shall  keep  his 
hands  behind   the  mark  assigned   to   him. 

The  following  penalties  are  imposed  by  the  Starter  for  false 
starts :  In  all  races  up  to  and  including  125  yards  the  competitor 
shall  be  put  ba(k  one  yard  for  the  first  and  one  more  for  the 
second  attempt;  in  races  over  125  yards  and  including  300  yards, 
two  yards  for  the  first  and  two  more  for  the  second  attempt ;  in 
races  over  300  yards  and  including  600  yards,  three  yards  for  the 
first  and  three  more  for  the  second  attempt ;  in  races  over 
600  yards  and  including  1,000  yards,  four  yards  for  the  first  and 
four  more  for  the  second  attempt;  in  races  over  1,000  yards  and 
including  one  mile,  five  yards  for  the  first  and  five  more  for  the 
second  attempt;  in  all  races  over  one  mile,  ten  yards  for  the  first 
and  ten  more  for  the  second  attempt.  In  all  races  the  third  false 
start  shall  disqualify  the  offender  from  that  event. 

Should  any  boy  attempt  to  advance  from  his  mark  after  the 
Starter  has  given  word  to  get  ready,  the  Starter  shall  disqualify 
him  from  that  event. 

RULE  IX. 

THE   CLERK   OF  THE   COURSE. 

The  names  and  numbers  of  all  the  competitors  in  each  event 
shall  be  given  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course,  who  shall  call  them 
by  name  and  check  them  off  on  the  program  immediately  before 
the  event. 

After  the  competitors'  names  have  been  called,  the  Clerk  of 
the  Course  shall,  in  handicap  events,  assign  them  to  their  re- 
spective marks. 

The  clerk  of  the  Course  shall  not  allow  any  competitor  to  start 
without  his  number  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Referee. 

The  Assistant  Clerks  of  the  Course  shall  perform  whatever 
duties  are  assigned  them  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 
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RULE    X. 

CHIEF    SCORER. 

The  Chief  Scorer  shall  keep  track  of  the  order  in  which  each 
competitor  finishes  and  also  the  time  for  the  event.  He  shall 
also  keep  a  tally  of  the  laps  made  by  each  competitor  in  all  races 
round  a  turn  and  shall  announce  by  means  of  a  bell  or  pistol  shot 
when  the  leading  man  is  entering  on  the  last  lap. 

The  Assistant  Scorers  are  subject  to  the  Chief  Scorer  and  shall 
perform  whatever  duties  are  assigned  them  by  him. 

RULE  XL 

THE    MARSHAL. 

The  Marshal  shall  prevent  any  but  officials  and  actual  com- 
petitors from  entering  into  the  inner  circle  or  remaining  therein. 

Any  competitor  entering  into  the  inner  circle  before  or  after 
competition,  and  not  there  for  the  purpose  of  competition,  must 
leave  the  inner  circle  when  requested  by  the  Marshal.  If  after 
the  second  request  the  competitor  still  refuses  to  leave,  the 
Marshal,  or  his  assistants,  must  report  the  matter  to  the  Referee 
who  may  disqualify  the  offender. 

The  Assistant  Marshal  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Marshal  and  shall  assist  him  in  keeping  the  inner  circle  as  clear 
as  is  possible. 

RULE  XIL 

OFFICIAL    ANNOUNCER. 

The  scorers  shall  make  known  to  the  Official  Announcer  the 
results  of  each  event  and  he  shall  announce  them  to  the  specta- 
tors. 

RULE  XIIL 

OFFICIAL   REPORTER. 

The  Official  Reporter  shall  receive  from  the  Scorers  the  order 
of  finishing  and  the  time  made  by  the  competitors  in  the  running 
events  and  the  height  or  distance  covered  by  the  competitors  in 
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the  field   events.     This   information   he   shall    immediately   make 
known  to  the  representatives  of  the  press. 


RULE    XIV. 

THE    INNER    CIRCLE. 

With  the  exception  of  officials  and  actual  competitors  no  one 
shall  be  allowed  within  the  inner  circle.  Competitors  must  leave 
the  inner  circle  immediately  after  the  finish  of  their  event,  or 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Marshal. 

No  attendant,  friend  or  trainer  shall  be  allowed  to  accompany 
the  competitors  on  the  track  or  infield. 


RULE   XV. 

THE    COMPETITORS. 

The  competitors  shall  report  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  at  the 
starting  point  of  each  competition,  after  they  have  been  called 
to  the  inner  circle. 

Each  contestant  must  provide  himself  with  a  number  corre- 
sponding to  the  number  opposite  his  name  on  the  program.  This 
number  he  must  wear  conspicuously  while  he  is  competing,  and 
without  it  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  start  except  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Referee. 

In  handicap  events  competitors,  whether  they  be  scratch  or 
limit  mark  men,  must  start  from  positions  in  which  they  are 
placed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

If  in  straightaway  races  the  competitor  does  not  confine  himself 
to  his  own  lane,  but  instead  crosses  into  the  lane  of  his  opponent, 
the  Referee  shall  disqualify  him. 

In  races  around  a  turn,  the  competitor  shall,  after  turning  the 
last  corner,  continue  in  a  straight  line  to  the  finish  and  not  cross 
either  to  the  outside  or  the  inside  in  front  of  any  of  the  other 
competitors. 
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Any  competitor  who  wilfully  jostles,  crosses  in  front  of,  or 
otherwise  impedes  an  opponent,  shall  be  disqualified  by  the 
Referee  from  that  event. 

The  Referee  shall  further  disqualify  from  the  meeting  any 
competitor  who,  in  his  opinion,  is  trying  to  lose,  to  coach,  or  to 
impede  in  any  way  the  chances  of  another  competitor.  He  shall 
further  notify  the  Games  Committee  who  will  take  further  action. 

Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether 
toward  competitors,  spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified  by 
the  Referee  from  that  and  all  other  events  at  that  meeting,  and  if 
the  Referee  thinks  the  offence  worthy  of  further  punishment, 
he  shall  make  a  full  report  on  the  case  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  further  action. 


RULE   XVL 

RECORDER    OF    TIMES. 

The  Recorder  of  Times  shall  read  the  watch  of  each  of  the 
Timers  after  each  heat  and  shall  make  known  the  official  time  to 
the  Referee  of  the  meeting  and  the  Official  Announcer.  In  the 
case  of  a  new  record  he  shall  be  careful  to  receive  the  signatures 
of  the  Timers  vouching  for  the  performance. 


RULE   XVIL 

PROTESTS. 

Protests  against  any  competitor  entered  in  any  games  may 
be  made  verbally  or  in  writing,  to  the  Games  Committee  before 
the  meet,  or  to  the  Referee  during  the  meet. 

If  the  protest  is  a  claim  of  foul  committed  during  the  meet, 
the  Referee  shall  decide  the  matter  at  once  as  laid  down  in  the 
duties  of  Referee  (Rule  III). 

If  possible,  the  Games  Committee  shall  decide  all  protests  be- 
fore the  events  are  run  off.  If  it  is  a  case  requiring  the  taking  of 
evidence,  the   Games   Committee  shall   decide  the  matter  within 
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one  week  after  the  date  of  the  games.  If  it  afifects  the  contes- 
tant's amateur  status,  however,  the  case  must  be  referred  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  PubHc  Schools  Athletic  League  for  action. 

When   a   contestant   is   allowed  to   compete  under  protest   the 
prizes  that  he  may  win  shall  be  withheld  until  the  case  is  settled. 


RULE    XVIIL 

THE    TRACK. 

The  distance  to  be  run  shall  be  measured  on  a  line  eighteen 
inches  outward  from  the  inner  edge  of  the  track.  This  edge  shall 
be  a  solid  curb  raised  three  inches  above  the  level  of  the  track. 

In  straightaway  races  distance  shall  be  measured  in  a  direct 
line  from  the  starting  mark  to  the  finishing  line. 

In  indoor  races  on  board  floors  courses  may  be  marked  plainly 
(with  whitewash)   on  the  track. 

RULE    XIX. 

THE   COURSE. 

In  Straightaway  races  the  competitor  must  keep  his  own  course 
from  start  to  finish.  In  these  races  separate  courses,  called  lanes, 
shall  be  laid  out  for  each  competitor  by  means  of  stakes  driven 
into  the  ground  to  which  cord  or  wire  is  attached  and  which  are 
placed  about  fifteen  yards  apart. 

In  all  races  the  competitor  must  not  cross  to  the  pole,  or  inner 
edge  of  the  track  until  he  is  at  least  two  strides  in  advance  of 
his  nearest  competitor. 

In  all  championship  races  positions  shall  be  drawn  for,  num- 
bering one,  two,  three  and  so  on  from  border  out,  and  the  draw- 
ing shall  be  in  the  names  of  the  schools.  The  Clerk  of  the 
Course  shall  then  allot  positions.  The  school  having  the  first 
choice  shall  have  the  position  next  the  pole,  or  inner  edge  of 
the  track,  the  school  having  second  choice,  second  position  and 
so  on,  the  schools  alternating,  so  that,  if  possible,  there  will  not  be 
two  contestants  from  the  one  school  in  the  same  heat. 
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In  championship  events  on  straightaway  tracks,  the  drawing 
shall  be  by  schools,  and  the  Referee  shall  see  that  no  two  con- 
testants from  the  same  school  shall  start  in  one  heat.  There 
shall  be  a  drawing  for  the  choice  of  lanes,  the  school  winning 
first  choice  selecting  whatever  lane  the  first  runner  for  that 
school  desires,  the  school  having  second  choice  the  next  best  lane 
and  so  on. 

In  handicap  events  the  contestants  when  called  must  take  any 
lane  assigned  him  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 


RULE   XX. 

THE    FINISH. 

The  finish  of  a  course  shall  be  represented  by  a  line  between 
two  finishing  posts  drawn  across  and  at  right  angles  to  the 
sides  of  the  track  and  four  feet  above  which  shall  be  placed  a 
tape  attached  to  both  finishing  posts. 

The  finish  of  any  race  shall  be  counted  when  any  part  of  com- 
petitor's body  except  his  hands  and  arms  shall  reach  the  finish 
line. 

No  competitor  shall  be  considered  to  have  finished  unless  his 
entire  body  shall  have  crossed  the  finish  line. 


RULE  XXL 

RELAY    RACING. 

A  line  shall  be  drawn  twenty  feet  in  front  of  each  starting 
line.  Between  these  two  lines  each  runner  must  touch  the  suc- 
ceeding runner.  Failure  to  do  this  shall  disqualify  the  team  in 
that  event.  There  shall  be  Judges  of  Relay  Racing  whose  duties 
it  shall  be  to  see  that  all  touches  are  properly  made. 

The  same  rules  with  reference  to  fouling,  coaching  or  im- 
peding a  runner  in  any  manner,  apply  to  relay  racing  as  to  other 
running  events. 

In  the  case  of  a  handicap  relay  race,  the  boy  on  the  first  relay 
is  granted  the  total  handicap  allowed  each  team.

Only   those  boys   are   allowed   to   run   in   the   final   heat   of  a 
relay  race  who  have  competed  in  the  trial  heats. 


RULE  XXU. 

HANDICAP    RULE. 

The  handicap  allowed  in  the  different  races  shall  not  exceed 
one-tenth  of  the  distance  to  be  run;  for  instance,  the  limit  in 
the  50  yards  dash  shall  be  5  yards,  in  the  100  yards  dash,  10 
yards. 

The  limit  in  the  pole  vault  shall  be  18  inches ;  in  the  running 
high  jump  9  inches;  in  the  running  broad  jump,  30  inches;  in 
the  8-lb.  shot  put,  48  inches ;  in  the  12-lb.  shot  put,  60  inches ;  in 
the  standing  broad  jump,  12  inches. 

The  penalty  for  winning  shall  be  as  follows :  For  races  of 
50  yards  and  under,  3  feet,  2  feet  and  i  foot  shall  be  taken  off 
for  winning  first,  second  and  third  places  respectively;  in  races 
over  50  yards  and  including  100  yards,  2  yards,  i  yard  and  2 
feet;  over  100  yards  and  including  220  yards,  5,  3  and  2  yards; 
over  220  and  including  440  yards,  10,  6  and  3  yards ;  over  440 
yards  and  including  880  yards,  20,  12  and  6  yards ;  in  races  over 
880  and  including  one  mile,  40  yards,  24  yards  and  12  yards;  in 
the  pole  vault,  9,  7  and  4  inches;  in  the  running  high  jump,  5, 
4  and  2  inches;  in  the  running  broad  jump,  14,  10  and  7  inches; 
in  the  8-lb.  shot  put,  20,  15  and  11  inches;  in  the  12-lb.  shot  put, 
24,  18  and  13  inches;  in  the  standing  broad  jump,  7,  5  and  3 
inches. 

RULE  XXIIL 

POTATO   RACING. 

The  potato  race  shall  be  one  in  which  three  or  more  potatoes 
are  placed  two  yards  apart  on  a  direct  line.  The  first  potato  shall 
be  two  yards  from  the  receptacle,  which  shall  be  either  a  pail,  bas- 
ket, box  or  can  not  over  36  inches  in  circumference  at  the  opening. 

The  finish  shall  be  a  line  five  yards  back  of  the  receptacle, 
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which  must  be  crossed  after  the  last  potato  has  been  placed  in 
the  receptacle. 

If  the  competitor  should  drop  a  potato,  he  must  replace  it  in 
the  receptacle  before  he  touches  another  potato ;  otherwise,  he 
shall  be  disqualified. 

In  handicap  events  the  mark  is  taken  off  back  of  the  receptacle. 


RULE  XXIV. 

THE -SHOT.  " 

The  Shot  shall  be  a  metal  sphere  of  any  weight  decided  upon 
by  the  Games  Committee.  For  indoor  games  foi"  record  purposes 
a  filled  shot  covered  with  any  material  and  being  a  perfect  and 
solid  sphere  may  be  used. 

The  shot  shall  be  "put"  with  one  hand,  and  in  making  the  at- 
tempt, it  shall  be  above  and  not  behind  the  shoulder. 

All  puts  shall  be  made  from  a  circle  seven  feet  in  diameter. 
The  circle  shall  be  a  metal  or  wooden  ring,  painted  or  white- 
washed, and  sunk  almost  flush  with  the  ground,  and  it  shall  be 
divided  into  two  halves  by  a  line  drawn  through  the  center.  In 
the  middle  of  the  circumference  of  the  front  half  shall  be  placed 
a  stop-board  four  feet  long  and  four  inches  high,  and  firmly 
fastened  to  the  ground.  In  making  his  puts,  a  competitor  may 
rest  his  foot  against,  but  not  on  top  of,  the  stop-board. 

That  put  shall  be  considered  a  fair  put  when  no  part  of  the 
body  of  the  competitor  touches  the  top  of  the  stop-board,  the 
circle,  or  the  ground  outside  of  the  circle,  provided  the  compet- 
itor shall  leave  the  circle  by  its  rear  half,  which  shall  be  the  half 
directly  opposite  the  stop-board.  A  put  shall  be  considered  foul 
if  any  part  of  the  body  of  the  competitor  shall  touch  the  ground 
outside  the  front  half  of  the  circle  before  the  put  is  measured. 

The  Field  Judges  shall  measure  each  put  from  the  nearest  mark 
made  by  the  fall  of  the  shot  to  the  circumference  of  the  circle  on 
a  line  from  the  mark  made  by  the  shot  to  the  centre  of  the  circle. 

Foul  puts  and  letting  go  the  shot  in  making  an  attempt  shall 
be  counted  as  trials  without  result. 
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Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trial  puts,  and  the  first,  second 
and  third  in  the  trials  shall   have  three   more  trials  each  in  the 

final. 

The  best  put  made  by  a  competitor,  whether  made  in  the 
trials  or  finals  shall  count  as  his  best  put  and  the  result  will  be 
decided  accordingly. 

RULE    XXV. 

RUNNING    HIGH    JUMP. 

A  fair  jump  shall  be  one  that  is  made  without  the  assistance  of 
weights,  diving,  somersaults  or  handsprings  of  any  kind. 

The  bar  shall  be  a  thin  stick  two  inches  in  width  and  shall  rest 
on  pins  which  shall  project  not  more  than  three  inches  from  the 
uprights.  When  this  bar  is  removed,  it  shall  constitute  a  trial 
jump  without  result. 

The  height  at  which  the  jump  shall  commence  and  the  height 
to  which  it  shall  be  raised  at  each  succeeding  jump  shall  be 
decided  by  the  Field  Judges. 

The  height  shall  be  measured  from  the  middle  of  the  bar  to  the 
ground  on  a  direct  line. 

Each  competitor  shall  be  allowed  three  trial  jumps  at  each 
height,  and  if  on  the  third  trial  he  shall  fail,  he  shall  be  declared 
out  of  the  competition. 

At  each  successive  height  each  competitor  shall  take  one  trial 
in  his  proper  turn ;  then  those  failing,  if  any,  shall  have  their 
second  trial  in  a  like  order,  after  which  those  who  have  failed  at 
the  second  trial  may  take  their  third  and  final  trial  at  that  height. 

A  competitor  may  decline  to  jump  at  any  height  in  his  turn, 
and  by  so  doing,  forfeits  his  right  to  again  jump  at  the  height 
declined. 

If,  however,  a  competitor  takes  a  trial  at  any  height  and  fails 
in  the  first  trial,  he  shall  not  pass  the  other  two  trials. 

Running  under  the  bar  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump  shall  be 
counted  as  a  balk  and  three  successive  balks  shall  constitute  a 
trial  jump. 
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There  shall  be  no  limit  to  the  run  competitor  may  take  before 
attempting  a  jump. 

RULE    XXVI. 

RUNNING   BROAD   JUMP. 

A  joist  five  inches  shall  be  sunk  flush  with  the  ground.  The 
outer  edge  of  the  joist  shall  be  called  the  scratch  line  and  the 
measurement  of  all  jumps  shall  be  made  from  it  at  right  angles 
to  the  nearest  break  in  the  soft  ground,  or  in  the  turf  or  earth 
outside  the  soft  ground  by  any  part  of  the  body  of  a  competitor. 

In  front  of  the  scratch  line  the  ground  shall  be  removed  to 
the  depth  of  three  and  the  width  of  twelve  inches  outward. 

A  foul  jump  shall  be  one  where  the  competitor  in  jumping  off 
the  scratch  line  makes  a  mark  on  the  ground  immediately  in 
front  of  it,  or  runs  over  the  line  without  jumping,  and  shall 
count  as  a  trial  jump  without  result. 

Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trial  jumps,  and  the  com- 
petitors finishing  one,  two,  three  in  the  trial  jumps  shall  each 
have  three  more  trial  jumps. 

The  competition  shall  be  decided  by  the  best  of  all  the  trial 
jumps  of  the  competitors. 

A  fair  jump  shall  be  one  that  is  made  without  the  assistance  of 
weights,  diving,  somersaults  or  handsprings  of  any  kind. 

RULE    XXVIL 

STANDING  BROAD   JUMP. 

The  feet  of  the  competitor  may  be  placed  in  any  position,  but 
shall  leave  the  ground  once  only  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump. 
When  the  feet  are  lifted  from  the  ground  twice,  or  two  springs 
are  made  in  making  the  attempt,  it  shall  count  as  a  trial  jump 
without  result.  A  competitor  may  rock  back  and  forward,  lifting 
heels  and  toes  alternately  from  the  ground,  but  may  not  lift 
either  foot  clear  of  the  ground,  nor  slide  either  foot  along  the 
ground  in  any  direction. 

In  all  other  respects  the  rules  governing  the  running  broad 
jump  govern  the  standing  broad  jump  as  well. 
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RULE    XXVIII. 

THE    POLE    VAULT. 

The  height  at  which  the  vauhing  shall  commence  and  the 
height  to  which  the  bar  shall  be  raised  at  each  succeeding  vault 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Field  Judges. 

The  height  of  the  bar  shall  be  measured  on  a  direct  line  from 
the  ground  to  the  middle  of  the  bar. 

Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trials  at  each  height,  and,  if 
he  fails  at  the  third  trial  he  shall  be  declared  out  of  the  com- 
petition. 

Each  competitor  shall  make  an  attempt  at  each  successive  height 
in  the  order  in  which  he  is  called ;  then  those  who  have  failed 
shall  have  a  second  trial  in  like  order.  Those  failing  on  the 
second  trial  shall  then  take  their  third  and  final  trial. 

Displacing  the  bar  counts  as  a  try. 

Leaving  the  ground  in  an  attempt  shall  constitute  a  try. 

A  line  shall  be  drawn  fifteen  feet  in  front  of  the  bar  and  parallel 
with  it ;  crossing  this  line  in  an  attempt  shall  be  a  balk.  Two 
balks   shall  constitute  a  try. 

A  competitor  may  decline  to  vault  at  any  height,  but,  if  he  fails 
at  the  next  height,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  go  back  and  try  the 
height  he  omitted. 

If,  however,  contestant  takes  one  trial  at  any  height,  he  shall 
not  pass  the  other  two  trials. 

Any  competitor  shall  be  allowed  to  dig  a  hole  not  more  than 
one  foot  in  diameter  at  the  take-off  in  which  to  plant  his  pole. 

The  poles  shall  have  no  assisting  devices,  except  that  they  may 
be  wound  or  wrapped  with  any  substance  for  the  purpose  of 
affording  a  firmer  grasp,  and  may  have  one  spike  at  the  lower 
end.     The  poles  shall  be  unlimited  as  to  size  and  weight. 

No  competitor  shall,  during  his  vault,  raise  the  hand  which  was 
uppermost  when  he  left  the  ground  to  a  higher  point  on  the  pole, 
nor  shall  he  raise  the  hand  which  was  undermost  when  he  left 
the  ground  to  any  point  on  the  pole  above  the  other  hand. 
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RULE    XXIX. 

THE  HURDLES. 

In  the  120  yards  hurdle  race,  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used; 
height  of  hurdles  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee. 
They  shall  be  placed  ten  yards  apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  fifteen 
yards  distant  from  the  starting  point,  and  the  last  hurdle  fifteen 
yards  before  the  finishing  line. 

In  the  220  yards  hurdle  race  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used ;  height 
of  hurdle  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee.  They 
shall  be  placed  twenty  yards  apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  twenty 
yards  distant  from  the  starting  mark,  and  the  last  hurdle  twenty 
yards  from  the  finishing  line. 

In  hurdle  races  of  other  distances,  and  with  different  numbers 
of  hurdles,  the  hurdles  shall  be  placed  at  equal  distances,  with 
the  same  space  between  the  first  hurdle  and  the  starting  point  and 
the  last  hurdle  and  the  finishing  line  as  between  each  of  the 
hurdles. 

In  making  a  record  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  competitor  to 
jump  over  every  hurdle  in  its  proper  position,  nor  shall  the  per- 
formance be  considered  a  record  unless  every  hurdle  is  left 
standing. 

RULE    XXX. 

TIES. 

In  all  contests  whose  results  are  determined  by  measurement  of 
height  or  distance,  ties  shall  be  decided  as  follows  : 

In  handicap  contests  the  award  shall  be  given  to  the  competitor 
who  received  the  least  allowance.  In  case  of  a  tie  between  two  or 
more  competitors  who  received  the  same  allowance,  the  decision 
shall  be  made  as  in  scratch  contests. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  at  high  jumping,  the  tieing 
competitors  shall  have  three  trials  at  the  height  last  tried,  and 
if  still  undecided  the  bar  shall  be  lowered  to  the  height  next  below, 
and  three  trials  taken  at  that  height.  If  no  one  clears  it,  the 
bar  shall  be  lowered  again  and  again  until  one  of  the  competitors 
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clears  it.  In  case  of  a  second  tie,  the  award  shall  be  given  to  the 
competitor  who  cleared  the  bar  with  the  least  number  of  trials. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  in  any  event  decided  by 
distance,  each  of  the  tieing  competitors  shall  have  three  addi- 
tional trials,  and  the  award  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
distance  cleared  in  these  additional  trials.  In  case  of  a  second  tie 
three  more  trials  shall  be  allowed,  and  so  on,  until  a  decision  is 
reached.  In  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events,  the  competitors 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  divide  the  prize  or  points,  or  to  toss  for 
them,  but  must  compete  again  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  by 
the  Referee. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  the  pole  vault  the  officials  shall  raise  or 
lower  the  bar  at  their  discretion,  and  those  competitors  who  have 
tied  shall  be  allowed  one  trial  at  each  height. 

RULE    XXXI. 

ORDER    OF    COMPETITION    IN    FIELD    EVENTS. 

In  all  scratch  events  the  competitors  shall  take  their  trials  in 
the  order  of  their  names  as  printed  on  the  program. 

In  all  handicap  events  the  competitor  having  the  greatest  allow- 
ance shall  make  the  first  trial,  and  so  on,  in  regular  order,  up  to 
the  competitor  at  scratch  or  with  least  allowance,  who  shall  have 
the  last  trial. 

RULE  XXXII. 

COSTUME. 

Only  boys  with  pants  reaching  approximately  to  the  knees  and 
shirts  that  adequately  cover  the  body  shall  be  allowed  to  compete. 
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Constitution    of    District    Athletic

NAME. 

I.  The  organization  shall  be  known  as  District  Athletic  League 
No. 

PURPOSES. 

II.  Its  purposes  shall  be  to  promote  athletics  among  the  public 
schools  which  are  contained  in  the  educational  Districts  No. 
and    No.         in   the    Borough   of  ,    City   of    New   York, 
under    and    in    connection    with    'The    Public    Schools    Athletic 
League"  of  said  city.     In  doing  this  it  will, 

(a)  Take  charge  of  the  competitions  for  and  distributions 
among  the  schools  in  its  district,  of  the  buttons  awarded  by  The 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

(b)  Select  the  competitors  who  are  to  compete  from  such 
schools  in  athletic  meetings  of  such  League. 

(c)  Supervise  and  promote  athletic  contests  in  and  among  the 
schools  in  such  districts. 

(d)  Assist  in  providing  grounds,  building  apparatus  and  other 
things  required  for  the  promotion  of  athletics  and  physical  train- 
ing among  the  children  attending  such  schools. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

III.  It  shall  consist  of, 

(a)  The  district  superintendent  of  such  two  districts. 

(b)  The  director  of  physical  training  thereof. 

(c)  Two  members  to  be  annually  elected  from  each  of  the 
local  school  boards  of  said  districts. 

(d)  Two  teachers  to  be  selected  by  the  district  superintendent 
from  each  of  said  districts. 
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(e)  The  foregoing  persons  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  to  add  to  their  number  by  the  election  of 
others  interested  in  promoting  the  purposes  for  which  this 
League  is  formed,  for  such  period  and  upon  such  terms  as 
they  shall  think  proper. 

OFFICERS   AND  COMMITTEES. 

IV.  The  officers  shall  consist  of  a  president,  vice-president, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing. These  shall  respectively  have  the  general  powers  incident  to 
those  officers. 

V.  The  directors  may  appoint  an  executive  committee  of  three 
which  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  League  when  the  same 
is  not  in  session. 

VL  Such  other  committees  may  be  appointed  from  time  to 
time  for  such  purposes  as  the  League  may  deem  proper.  Unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  League  all  such  committees  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President. 

DELEGATES. 

VIL  The  League  shall  annually  nominate  a  delegate  and  an 
alternate  who  shall,  in  connection  with  delegates  from  similar 
local  leagues  constitute  the  "Elementary  Schools  Games  Com- 
mittee." 

This  committee  shall  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee 
on  Games  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  in  all  matters 
relating  to  athletics  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Such  committee  shall  annually  nominate  from  their  number  a 
representative  for  election  as  a  director  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League. 

MANAGEMENT. 

Vin.  All  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  The  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  shall  be  binding  upon  this  organization  and  it 
will  accept  and  abide  by  all  decisions  that  may  be  made  by  the 
directors  or  committees  of  such  league. 
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MEETINGS. 

IX.  The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  February  in  each  year.  Regular  meetings 
shall  be  held  on  the  day  of  each  month.  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  President  and  shall  be  called  by  him  on  the 
written  request  of  three  members. 

Two  days'  notice  of  all  meetings  shall  be  given  by  mail  by  the 
Secretary  to  each  member. 
At  all  meetings  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum^ 

AMENDMENTS. 

X.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  with  the 
written  consent  of  all  the  members,  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
such  members,  provided  notice  of  the  intention  to  present  such 
amendment  shall  have  been  given  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the 
meeting  at  which  the  amendment  is  presented,  and  provided  said 
amendment  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League.

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Our  Championship  Meets 


In  this  article  we  shall  make  no  mention  of  the  first  meet  at 
Madison  Square  Garden,  the  largest  so  far  as  we  know  ever 
held  in  America  up  to  that  time,  nor  of  the  two  succeeding  out- 
door meets,  but  shall  confine  ourselves  solely  to  the  events  held 
during  the  scholastic  year  of  1904-1905. 

The  first  of  these  meets,  the  High  Schools  Indoor  Champion- 
ships, was  held  in  the  Twenty-third  Regiment  Armory,  Brooklyn, 
on  December  17,  1904.  The  night  was  very  stormy,  one  of  the 
worst  of  last  winter ;  in  spite  of  this  the  armory  was  fairly  well 
filled.  There  were  fifteen  events  on  the  programme,  twelve  for 
the  high  schools  and  three  for  the  College  City  of  New  York. 
The  referee  of  the  meet,  who  has  been  in  athletics  for  the  past 
twenty-five  years  and  is  an  authority  on  the  subject,  said  that 
this  was  the  best-conducted  meeting  he  had  ever  witnessed.  Not 
a  person  on  the  floor,  except  the  competing  athletes  and  the 
necessary  officials,  was  a  somewhat  unusual  as  well  as  a  pleasing 
sight.  Such  was  the  order  observed  that  the  entire  programme, 
containing  317  entries,  was  run  off  in  the  surprisingly  short  time 
of  one  hour  and  forty  minutes.  The  events  that  evoked  the  most 
enthusiasm,  as  they  always  do,  were  the  relays,  especially  the 
freshman  relay,  which  was  nip-and-tuck  the  entire  distance. 
Several  of  the  records  made  at  the  first  meeting  at  Madison 
Square  Garden  were  supplanted. 

The  Elementary  Schools  Indoor  Championships  took  place  at 
Madison  Square  Garden,  in  conjunction  with  the  Pastime  Athletic 
Club  Athletic  Carnival.  This  took  up  the  afternoon  of  December 
31st  for  the  field  events  and  the  trial  and  semi-final  heats  of  the 
track  events.  The  first  part  of  the  evening  was  given  to  the 
finals  of  the  track  events.  It  is  true  that  the  Pastime  Athletic 
Club  had  a  number  of  world's  record  holders,  national  and  inter- 
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collegiate  champions,  etc.,  but  the  plaudits  that  rang  for  the 
giant  shot  putter,  Ralph  Rose,  of  the  University  of  Michigan, 
when  he  created  new  figures  for  the  twenty-four-pound  shot 
could  not  compare  with  that  given  to  the  little  fellows  in  every 
race  they  engaged  in.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  junior 
relay,  when  the  spectators  rose  en  masse  to  witness  the  triumph 
of  the  winning  team  in  the  last  relay.  With  hair  flying  in  great 
wavy  curls,  the  last  boy  of  the  winning  junior  team  tore  down 
the  stretch  to  applause  that  would  cause  envy  to  many  a  veteran. 
Four  hundred  and  thirty-one  boys  figured  in  the  twelve  events 
on  the  programme. 

In  the  spring  games  we  always  labor  at  a  disadvantage,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  scene  of  conflict  is  so  far  from  the  homes  of 
the  parents  of  the  boys  and  that  the  facilities  for  reaching  it  are 
so  poor.  The  field  itself  is  nearly  perfect,  the  surroundings  are 
beautiful  and  those  who  take  the  pains  to  be  present  are  amply 
rewarded.  Were  Columbia  Oval  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  we 
should  be  obliged  to  secure  a  cordon  of  police  to  keep  the  crowd 
in  check. 

The  first  of  our  outdoor  meets  was  the  High  Schools  Novice 
Championships  and  it  was  held  on  the  afternoon  of  May  13th. 
There  were  twelve  events  on  the  programme  and  the  total  entry 
was  253.  As  if  to  make  up  for  the  difficulties  attendant  on  the 
journey,  the  weather  was  delightful ;  it  was  an  ideal  day  for 
athletics.  The  boys  who  had  never  won  a  prize  previously 
cavorted  around  in  great  style,  proud  of  the  chance  to  show  their 
followers  what  they  could  do.  What  the  meeting  really  demon- 
strated was  that  the  winner  of  the  100  and  220  yards  run,  junior, 
was  destined  to  be  a  sprinting  marvel,  if  he  continues  at  his 
present  pace.  The  rest  of  the  performances  were  superior  to  the 
performances  at  the  novice  meet  of  last  year.  It  was  at  this 
same  meet  that  the  boys  of  the  High  School  of  Commerce  made 
new  world's  record  figures  of  3  minutes  34  3-5  seconds  in  the  mile 
relay  championship. 

For  many  of  the  parents  of  the  boys  who  entered  in  the  Ele- 
mentary Schools  Novice  Championships,  May  27th  was  one  long 
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day  of  recreation.  Beginning  in  the  morning  at  9.30  o'clock,  the 
elementary  school  boys  had  possession  of  the  field  until  1.30  P. 
M.,  to  be  succeeded  by  the  high  school  boys,  in  the  High  Schools 
Championships,  which  were  concluded  at  6.00  P.  M.  The  meeting 
in  the  morning  had  556  boys  entered  in  eighteen  events.  Were 
the  league  to  make  these  meetings  open  to  the  elementary  school 
boys  without  any  set  limit  being  allowed  to  each  District  Athletic 
League,  there  is  no  saying  what  amount  of  boys  would  be  on 
hand,  so  great  was  the  desire  of  the  boys  to  enter  this  competi- 
tion. Four  new  records  were  made  at  this  meeting  and  the 
performances  altogether  were  a  revelation  and  spoke  volumes 
for  the  interest  in  athletics  created  by  the  League  during  the 
past  year. 

Every  record  but  that  of  the  mile  run  was  either  smashed  or 
equaled  at  the  High  Schools  Championships  on  the  afternoon 
of  May  27th.  The  meeting  was  certainly  a  credit  to  the  high 
schools  of  our  city.  The  athletic  experts  who  acted  as  officials 
at  the  meeting  were  amazed  at  the  form  displayed  by  the  boys 
and  predicted  a  brilliant  future  for  several  of  the  champions. 
One  hundred  and  seventy-four  boys  were  entered  in  the  twelve 
events  on  the  programme. 

The  athletic  season  wound  up  in  a  blaze  of  glory  on  the  morn- 
ing of  June  17,  1905,  when  417  boys  met  to  determine  the  ques- 
tion of  supremacy  in  eighteen  events.  But  two  record  holders 
of  last  year  are  still  entitled  to  that  distinction.  All  the  other 
performances  were  eclipsed  by  the  present  force  of  champions. 
It  certainly  was  a  glorious  meeting;  one  must  needs  be  in  the 
midst  of  it  to  feel  the  thrill  it  gave  the  boys ;  their  nervous  energy 
even  communicated  itself  to  the  officials,  so  eager  and  watchful 
were  the  latter.  The  boy  confident  of  success,  because  of  his 
last  year's  performance;  the  boy  who  feared  that  his  present  title 
of  champion  would  be  rudely  snatched  from  him;  the  timid  boy, 
who  feared  the  champion's  prowess,  and  the  boy  who  felt  he 
would  show  his  competitors  they  had  been  in  a  race,  even  if  he 
did  not  win;  all  were  there.  The  officials  swear  by  this  cham- 
pionship  meeting   of    our  boys.      They  claim  there  is  no  such 
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enthusiasm  among  the  rank  and  file  of  athletes;  on  the  contrary, 
they  become  callous  and  do  not  properly  appreciate  the  spirit  of 
athletics.

Athletic  League  was  first  determined ;  then  the  different  Dis- 
trict Athletic  Leagues  played  off  for  the  borough  championship. 
In  the  semi-final  games  for  the  city  championship  Brooklyn  de- 
feated Queens  and  Manhattan  defeated  Bronx.  The  final  game 
for  the  city  championship  was  played  at  the  Seventy-first  Regi- 
ment Armory  on  January  28,  1905,  between  P.  S,  188,  Manhattan, 
and  P.  S.  43,  Brooklyn,  the  former  winning. 

In  the  high  schools,  eight  schools  were  in  the  contest  for  the 
High  Schools  Basket  Ball  Championship.  The  final  game  was 
played  at  the  Seventy-first  Regiment  Armory,  on  March  4,  1905,, 
between  DeWitt  Clinton  High  School  and  Boys'  High  School 
and  the  former  school  won  the  championship.

borough  champions  played  the  semi-finals  for  the  city  champion- 
ship. Manhattan  defeated  Queens  and  Brooklyn  defeated  Rich- 
mond in  the  play-off  of  borough  champions.  The  final  game 
for    the    city    championship    was    played    at    Brooklyn    National 
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League  Base  Ball  Grounds  on  June  24,  1905,  between  P.  S.  46, 
Manhattan,  and  P,  S.  109,  Brooklyn,  and  the  former  team  won.

District  Athletic  Leagues. 
These  Leagues  that  the  above  delegates  represent  are  the  work- 
ing force  that  bring  home  active  athletics  to  the  great  mass  of 
boys    in   the   elementary    schools.      With   two    exceptions    these 
Leagues  have  all  held  Spring  games  for  the  schools  of  their  dis- 
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tricts,  and  some  have  held  two  sets,  novice  and  championship 
meets.  Of  the  two  exceptions,  one  failed  to  hold  games,  because 
no  armory  or  athletic  grounds  could  be  secured ;  the  other  failed 
to  secure  the  athletic  field  that  it  used  last  year  and  did  not  make 
sufficient  effort  to  procure  another.  The  chief  trouble  is  the 
weakness  of  its  organization,  which  defect  will  be  remedied  when 
the  schools  open  in  September. 

Among  the  most  successful  games  held  by  District  Athletic 
Leagues  might  be  mentioned  those  of  D.A.L.  7  at  the  Twenty- 
second  Regiment  Armory  on  May  6  and  D.A.L.  14,  also  at  the 
Twenty-second  Regiment  Armory  on  May  13.  The  attendance  in 
both  cases  was  large  and  the  games  w-ere  especially  well  managed. 
The  meet  held  by  D.A.L.  11  at  the  Twenty-third  Regiment  Arm- 
ory was  of  a  high  order,  as  were  many  others  throughout  the 
city.  The  least  successful  meets  were  those  where  insufficient 
preparation  had  been  made  and  contestants  and  spectators  were 
allowed  to  crowd  upon  the  field,  thus  making  it  difficult  for  the 
officials  to  properly  run  off  the  events.  The  example  of  the 
many  successful  meets  will  probably  be  of  service  to  the  others. 

The  financial  success  of  most  of  the  District  Athletic  League 
meets  was  very  gratifying.  Several  cleared  over  $250  each ;  which 
sum  is  divided  among  the  schools  concerned  to  be  used  for 
athletics. 

District  Athletic  Leagues  Nos.  i  and  5  have  been  raising  money 
for  athletics  by  means  of  lectures  and  entertainments.  Each 
school  sells  tickets  and  receives  its  share  of  the  proceeds.  This 
plan  has  been  very  successful.  The  use  of  public  halls  has  been 
donated  in  several  cases,  and  lecturers  and  musicians  have  con- 
tributed their  services.  It  has  served  to  arouse  a  popular  in- 
terest in  athletics  for  school  boys,  as  well  as  provide  funds  to 
carry  on  the  work. 

District  Athletic  League  11  has  secured  and  is  grading  a  very 
satisfactory  field  for  the  use  of  its  schools.  League  i  is  grading 
a  small  field,  the  use  of  which  has  been  donated  for  next  year. 
Such  an  arrangement  is  impossible  in  most  cases,  and  the  great 
problem  that  confronts  the  District  Athletic  Leagues  is  to  secure 
suitable  fields  for  athletic  training  and  games. 
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Prior  to  the  District  Athletic  League  meets  about  120  schools 
held  preliminary  games  for  their  own  boys,  in  order  to  select 
those  who  should  represent  the  school  in  the  district  competi- 
tions. 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  the  num- 
ber of  school  boys  taking  part  in  athletics.  One  school  with  an 
enrollment  of  969  boys  reported  that  at  least  two-thirds  of  that 
number  were  trying  to  qualify  for  a  place  on  the  school  teams. 
On  the  other  hand  some  teachers  declare  that  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  arouse  any  interest  in  athletics  at  all.  The  P.S.A.L. 
and  District  Athletic  League  games  are  doing  much  to  improve 
the  situation.

Athletic  Badge  Tests. 
Following  out  the  fundamental  purposes  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League,  namely,  to  interest  the  great  mass  of  public 
school  boys  in  athletics,  it  was  decided  to  award  an  Athletic 
Badge  to  every  boy  who  could  reach  a  prescribed  standard  in 
running,  jumping  and  chinning.  The  following  standards  were 
agreed  upon  by  the  P.S.xA-.L.  Games  Committee : 
For  elementary  school  boys  under  13  years  of  age: 

60  yards  run  in 8  3-5  seconds 

Pull  up   (chinning) 4  times 

Standing    broad    jump 6  feet 

For  elementary  school  boys  13  years  of  age  and  over: 

100  yards   run   in 14  seconds 

Pull  up   (chinning) 6  times 

Standing  broad  jump 6  ft.  6  in. 

For  high  school  boys : 

220  yards  in 28  seconds 

Pull  up   (chinning) 9  times 

Running  high  jump 4  ft.  4  in. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  these  tests,  boys  must  be  receiving 
at  least  "B"  in  effort,  proficiency  and  deportment  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools.  In  the  high  schools  the  boys  must  be  doing 
satisfactory  work.     The  badges  are : 
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Bronze  for  Junio'"s  in  Elementary  Schools. 
Bronze  and  silver  for  Seniors  in  Elementary  Schools. 
Silver  for  all  boys  in  High  Schools. 
One  hundred  and  one  elementary  schools  and  ten  high  schools 
held  these  tests  during  the  Fall  of   1904.     The  tests   were  con- 
ducted by  committees  appointed  by  the  District  Athletic  Leagues, 
and  the  lists  of  boys  qualifying  were  certified  to  by  the  Principal 
of  the  school  and  the  Chairman  of  Games  Committee  of  the  Dis- 
trict Athletic  League.

An  engraved  certificate,  17x24  inches,  with  space  for  200 
names,  was  presented  to  each  school  that  held  the  athletic  badge 
competition.  It  is  a  double  honor  for  a  boy  to  have  his  name 
appear  on  this  certificate,  because  it  stands  for  both  athletic  abil- 
ity and  satisfactory  school  work. 

The  percentage  of  failures  in  the  different  tests  was  discussed 
by  the  Elementary  Schools  Games  Committee  and  it  was  decided 
to  recommend  the  following  changes : 

That  the  standing  broad  jump  for  juniors  be  changed  from  6 
feet  to  5  feet  9  inches. 

That  the  time  for  the  60  yards  run,  which  had  been  substituted 
as  an  indoor  event  for  the  100  yards  run,  and  for  which  the  stan- 
dard had  been  set  at  7  4-5  seconds,  be  changed  to  8  seconds. 

These  changes  were  approved  by  the  P.S.A.L.  Games  Com- 
mittee. 
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There  was  a  long  delay  in  getting  the  badges.  The  tests  were 
completed  on  January  17,  but  the  badges  were  not  ready  for  de- 
livery until  the  last  of  April.  In  view  of  this  forced  delay,  the 
League  decided  to  issue  to  each  badge  winner  a  neatly  engraved 
certificate  showing  a  cut  of  the  badge  and  certifying  that  the 
holder  had  qualified  under  the  prescribed  tests  and  was  entitled 
to  wear  the  athletic  badge. 


High  School  Indoor  Games. 

The  annual  indoor  games  for  the  high  schools  of  the  city  were 
held  at  the  Twenty-third  Regiment  Armory,  on  the  evening  of 
December  17,  1904.  The  games  were  very  satisfactory  both  from 
the  standpoint  of  attendance  and  competition.  Although  there 
were  317  entries  in  fifteen  events,  the  games  were  run  off  in  one 
hour  and  forty  minutes. 

Complimentary  tickets  were  sent  to  members  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  Associate  Superintendents,  District  Superintendents, 
Members  of  Local  School  Boards,  Directors  and  Members  of  the 
League,  Principals  of  High  and  Elementary  Schools,  Members  of 
the  High  Schools  Games  Committee,  Teachers  of  Physical  Train- 
ing and  others  interested  in  the  League. 

There  were  544  paid  admissions.  Trophies  were  awarded  as 
follows :

The  all  around  point  trophy,  "The  Sprinter,"  was  won  by  the 
High  School  of  Commerce.  Records  in  detail  with  names  of 
those  winning  points  in  the  different  events  are  on  file. 
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Elementary  School  Indoor  Games. 

The  annual  indoor  games  for  elementary  schools  were  held  at 
Madison  Square  Garden  on  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1904,  in  connection  with  the  annual  games  of  the  Pastime 
Athletic  Club.  This  arrangement  was  decided  upon  after  some 
hesitation,  as  it  was  impossible  to  secure  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
Garden  before  March,  1905. 

There  were  321  boys  entered  in  twelve  events.  The  field  events 
and  the  trials  and  semi-finals  in  the  track  events  were  run  off 
during  the  afternoon.  The  finals  came  in  the  evening  on  the 
Pastime  A.C.  programme.  The  school  boy  events  in  the  evening 
were  hotly  contested  and  received  the  most  enthusiastic  applause. 

Printed  announcements  were  sent  to  friends  and  supporters  of 
the  League  two  weeks  before  the  games,  inviting  them  to  attend 
and  promising  tickets  on  receipt  of  reply.  About  375  tickets  were 
sent  out  in  this  way.

The  time  announced  in  the  track  events  at  these  games  was  not 
considered  sufficiently  accurate  to  stand  as  records.  The  P.S.A.L. 
Games  Committee  voted  to  allow  those  records  only  that  were 
made  in  field  events. 

Elementary  Schools  Basket  Ball  Tournament. 
At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Elementary  Schools  Games  Com- 
mittee a  special  Committee  on  Basket  Ball  was  appointed  to  re- 
port plans  for  a  championship  tournament. 
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Each  District  Athletic  League  held  a  series  of  games  to  select 
its  best  team.  These  D.A.L.  champions  played  off  for  the  borough 
championship.  The  following  list  gives  the  winner  for  each 
borough  : 

P.S.  188  won  for  Manhattan. 

P.S.     31  won  for  Bronx. 

P.S.     II  won  for  Queens. 

P.S.     43  won  for  Brooklyn. 

Richmond  was  not  represented. 
In  the  semi-final  games.  Brooklyn  defeated  Queens,  and  Man- 
hattan defeated  Bronx.  The  final  game  between  Manhattan  and 
Brooklyn  for  the  city  championship  was  played  on  the  morning 
of  January  28,  1905,  at  the  Seventy-first  Regiment  Armory  be- 
fore an  enthusiastic  audience  of  teachers  and  pupils.  Several 
tickets  were  sent  out  to  each  school  that  had  entered  a  team  in 
the  tournament  and  one  hundred  tickets  were  sent  to  P.S.  188, 
Manhattan,  and  P.S.  43,  Brooklyn,  from  which  schools  the  par- 
ticipating teams  came.  P.S.  188,  Manhattan,  won.  The  Pratt 
Trophy  was  formally  presented  to  the  school  on  February  21, 
I905»  by  District  Superintendent  Straubenmuller,  and  the  gold 
medals  for  the  winning  team  were  presented  by  Dr.  John  Huston 
Finley,  President  of  the  College  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

A  bronze  plaque,  mounted  on  oak.  was  presented  by  the  League 
to  the  schools  winning  borough  championships. 


High  Schools  Basket  Ball  Championships. 

Eight  high  schools  entered  teams  for  the  city  championship 
tournament.  A  Committee  on  Basket  Ball  appointed  by  the  High 
Schools  Games  Committee,  had  charge  of  the  games.  The  pre- 
liminaries and  semi-finals  were  played  in  the  gymnasium  of  the 
National  A.C.,  Brooklyn,  on  February  25. 

The  final  game  between  Boys'  High  School  and  DeWitt  Clinton 
High  School  were  played  at  the  Seventy-first  Regiment  Armory 
on  the  forenoon  of  March  4,  1905.  The  armory  was  filled.  Com- 
plimentary tickets  had  been  sent  to  all  the  high  schools  and  to 
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officers  and  members  of  the  League.  DeWitt  Clinton  High  School 
won  the  championship. 

Col.  W.  H.  Washington  was  present  and  formally  presented  to 
the  League  the  intercity  championship  cup  won  by  New  York  in 
the  Olympic  Championships  for  the  Public  High  and  Elementary 
Schools  of  America  at  the  World's  Fair.  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

The  Dodge  Trophy  for  the  High  Schools  Basket  Ball  Cham- 
pionship was  awarded  to  DeWitt  Clinton  High  School  and  gold 
medals  to  the  members  of  the  team. 


Special  Roof  Games. 

In  accordance  with  a  suggestion  made  by  Dr.  Maxwell  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  League,  ten  sets  of  dual  athletic  meets  were 
planned  to  be  held  on  the  roof  playgrounds  of  public  school  build- 
ings in  different  parts  of  the  city.  Some  of  these  games  were 
later  combined  to  make  them  cover  an  entire  District  Athletic 
League,  so  that  but  six  distinct  sets  of  games  were  finally  held. 

The  roofs  were  found  to  be  very  unsatisfactory  for  vigorous 
athletic  competitions  on  account  of  the  glazed  tiles  that  are  used 
for  the  surface.  It  was  necessary  to  exercise  the  greatest  care, 
especially  in  the  jumps,  to  prevent  boys  from  being  injured  on 
the  slippery  surface.  These  roofs  are  good  for  gymnastic  games, 
but  are  not  desirable  for  athletic  competitions  between  schools. 

The  games  were  very  successful  from  the  standpoint  of  interest, 
both  preceding  and  at  the  time  of  the  games.  Twenty-one  schools 
took  part  in  the  competitions.  The  League  furnished  specially 
designed  medals  for  the  boys  and  bronze  plaques  for  the  schools 
winning  their  respective  meets. 

District  superintendents  and  principals  have  expressed  them- 
selves as  much  gratified  at  the  interest  taken  by  the  schools  in 
these  games,  and  as  greatly  indebted  to  the  League  for  making 
such  competitions  possible.  The  last  games  of  the  series  were 
held  in  the  school  yard  instead  of  upon  the  roof.  The  cement 
surface  is  much  better  for  these  games  than  the  glazed  tiles.

High  School  Outdoor  Novice  Championships. 
On  the  afternoon  of  May  13,  1905,  at  Columbia  Oval,  the  High 
Schools  Novice  Championships  and  High  Schools  Relay  Cham- 
pionships were  held.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-three  entries  were 
received  for  the  twelve  events  on  the  programme.  The  competi- 
tions which  were  close  and  exciting  resulted  in  a  victory  for  De- 
AVitt  Clinton  High  School  in  the  number  of  points  scored.  The 
New  York  A.C.  Trophy  was  awarded  to  this  school  for  the  All 
Around  Novice  Championship.  High  School  of  Commerce  won 
the  High  Schools  Relay  Championship  at  one  mile,  and  in  win- 
ning her  boys  established  a  new  world's  record  at  the  distance. 
The  attendance  was  very  small,  although  a  large  number  of  tickets 
were  sent  out  to  people  in  the  public  school  system  and  to  mem- 
bers of  the  League.  Although  Columbia  Oval  is  an  ideal  field  for 
athletics,  it  is  located  so  far  from  the  centre  of  the  city  that  it  is 
impossible  to  get  crowds  to  go  out  to  it. 

Elementary  Schools  Novice  Championships  and  High  Schools 
Championships. 
The  annual  outdoor  novice  games  of  the  Elementary  Schools 
and   the   High   Schools   Championships   were  held   at   Columbia 
Oval,  on  May  27.     The  former  took  place  in  the  forenoon  and  the 
latter  in  the  afternoon.     Altogether  they   were   the   best  games 
that  the  League  has  ever  held.     The  events  were  all  well  con- 
tested and  city  records  were  broken  in  the  following  events :

The  attendance  was  very  good  for  Columbia  Oval;  about  800 
besides  the  contestants  being  present.     There  were  556  boys  en- 
tered in  the  eighteen  elementary  school  events  and  174  entries  in 
the  high  school  events. 

P.S.  166,  Manhattan,  won  the  New  York  A.C.  point  trophy  for 
Novice  Championship,  and  DeWitt  Clinton  won  the  High  Schools 
Championship,  which  gave  them  the  all-around  high  school  out- 
door championship  of  the  city.  The  H.  A.  Metz  trophy,  'The 
Athlete,"  was  awarded  for  this  victory. 

Elementary  Schools  Outdoor  Championships. 

The  last  of  the  series  of  outdoor  games,  the  Elementary  Schools 
Championships,  was  held  at  Columbia  Oval  on  the  forenoon  of 
June  17.  The  Pastime  A.C.  Field  had  been  previously  engaged 
and  all  arrangements  made,  but  the  sale  of  these  grounds  made  it 
necessary  for  us  to  secure  a  forenoon  at  Columbia  Oval.  All  Sat- 
urday afternoons  had  already  been  taken. 

P.S.  40,  Manhattan,  won  "The  Globe"  championship  trophy  for 
most  points  scored. 

Elementary  Schools  Base  Ball  Tournament. 
The  base  ball  committee  appointed  by  the  Elementary  Schools 
Games  Committee,  arranged  a  series  of  games  leading  up  to  the 
city  championship.  The  schools  throughout  the  city  played  first 
for  the  championship  of  their  respective  District  Athletic  Leagues ; 
then  the  District  Athletic  Leagues  champions  played  for  borough 
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championships.  The  borough  championships  winners  were  then 
matched  and  the  winners  played  off  for  the  city  championship 
which  was  won  by  P.S.  46,  Manhattan,  at  the  Brooklyn  National 
League  Grounds  on  the  afternoon  of  June  24. 

The  schools  winning  the  borough  championships  were :  P.S. 
46,  Manhattan;  P.S.  109,  Brooklyn;  P.S.  58,  Queens,  and  P.S.  14, 
Richmond.     Bronx  was  not  represented. 

A.  G.  Spalding  &  Bros,  have  promised  to  donate  a  fine  trophy 
for  annual  competition  among  the  elementary  schools  of  Greater 
New  York.  Gold  medals  were  presented  to  the  winning  team 
and  silver  medals  to  the  borough  champions.  One  hundred  and 
three  school  teams  took  part  in  the  tournament. 

There  was  great  difficulty  in  securing  grounds  for  the  numerous 
games  and  the  schedule  was  repeatedly  disarranged  by  rain.  This 
greatly  delayed  the  tournament  and  made  it  necessary  for  some 
teams  to  play  without  sufficient  intermission  between  games.  The 
few  cases  of  dissatisfaction  with  umpires  can  probably  be  avoided 
in  the  future  by  the  League  selecting  all  officials  as  soon  as  the 
inter-district  games  begin.  Professional  umpires  should  be  pro- 
vided for  all  interborough  games.  Harmony  in  the  schools  should 
be  the  fundamental  consideration  in  every  branch  of  our  work. 

Marksmanship  Competition. 

The  four  sub-target  gun  machines  that  were  presented  to  the 
League  by  the  Treasurer,  S.  R.  Guggenheim,  were  used  this 
Spring  in  the  first  annual  competition  between  the  High  School 
of  Commerce,  Morris  High  School,  DeWitt  Clinton  High  School 
and  Boys'  High  School. 

Target  practice  with  these  guns  has  been  in  progress  during 
Winter  and  Spring  in  the  above  schools.  Dr.  C.  Ward  Crampton 
was  appointed  by  the  P.S.A.L.  Games  Committee  to  arrange  for 
the  competition.  With  Gen.  Wingate,  he  formulated  a  plan  for 
preliminary  competitions  in  the  four  high  schools  to  select  the 
teams.  At  stated  dates  each  school  shot  for  its  record  before  the 
marksmanship  committee.  Capt.  G.  W.  Corwin,  Seventy-first 
Regiment,  N.G.,  N.Y.,  was  personally  in  charge  of  the  final  tests. 
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These  records  were  then  compared,  and  the  magnificent  trophy, 
presented  by  Harry  Payne  Whitney,  was  awarded  to  DeVVitt 
Clinton  High  School  for  securing  the  highest  average  of  team 
shooting.  Silver  medals,  modeled  after  the  championship  trophy, 
were  presented  to  the  members  of  the  victorious  team.

The  highest  aggregate  score  was  made  by  the  DeWitt  Clmton 
High  School  Team,  with  a  total  of  Z11  points. 

The  splendid  records  made  by  the  boys  have  greatly  stimulated 
interest  in  rifle  shooting  in  the  schools  concerned.  The  com- 
petition next  year  promises  to  be  very  keen,  and  will,  no  doubt, 
develop  a  large  number  of  marksmen  among  the  high  school  boys. 

Other  high  schools  that  should  be  provided  with  the  sub-target 
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gun  machines  are :  Stuyvesant  High  School,  Erasmus  Hall  High 
School,  Manual  Training  High  School,  Commercial  High  School, 
Bryant  High  School  and  Curtis  High  School. 

Special  Events  for  School  Boys  in  Outside  Games. 

Special  recognition  has  been  given  to  school  boy  athletes  by 
the  athletic  organizations  of  the  city  during  the  past  year.  Ap- 
plications have  been  made  to  the  League  for  sanctions  for  sev- 
enty-seven school  boy  events  given  by  outside  organizations. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  League  to  send  a  representative 
to  all  games  where  events  for  school  boys  were  on  the  pro- 
gramme. Although  the  majority  of  such  games  have  been  well 
conducted  and  were  in  every  way  proper  for  boys  to  attend,  the 
few  exceptions  raise  the  question  of  the  advisability  of  granting 
sanctions  at  all  for  events  held  by  the  various  athletic  clubs  of 
the  city.  There  is  danger  of  cases  arising  that  will  bring  serious 
criticism  against  the  League ;  then,  also,  the  boys  who  enter  such 
events  are  the  crack  athletes  of  the  schools,  who  have  ample  op- 
portunity for  athletics  in  the  numerous  school  contests. 

Use  of  Armories. 

The  Colonels  of  the  various  regiments  of  the  city  have  greatly 
assisted  the  work  of  the  League  by  granting  the  use  of  their 
armories  for  our  athletic  meets.  We  are  specially  indebted  to 
Colonel  Stokes,  of  the  Twenty-third  Regiment;  Colonel  Bartlett, 
of  the  Twenty-second  Regiment ;  Colonel  Bates,  of  the  Seventy- 
first  Regiment ;  Colonel  Jarvis,  of  the  Eighth  Regiment ;  Colonel 
Morris,  of  the  Ninth  Regiment ;  Colonel  Duffy,  of  the  'Sixty- 
ninth  Regiment,  and  Colonel  Austin,  of  the  Thirteenth  Regiment. 
Sixteen  sets  of  games  have  been  held  in  armories  during  the  past 
year. 

Special  privileges  for  practice  prior  to  these  games  have  been 
given  in  several  instances. 

Athletic  Associations  in   Schools. 
Each  of  the  high  schools  has  an  athletic  association  which  as- 
sists in  supporting  its  interests.     In  the  elementary  schools  there 
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is  a  movement  along  the  same  line.  The  replies  to  inquiries  re- 
cently sent  out  show  that  at  least  35  elementary  schools  have 
athletic  associations  with  a  total  membership  of  4,216.  Ten 
principals  report  that  associations  are  being  organized  in  their 
schools,  or  will  be  organized,  at  the  opening  of  school  next  Fall. 

Athletic   Training   Centres. 

P.S.  42  Athletic  Centre — From  March  13  to  April  29  the 
League  conducted  an  afternoon  athletic  centre  at  the  first  floor 
playground  of  P.S.  42,  Manhattan.  Tickets  of  admission  were 
distributed  among  the  boys  of  the  grammar  schools  of  Districts 
2  and  3.  These  were  given  out  each  day  in  the  class  rooms  to 
boys  doing  satisfactory  school  work  for  that  day.  Admission  to 
the  athletic  centre  was  by  ticket  only.  At  first  200  tickets  were 
sent  out  for  distribution  each  day;  after  the  work  became  organ- 
ized the  number  was  increased  to  400.  There  were  two  sections 
each  afternoon.  Each  had  an  hour  at  the  playground.  The 
first  section  was  restricted  to  boys  I3,.years  of  age  and  over  ^yho 
had  not  reached  the  sixth  grade.  The  centre  was  in  charge  of 
one  director  and  one  assistant.  The  work  done  was  strictly 
athletic  and  led  up  to  a  set  of  athletic  games  for  the  champion- 
ship of  the  two  districts.  The  athletic  centre  was  highly  suc- 
cessful from  an  athletic  standpoint,  and  the  principals  and  teach- 
ers of  the  schools  concerned  reported  that  it  served  as  a  special 
aid  to  discipline.  The  District  Superintendent  of  the  two  dis- 
tricts gave  the  undertaking  most  cordial  support.  The  total  ex- 
pense for  the  six  weeks  was  $166.50. 

Maxwell  House — The  schools  of  Districts  27  and  29  of  Brook- 
lyn have  no  opportunity  for  athletics  during  the  Winter.  For 
these  districts  a  basket  ball  centre  was  established  at  the  Maxwell 
Settlement  House  on  March  13.  A  schedule  was  arranged  which 
allowed  four  schools  to  send  teams  and  substitutes  each  day  for 
practice.  After  the  material  had  been  tried  out  and  the  school 
teams  selected,  a  tournament  for  both  juniors  and  seniors  was 
held  resulting  in  a  senior  victory  for  P.S.  44  and  a  junior  vic- 
tory for  P.S.  5.     A  bronze  plaque  was  presented  by  the  League 
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to  each  of  the  victorious  schools,  and  the  boys  themselves  raised 
money  for  medals  for  the  first  and  second  teams  in  each  series. 
This  basket  ball  centre  accommodated  fourteen  schools.  It  was 
continued  for  eleven  weeks  at  a  total  expense  of  $128. 

Pastime  A.C.  Field — The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  se- 
cured the  use  of  the  Pastime  A.C.  grounds,  Seventy-ninth  Street 
and  East  River,  from  May  i  to  June  30,  1905,  as  an  athletic  train- 
ing centre  for  the  schools  of  Districts  8,  12,  13  and  15,  and  for 
the  DeWitt  Clinton  High  School  and  Stuyvesant  High  School. 

The  League  had  exclusive  use  of  the  grounds  from  3  to  5 
P.M.  on  school  days  and  from  10  A.M.  to  12  M.  on  Saturdays. 
The  consideration  was  $100.00  per  month.  The  high  schools  used 
the  grounds  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays. 

Boys  were  admitted  by  tickets  which  were  given  out  in  the 
schools  each  day  to  such  as  were  doing  satisfactory  school  work 
and  who  were  O.K.  for  deportment.  Three  hundred  tickets  for 
each  day  were  divided  among  the  schools  concerned. 

A  competent  instructor,  Mr.  H.  H.  Lanigan,  formerly  teacher 
of  gymnastics  at  Cornell  University,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the 
grounds. 

Principals  were  requested  to  send  teachers  in  charge  of  their 
boys.  This  was  done  in  most  cases.  The  attendance  average  145 
per  day. 

The  work  was  similar  to  that  conducted  at  the  playground  of 
P.S.  42,  Manhattan,  during  the  Winter.  The  purpose  in  both 
cases  was  to  give  the  boys  systematic  training  in  athletics,  in- 
stead of  too  frequent  competitions,  and  to  have  it  conducted  in 
such  a  way  that  work  in  the  classes  would  be  benefited.  At  the 
end  of  May  the  grounds  were  sold,  and  we  were  obliged  to  dis- 
continue the  work  much  to  the  regret  of  all  concerned.  The 
total  expense  for  the  five  weeks  was  $191.25. 

St.  Michael's  Field — On  May  15  the  League  secured  the  use  of 
St.  Michael's  base  ball  grounds  at  Forty-seventh  Street  and  Sec- 
ond Avenue,  Brooklyn,  for  the  schools  of  Districts  27,  28,  29,  30, 
2,1  and  38.  This  was  for  base  ball  practice  only.  Districts  28 
and  30   had  the  field  on   Mondays   and   Thursdays   from  3   to  6 
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P.M.,  2>1  ^"(1  38  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridajs  from  3  to  6  P.M.,  and 
27  and  29  on  Wednesdays  from  3  to  6  P.M.  and  Saturdays  from 
10  A.M.  to  12  M. 

The  total  expense  from  May  15  to  June  30  was  $75.00.  The 
keeper  of  the  field  was  in  charge  and  teachers  accompanied  their 
school  teams  when  they  came  for  practice.  The  three  District 
Athletic  Leagues  concerned  planned  the  schedule  for  their  own 
schools.  No  boy  was  allowed  to  play  on  his  school  team  who  was 
not  doing  satisfactory  school  work. 

Trophies. 
The  trophies  owned  by  the  League  are  of  exceptional  value. 
They  were  all  donated  by  persons  interested  in  the  kind  of  work 
that  the  League  is  doing.  All  are  for  annual  competition  and 
must  be  won  several  times  by  a  school  before  they  can  be  held 
as  permanent  property.  A  list  of  these  trophies  together  with  a 
photograph  and  complete  history  of  each  is  on  file.  There  are 
forty-two  of  them,  representing  a  total  of  $3,950-  This  not  in- 
cluding the  magnificent  inter-city  trophy  won  by  the  New  York 
City  school  boys  at  the  Olympic  Championships,  held  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Louisiana  Purchase  Exposition  at  St.  Louis  last 
summer.     The  value  of  this  trophy  is  said  to  be  $1,500. 

Year  Book. 
A  year  book  of  the  League  is  being  published  and  will  be  ready 
for  distribution  this  Winter.  The  book  is  in  magazine  form  and 
contains  a  full  report  of  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  League, 
together  with  list  of  trophies,  records  of  games,  results  of  ath- 
letic badge  tests,  etc.     Five  thousand  copies  will  be  printed. 

Handbook. 
The  second  edition  of  the  P.S.A.L.  Handbook,  containing  all 
athletic  rules  and  records  of  the  League,  will  be  published  this 
Summer.  This  is  issued  as  a  regular  number  of  Spalding's  Ath- 
letic Library.  Last  September  the  publishers  very  kindly  placed 
9,500  copies  at  the  disposal  of  the  League.  These  books  were 
sent  out  to  officers  and  members  of  the  League,  members  of  the 
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Board  of  Education,  Associate  Superintendents,  District  Super- 
intendents, Officers  of  District  Athletic  Leagues,  members  of 
Local  School  Boards  and  several  copies  to  each  high  school  and 
to  all  elementary  schools  having  boys  in  grammar  grades. 

Summary. 

The  growth  of  the  League  during  the  past  year  has  not  only 
been  rapid,  but  of  a  very  substantial  nature.  The  District  Ath- 
letic Leagues  organizations  have  been  strengthened,  the  district 
superintendents  are  taking  a  more  active  interest  and  the  princi- 
pals are  doing  their  part  by  forming  athletic  associations  within 
their  schools.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  85  per  cent,  of  the 
present  school  organizations  have  been  organized  during  the 
eighteen  months  that  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  has 
been  in  existence. 

The  general  interest  in  athletics  that  is  being  aroused  in  the 
schools  all  over  the  city  was  illustrated  at  our  last  outdoor  meet. 
The  races  were  not  processions,  but  were  all  close  and  exciting. 
Nineteen  city  records  were  broken.  The  larger  schools  that  have 
been  giving  attention  to  athletics  for  a  long  time  did  not  carry  off 
all  the  honors,  as  they  had  formerly  done.  The  smaller  schools 
were  conspicuous  among  the  prize  winners.  One  school  that 
usually  wins  a  good  share  of  the  points  at  every  meet  had  a 
large  entry  in  our  last  outdoor  games,  but  secured  one  point  only 
out  of  a  possible  198.  This  is  certainly  evidence  of  a  general 
increase  of  interest  and  indicates  the  kind  of  growth  that  is  de- 
sirable.

No.  3,  at  75  cents ;  a  supporter  is  very  essential  for  an  ath- 
lete and  nearly  all  the  champions  use  them;  No.  5  is  the  most 
suitable  one  and  retails  at  75  cents ;  a  pair  of  corks  will  cost  the 
athlete  15  cents;  pushers  for  the  running  shoes,  25  cents;  the 
bath  robe  is  now  an  essential  part  of  an  athlete's  outfit — these  re- 
tail at  $5.00.  This  complete  outfit  costs  $19. 15.  v 

The  second  quality  of  the  same  line  of  goods  can  be  bought 
as  follows:  Sprinting  shoes,  No.  10,  $4.00;  sweater,  No.  B, 
$5.00 ;  shirt.

There  is  an  awful  lot  in  getting  used  to  a  pole  and  having  confi- 
dence in  the  one  that  is  yours,  because  no  other  contestant  is 
allowed  to  use  it  according  to  the  rules,  which  is  quite  right,  for 
we  have  often  seen  a  pole-vaulter  make  the  fatal  mistake  of  allow- 
ing much  heavier  men  to  use  his  pole  and  break  it.  Any  one 
can  naturally  understand  that  a  man  who  weighs  160  pounds 
cannot  use  a  pole  designed  for  a  man  weighing  115  pounds.  The 
best  pole  on  the  market  for  athletic  purposes  is  the  15-foot 
6-inch  pole  as  .supplied  by  A.  G.  Spalding  &  Bros,  to  the  Prince- 


ton  University  A.  A.     This  pole  is  made  of  hollow  spruce,  thus 
being    much    lighter,    and    owing    to    a    special    preparation    with 

which  it  is  filled,  the 
strength  and  stiffness  is 
greatly  increased.  It  re- 
tails for  $10.50;  a  14-foot 
pole,  hollow,  retails  for 
$9.50,  and  the  solid  for 
$6.00.  Usually  the  vault- 
er  will  wrap  the  pole 
to  suit  his  own  tastes. 

The  high  jumper  and 
the  broad  jumper  will 
want  an  outfit  as  fol- 
lows :  Jumping  shoes.

An  outfit  with  several  of  the  articles  of  a  cheaper  grade  than 
the  above,  costs:  Jumping  shoes,  No.  14-H,  $5.00;  sweater.  No. 
B,  $5.00;  shirt,  No.  6-E,  50  cents;  pants.  No.  4,  50  cents;  sup- 
porter, No.  2,  50  cents;  corks,  No.  i,  15  cents;  pushers,  No.  5, 
25  cents:  bath  robe,  $3.50. 

The  man  who  throws  the  weights  will  require  the  same  wear- 
ing apparel  as  the  pole-vaulter  or  the  runner.  John  Flanagan 
and  James  Mitchel,  two  of  the  greatest  weight  throwers  in  the 
world,  wear  what  is  known  as  the  No.  14-H  shoe,  with  a  short 
spike,  which  retails  for  $5.00.  It  is  very  essential  that  the  weight 
thrower  should  have  his  own  implements ;  in  fact,  nearly  all  the 
champion  weight  throwers  carry  their  own  weights  with  them 
and  guard  them  jealously. 

Without  doubt  the  best  hammer  in  the  market  to-day  is  the  ball- 
bearing  championship   hammer   as    designed   and    used   by   John

Flanagan,  the  record  holder  and  champion  thrower  of  the  world. 
This  sells  for  $10.00.  An  extra  leather  case  for  carrying  these 
hammers  will  cost  the  athlete  $2.00.  The  regulation  hammer, 
lead,  you  can  get  for  $4.50  and  the  iron 
at  $3.25.  The  16-pound  shot,  lead,  will 
cost  $2.50,  and  the  iron,  $1.75.  The  56- 
pound  weight,  lead,  will  cost  $8.50, 
While  on  this  subject  I  would  advise  any 
weight  thrower  who  wants  to  become 
expert  to  carry  his  own  weights  and 
particularly  his  own  hammer.  He  can 
then  arrange  to  have  the  grip  made  to 
suit  himself,  and  when  necessary  to 
cover  it  with  leather,  and  he  will  not  be 
called  upon  when  he  goes  to  a  competi- 
tion to  take  the  ordinary  hammer  with 
a  handle  with  v/hich  he  is  not  familiar. 

Athletes  should  make  it  a  point  to  have  two  suits  of  athletic 
apparel,  one  for  competition  and  one  for  practice  purposes.  The 
clothing  that   some  of  our  crack  athletes  wear  in  competition  is 

a  disgrace  to  athletics,  and  it  adds  a 

great  deal  to  an  athlete's  appearance 
to  appear  neat  and  clean  when  taking 
part  in  athletic  competition.  In  prac- 
tice within  one's  club  or  grounds  al- 
most any  kind  of  clothing  can  be 
used.  A  sprinter  should  have  two- 
pairs  of  running  shoes,  one  a  very 
heavy  pair  for  practicing  in  (the 
cross  country  shoe,  No.  14-C,  makes 
a  very  good  shoe  for  this  purpose, 
and  can  be  had  with  or  without 
spikes  on  heels),  and  a  light  pair  for 
racing.  One  of  the  best  professional 
sprinters  that  ever  wore  a  shoe  made  it  a  point  to  train  for  all 
his  races  in  very  heavy  sprinting  shoes.     Aside  from  the  benefit

that  is  claimed  for  practicing  in  heavy  sh.oes.  y«u  always  feel 
as  though  you  have  a  pair  of  shoes  that  will  he  ready  for  any 
race  that  is  scheduled,  and  hear  in  mind  it  does  not  pay  to 
buy  athletic  implements  or  clothing  that  are  cheap.  They  don't 
wear  and  cannot  give  you  the  service  that  you  will  get  from 
articles  that  are  official  and  made  by  a  reputable  house. 

Athletes  and  athletic  club  officials  would  do  well  to  procure  a 
copy  of  the  Athletic  Primer  (No.  87)  of  Spalding's  Athletic  Li- 
brary ) .  Thisi  book  fully  covers  the  construction  of  athletic  grounds 
and  tracks,  the  management  of  games,  formation  of  new  clubs,  etc. 
It  also  contains  illustrations  and  diagrams  of  what  might  be 
considered  a  perfect  athletic  track. 

In  laying  out  or  re-arranging  grounds  great  care  should  be 
taken  to  see  that  the  field  sports  can  go  on  without  interference, 
and  in  the  management  of  a  large  meeting  it  is  very  essential 
that  more  than  one 
field  sport  should  go 
on  at  one  time .  There- 
fore it  should  be  ar- 
ranged to  have  the 
running  broad  jump, 
running     high     jump,  Take-off  Board, 

and  the  circles  for  weight-throwing  separated.  In  order  to  have 
your  plant  as  perfect  as  possible,  it  is  necessary  that  you  have  all 
the  apparatus  that  is  necessary,  not  only  to  conduct  an  athletic 
meet,  but  to  give  the  different  athletes  an  opportunity  to  practice

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Our    Purpose 


Judicious  athletic  sports  are  peculiarly  needed  by  city  boys, 
first  because  the  work,  which  in  all  previous  years  of  the  world's 
history  has  been  available  as  a  source  of  muscular  education  of 
boys,  is  now  done  very  largely  by  machinery,  A  city  boy  has 
but  little  opportunity  to  do  the  kind  of  work  which  has  always 
been  one  of  the  main  factors  in  their  physical  development. 
Secondly,  because  the  opportunity  for  play,  under  normal  condi- 
tions, has  been  largely  removed  by  their  not  having  space  enough 
in  the  cities  for  athletic  sports.  The  boys  themselves  are  unable 
to  secure  opportunities  for  their  own  development  in  these  lines 
because  of  the  large  financial  and  administrative  problems  in- 
volved in  a  big  city.  In  a  small  country  town  they  can  handle 
their  own  games  pretty  well,  but  in  a  big  city  this  is  obviously 
impossible  because  of  the  many  thousands  involved,  and  because 
of  the  great  expense  of  ground,  and  the  like. 

Physical  vigor  and  power  are  just  as  closely  related  to  the 
development  of  manhood  as  they  ever  have  been.  Realizing  these 
conditions,  a  number  of  gentlemen  have  undertaken  to  help  the 
boys  of  New  York  City  in  these  directions.  These  gentlemen 
are  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  named  on  previous 
pages.  This  work  cannot  be  done  by  the  existing  school  organi- 
zation, as  this  has  to  do  only  with  the  boys  and  girls  during  school 
hours,  and  yet  because  of  the  very  close  relation  of  the  work 
to  the  schools,  it  has  been  thought  desirable  that  this  organiza- 
tion should  be  initiated  by  those  who  are  close  to  the  school 
work.  This  accounts  for  the  fact  that  such  men  as  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and 
active  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  itself  have  been  the 
leaders  in  the  organization  of  the  work.  Thus  the  League  is 
mainly  an  organization  to  help  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  city 
in  these  lines,  rather  than  an  organization  of  the  pupils  them-

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selves.     The  steps  by  which  they  hope  to  accomplish  the  ends 
are  discussed  in  detail  in  this  pamphlet. 

While  the  more  obvious  endeavor  is  to  cultivate  athletics  along 
existing  lines,  holding  championship  meetings,  and  the  like,  the 
aim  toward  which  this  is  a  means  is  to  increase  the  athletic  spirit 
and  practice  among  the  great  mass  of  pupils.  Special  endeavors, 
by  giving  buttons  for  a  moderate  degree  of  attainment,  the  hold- 
ing of  novice  games,  and  the  like,  are  most  definitely  related  to 
the  direct  and  ultimate  purpose  of  the  League.  These  are  de- 
scribed in  detail  on  other  pages.

On  behalf  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  and  also  as 
an  old  public  school  boy,  and  one  who  owes  much  mentally  and 
physically  to  having  been  led  in  early  life  to  become  interested 
in  athletics,  I  desire  to  express  my  pride  and  pleasure  at  what 
you  yourselves  are  accomplishing  in  this  subject. 

None  but  those  familiar  with  the  evolution  of  our  city,  appre- 
ciate the  difficulties  you  have  to  contend  against.  The  miles 
upon  miles  of  crowded  streets  and  the  very  few  available  open 
spaces  make  it  almost  impossible  for  you  to  secure  an  oppor- 
tunity for  that  exercise  which  to  country  boys  is  as  free  as  air. 
Many  of  you  also  live  under  circumstances  which  are  harmful  to 
your  physical  development. 

It  was,  therefore,  a  wonderful  sight  to  see  at  Madison  Square 
Garden  on  March  17,  fourteen  hundred  and  eighty  of  you  boys 
who  had  never  won  in  any  of  our  games,  participate  in  the 
"Novice  Matches"  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  and 
make  the  records  which  were  there  made.  The  perfect  order 
among  the  competitors  and  their  thousands  of  friends  who  packed 
the  great  building,  the  cheerful  obedience  to  the  officers  of  the 
games,  the  spirit  of  fair  play  and  good  nature,  and  the  pluck 
and  nerve  shown,  not  only  by  those  who  won,  but  by  those  who 
knew  from  the  beginning  that  they  could  not  win,  yet  entered 
and  did  their  best,  were  things  that  you  all  may  well  be  proud  of, 
and  which  many  organizations  of  grown  men  could  imitate  with 
profit. 

Now,  boys,  the  League  wishes  you  all  to  keep  on.  It  wishes 
every  school  to  take  an  active  interest  in  athletics.  It  wishes 
every  boy  to  win  its  button,  and  to  wear  it,  to  show  he  is  an 
athlete.  You  cannot  expect  success  in  life  however  well  you  may 
be  educated,  unless  you  have  got  a  sound  body.  You  also  need 
those  mental  qualities  of  quickness,  determination  and  nerve  which

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athletics  develop.  You  can  only  get  these  by  practice  in  your 
youth.  You  must  also  remember  that  to  be  an  athlete  you  must 
take  care  of  your  body  besides  exercising  it.  You  must  keep 
your  skin  clean  (which  means  frequent  bathing)  ;  you  must  take 
lots  of  sleep,  and  you  must  keep  out  of  the  bad  influences  of  the 
streets  if  you  want  to  be  strong.  Above  all,  you  must  not  smoke 
cigarettes.  It  stunts  your  development,  injures  your  heart  and 
spoils  your  "wind."  A  grown  man  may  smoke  a  pipe  or  segar, 
without  injury,  although  men  in  training  stop  smoking.  But 
smoking  of  any  sort  is  bad  for  growing  athletes,  and  cigarettes 
with  them  are  fatal  to  all  prospects  of  success. 

Your  prospects  for  the  future  in  respect  to  athletics  are  bright. 
The  city  has  been  most  liberal  in  arranging  to  provide  athletic 
fields  for  your  use.  It  has  purchased  three,  and  two  more  have 
been  selected.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  spring  these 
may  be  ready.  Arrangements  are  being  made  to  fit  up  some 
of  the  recreation  piers  for  your  use  during  the  coming  winter. 

Mayor  MtClellan,  Comptroller  Metz,  President  McGowan,  the 
Borough  Presidents  and  the  Commissioners  of  Parks  are  all  in 
sympathy  with  your  desire  to  have  a  chance  to  enjoy  wholesome 
air  exercise  and  are  doing,  and  will  do,  everything  that  they  can 
to  help  you. 

We,  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  when  we  think 
that  it  is  but  little  more  than  two  years  since  it  was  organized, 
can  scarcely  ourselves  realize  the  progress  that  has  been  made. 
We  have  now  twenty-one  well  organized  District  Leagues  cover- 
ing all  of  Greater  New  York,  each  of  which  had  many  compe- 
titions during  the  past  year.  In  over  nine  championship  meets 
held  during  the  same  period  there  were  3,690  entries.  We  had 
80  basket  ball  and  100  base  ball  games,  and  77  authorized 
events  for  boys  given,  by  outside  organizations,  and  10  games 
held  on  the  roofs  of  the  school  buildings.  About  30,000  boys  com- 
peted for  our  athletic  badge,  and  it  was  won  by  1,162, 

In  all  there  were  held  over  600  separate  competitions  in  which 
there  were  over  150,000  entries,  an  army  greater  than  General 
Grant  marched  across  the  Potomac  to  capture  Richmond.     The

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League  can,  therefore,  justly  claim  that  it  is  at  present  the 
greatest  athletic  association  in  the  world,  even  if  its  competitors 
are  boys. 

It  could  not  have  done  what  it  has  done  if  it  had  not  been 
for  your  co-operation  and  the  hearty  support  it  has  received  from 
your  principals,  teachers  and  parents.  They  would  not  have  ren- 
dered this  if  they  had  not  felt  that  its  work  was  good  for  you 
and  good  for  the  schools. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  urge  you  to  always  bear  in  mind  that 
in  all  your  contests  you  must  "play  fair ;"  despise  anything  that 
is  tricky  or  mean ;  always  abide  strictly  by  the  rules ;  strive  to 
win  by  your  own  superior  athletic  prowess ;  do  not  be  hunting 
for  technicalities  upon  which  to  base  protests  against  your  op- 
ponents and  accept  the  decisions  of  the  officials  of  the  games 
without  complaint  and  in  a  sportsmanlike  spirit.  Do  not  un- 
duly boast  when  you  are  fortunate  enough  to  win ;  be  a  cheerful, 
manly  loser  when  you  do  lose,  and  the  first  to  congratulate  your 
successful  opponents.  Remember,  that  to  be  a  good  athlete, 
means  to  be  a  square,  honorable  gentleman. 

When  you  come  to  use  the  new  athletic  fields  and  the  recreation 
piers,  keep  in  mind  that  they  have  been  created  for  your  personal 
benefit,  that,  therefore,  you  should  consider  them  as  your  prop- 
erty and  neither  injure  them  yourself,  nor  allow  others  to  do 
so.  Also,  when  on  the  grounds,  and  in  going  to  and  from  them, 
remember  to  always  conduct  yourselves  in  the  same  gentlemanly 
manner  that  you  do  in  the  big  events  of  the  League.

of  the  Spalding  Trophy  to  Public  School  No.  46,  Manhattan, 

Winners  of  the  Base  Ball  Championship  for  1905. 


I  am  delighted  to  meet  so  many  young  American 
athletes,  for  I  assume  you  are  all  athletes  or  have  athletic 
aspirations. 

I  congratulate  the  boys  of  this  school,  and  in  fact  all  the 
boys  of  Greater  New  York,  in  having  such  a  remarkable 
organization  as  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  to  direct 
your  athletic  sports,  arrange  your  competitions,  supply 
suitable  grounds  and  conveniences,  all  of  which  would  be 
impossible  in  a  crowded  city  like  New  York  without  the 
assistance  of  such  an  organization. 

This  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  is  an  original  and 
very  unique  organization,  and  because  of  its  scope  and 
magnitude,  may  properly  be  considered  as  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  athletic  organizations  in  the  world,  for  I  know 
of  no  other  athletic  association  that  has  a  hundred  thousand 
boys  and  young  men  under  its  jurisdiction. 

Having  been  connected  with  athletic  sports  in  one  way 
and  another  for  over  forty  years,  I  am  naturally  very  much 
interested  in  all  kindsof  athletics,  but  without  disparagement 
to  any  other  sport,  I  don't  mind  admitting  to  you  that  my 
first  and  last  love  is  the  American  national  game  of  Base 
Ball. 

Perhaps  you  would  like  to  have  me  tell  you  something 
about  the  early  history  of  Base  Ball,  how  it  became  the 
national  sport  of  this  country,  its  early  struggles,  how  it 
was  extricated  from  the  gambling  influences  that  practically 
controlled  it  in  the  early  seventies,  and  how  dissipation  and 
other  objectionable  features    were  driven  from  its  ranks^ 
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until  it  stands  to-day  probably  the  cleanest  sport  in  the 
world. 

Base  Ball  is  of  American  origin,  was  born  in  New  York 
City,  and  the  first  base  ball  ground  was  located  about 
where  Madison  Square  now  stands.  Back  in  1842  a  few  of 
the  young  business  men  of  New  York  began  to  assemble 
every  Saturday  afternoon  on  these  grounds  to  play  what 
they  called  Base  Ball.  In  1845  these  same  young  men 
organized  the  original  Knickerbocker  Base  Ball  Club  of 
New  York,  the  first  Base  Ball  Club  ever  organized.  This 
club  printed  the  first  playing  rules  in  1845,  and  it  may 
interest  you  to  know  that  the  present  game  of  Base  Ball 
could  to-day  be  played  under  these  same  rules  with  a  few 
minor  changes,  showing  that  the  main  underlying  principles 
of  the  game  have  not  changed  from  that  day  to  this. 

Five  years  later,  in  1850,  the  Gotham  and  Empire  Clubs 
of  New  York  were  organized,  and  then  began  rival  match 
games  between  clubs.  In  1857  a  convention  of  Base  Ball 
players  was  held  in  New  York,  which  resulted  in  the  for- 
mation of  the  first  National  Association  of  Amateur  Base 
Ball  Players  in  1858,  with  a  total  membership  of  about 
twenty-five  clubs,  all  from  New  York  City  or  the  immediate 
vicinity. 

This  national  organization  gave  a  great  impetus  to  the 
game  and  clubs  began  forming  in  other  cities. 

The  game  had  become  well  launched  when  the  civil  war 
began  in  1861.  The  New  York  base  ball  players  of  that  period 
were  among  the  first  to  respond  to  President  Lincoln's  call 
for  troops,  and  they  took  their  Base  Ball  accoutrements 
with  them,  and  thus  was  the  game  introduced  into  the  army, 
where  it  soon  became  a  favorite  camp  pastime.  Every  regi- 
ment had  its  Base  Ball  team  and  the  monotony  of  camp  life 
was  very  much  relieved  by  match  games  of  Base  Ball.  In 
some  unaccountable  manner  the  new  game  found  its  way  over 
into  the  Confederate  lines  and  while  those  two  magnificent 
armies  could  not  agree  upon  national  policies,  they  could 


H  M  .S  §^ 
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agree  upon  Base  Ball.  At  the  close  of  the  civil  war  in  1865 
the  soldiers  of  both  armies  in  returning  to  their  homes 
disseminated  Base  Ball  throughout  the  nation,  so  you  can 
see  that  Base  Ball  has  its  patriotic  side  and  became  the 
national  game  of  America  through  the  efiforts  of  those 
battle  scarred  veterans  of  the  Civil  War. 

These  returning  veterans  became  the  Base  Ball  instructors 
to  the  youths  of  that  period,  and  I  happened  to  be  one  of 
those  youths  that  caught  the  Base  Ball  fever  at  that  time. 

Base  Ball  thus  introduced  throughout  the  country,  became 
a  furore,  and  nearly  every  city,  town  and  hamlet  had  its 
Base  Ball  club. 

The  rivalry  between  cities  became  intense  and  any  young 
man  with  Base  Ball  skill  was  eagerly  sought  for  by  wealthy 
clubs. 

Every  possible  efifort  was  made  at  this  period  to  keep  the 
game  on  a  strictly  amateur  basis,  but  the  demand  of  the 
public  for  a  high  degree  of  playing  skill,  together  with  the 
growing  tendency  to  gamble  on  the  result  of  the  games, 
produced  a  sort  of  veiled  professionalism  which  continued  in 
vogue  until  1871,  when  the  first  Professional  Association  of 
Base  Ball  Players  was  organized,"  since  which  time  the  game 
has  been  governed  by  the  professional  element. 

The  tendency  for  gambling  on  the  games  that  had  arisen 
during  the  previous  amateur  period  blossomed  out  into  full 
bloom  during  1871  to  1875. 

Base  Ball  pool  rooms  sprung  up  in  every  large  city  and 
were  permitted  on  the  Base  Ball  grounds,  with  the  result 
which  always  happens  when  the  gambling  fraternity  get 
possession  of  any  athletic  sport,  the  public  interest  began  to 
wane,  players  were  accused  of  throwing  games,  and  at  the 
close  of  1875,  Base  Ball  was  near  death's  door. 

As  usually  happens  in  this  country  when  a  public  insti- 
tution— and  Base  Ball  is  a  public  institution — becomes  so 
bad  and  intolerable  to  the  better  element  in  the  community, 
something  or  somebody   invariably   appears    that  can   set

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things  right  again,  and  at  this  crucial  period  in  Base  Ball 
affairs  there  arose  a  man  equal  to  the  emergency  in  the 
person  of  the  late  Wm.  A.  Hulbert  of  Chicago,  who  is 
frequently  referred  to  as  "the  man  who  saved  the  life  of 
Base  Ball." 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  be  closely  associated  with  Mr. 
Hulbert  in  his  Base  Ball  reconstruction  work,  and  to  assist 
him  in  preparing  the  original  Constitution  of  the  National 
League,  which  was  organized  in  1876,  and  has  ever  since 
been  a  very  important  factor  in  the  government  and  de- 
velopment of  Base  Ball.  Through  this  new  organization 
pool  rooms  were  abolished  from  the  grounds,  public  betting 
on  the  game  was  prohibited,  aid  State  legislatures  were 
induced  to  pass  laws  prohibiting  Base  Ball  pool  rooms  in  all 
large  cities.  Liquor  selling  on  all  league  grounds  was  no 
longer  permitted  ;  and  everything  possible  was  done  to  re- 
move all  objectionable  features  from  the  game. 

It  was  a  hard  fight,  and  there  were  many  discourage- 
ments, for  it  was  like  pulling  one's  self  by  the  boot  straps 
out  of  deep  mud.  In  the  first  year  of  the  National  League 
it  became  necessary  to  expel  two  of  its  most  prominent 
clubs— New  York  and  Philadelphia— foi  failing  to  fulfill  its 
contractual  obligations  to  the  League,  and  there  has  never 
been  occasion  since  to  expel  a  club  for  a  similar  offense. 
Two  years  afterward  four  prominent  players  were  accused 
and  convicted  of  throwing  games  in  the  interest  of  them- 
selves and  certain  gamblers,  and  they  were  promptly  expelled 
and  never  reinstated,  and  from  that  day  to  this  not  a  single 
player  has  been  convicted  of  dishonesty. 

In  1881,  ten  of  the  most  prominent  League  players  were 
expelled  for  dissipation  and  drunkenness,  with  the  result 
that  these  vices  have  practically  become  a  thing  of  the  past 
among  base  ball  players.  These  determined  and  drastic 
actions  of  the  National  League  in  the  early  years  of  its 
existence,  has  resulted  in  bringing  Base  Ball  up  to  its 
present  high  standard  of  honesty  and  efificiency,  and  public

sentiment  will  see  to  it  that  those  in  control  of  the  game 
in  the  future  must  keep  this  great  national  sport  up  to  the 
highest  standard.  I  look  upon  Base  Ball  and  kindred  sports 
as  one  of  the  greatest  educational  factors  of  the  times.  We 
live  in  a  strenuous  age,  and  our  American  boys  and  youths 
should  be  educated  and  developed  along  lines  that  will 
enable  them  to  meet  and  cope  with  these  conditions. 

What  can  better  fit  a  boy  for  the  rough  and  tumble  bus- 
iness life  of  to-day  than  a  thorough  schooling  in  athletics 
properly  directed. 

As  the  mental  faculties  grow  and  develop,  let  the  physical 
body  grow  along  with  it,  in  order  to  make  a  combination 
that  will  be  useful,  and  in  our  crowded  cities  how  is  it  pos- 
sible to  thus  develop  our  city  boys  except  through  a  system- 
atic and  properly  directed  training  in  athletic  sports.  An 
American  boy  takes  to  athletic  sport  and  games  like  a  duck 
to  water,  but  this  natural  inborn  love  needs  proper  direction, 
and  that  is  what  I  understand  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  has  undertaken  to  do  for  the  boys  of  Greater  New 
York. 

Base  Ball  not  only  develops  the  muscles  and  the  whole 
physical  body,  but  it  is  of  still  greater  value  in  developing 
the  mental  faculties,  for  the  ball  player  must  be  alert,  must 
think  quick  and  act  with  the  thought,  for  there  is  no  place 
on  the  team  for  the  laggard. 

It  is  also  a  great  training  for  the  temper,  for  a  boy  soon 
learns  that  losing  his  temper  is  equivalent  to  losing  the 
game. 

As  a  moral  force  nothing  excels  Base  Ball,  and  athletic 
sports  generally,  for  it  is  a  healthy  medium  through  which 
a  boy's  youthful  vitality  can  work  of¥  naturally,  and  after  a 
hard  fought  game  he  has  become  so  physically  tired  out 
that  he  has  no  inclination  for  anything  except  a  good  meal 
and  go  to  bed. 

The  game  of  Base  Ball  affords  splendid  discipline  for  the 
mental  and  moral  natures.     The  intense  excitement  of  the

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game  plays  havoc  with  the  emotions,  for  a  player  can  go  to 
the  very  heights  of  glory  in  victory,  down  to  the  very 
depths  of  despair  in  defeat. 

There  are  no  half-way  stations,  the  journey  is  complete; 
the  score  is  10  to  4 ;   you  win  or  you  lose. 

After  the  game  the  victorious  player  walks  or  runs  ofif 
the  field  with  a  proud  step,  touching  only  the  high  places, 
or  perhaps  his  admiring  friends  may  carry  him  ofif  on  their 
shoulders;  but  alas,  how  different  is  the  step  of  the  defeated 
player,  his  muscles  are  v/eary  and  almost  refuse  to  work, 
his  feet  weigh  a  ton,  and  there  is  no  glad  hand  or  admiring 
friend  to  accompany  him  to  the  dressing  room.  He  looks 
crushed,  and  probably  feels  an  unpleasant  swelling  in  his 
throat.  I  know  the  feeling,  boys,  for  I  have  been  there. 
I  know  of  no  remedy  for  this  tired,  defeated  feeling,  but  my 
experience  long  since  taught  me  that  the  swelling  in  the 
throat  could  be  reduced  and  the  step  made  lighter  by  going, 
immediately  after  the  game  was  over,  up  to  the  player  who 
had  played  a  similar  position  on  the  opposition  team,  shake 
him  by  the  hand  and  congratulate  him  on  his  victory,  and 
tell  him  that  he  won  because  his  team  outplayed  yours. 
Don't  lay  it  on  to  the  umpire— only  "muckers"  do  that — 
for  that  is  unmanly,  unsportsmanlike  and  invariably  untrue. 

The  victor  of  to-day  may  be  the  vanquished  of  to-morrow, 
so  if  the  boy  can  have  a  few  years  of  this  kind  of  training 
he  will  learn  not  to  be  unduly  elated  in  victory  nor  too 
much  cast  down  in  defeat,  all  of  which  tends  to  that  self 
poise  and  equilibrium  so  necessary  in  the  evenly  developed 
boy  and  man. 

This  is  becoming  an  athletic  age.  Americans  are  becom- 
ing famous  as  the  most  skilful  athletes  in  the  world.  While 
we  are  here  this  afternoon  our  returning  victorious  athletes 
from  the  recent  Olympian  games  at  Athens  are  approach- 
ing New  York  harbor  with  their  brows  covered  with  the 
laurel  wreaths  of  victory  won  at  the  Stadium  in  the  ancient 
city  of  Athens  in  Greece,  the  birthplace  of  athletic  sports. 
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At  Washington  there  sits  in  the  executive  chair  our  first 
Athletic  President,  whose  sportsmanHke  quaHties,  energy 
and  ''square  deal"  brand  of  integrity  is  an  inspiration  to 
the  boys  of  this  country. 

Because  of  the  athletic  spirit  that  is  permeating  the  boys 
of  our  nation,  future  generations  will  see  more  honesty  and 
less  hypocrisy  in  high  places,  will  hear  more  of  square  de^ 
and  less  of  graft,  for  the  spirit  underlying  all  athletic  sports 
is  fair  play,  honesty  and  integrity. 

Now  for  the  special  object  of  this  occasion  :  About  a 
year  ago  the  officials  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League,  through  its  worthy  secretary.  Dr.  Gulick,  honored 
me  with  a  request  to  furnish  a  suitable  trophy  to  be  em- 
blematical of  the  Base  Ball  Championship,  and  to  be  com- 
peted for  annually  by  the  representative  teams  of  the  various 
Public  Schools  of  Greater  New  York.  This  Trophy,  while 
the  property  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League,  is  to 
be  held  in  trust  by  the  team  winning  it  until  the  following 
year,  when  it  will  again  be  open  for  competition.  The 
Base  Ball  team  from  Public  School  No.  46,  Manhattan,  won 
the  Base  Ball  Championship  in  1905  over  103  competitors, 
an  athletic  feat  which  all  the  boys  in  this  school  can  feel 
proud  of. 

Mr.  Henry  Chadwick,  who  enjoys  the  title  of  "  Father 
of  Base  Ball,"  was  to  have  presented  this  Trophy  to-day, 
but  his  ill  health  prevented  his  appearance,  so  this  pleasant 
duty  has  fallen  to  me. 

It  now  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  this  Trophy  to 
Public  School  No.  46,  the  winners  of  the  Base  Ball  Cham- 
pionship for  1905.  I  will  ask  your  principal,  Mr.  Boylan, 
to  accept  this  trophy  with  my  congratulations  to  the  winners 
of  1905,  and  with  the  hope  that  it  will  serve  its  purpose  in 
assisting  in  the  promotion  of  clean  athletic  sports  in  the 
Public  Schools  of  Greater  New  York.  May  the  best  team 
always  win  it.

ARTICLE   I. 

OBJECTS. 

Section  i.  The  particular  object  for  which  the  corporation  is 
formed  is  to  promote  useful  athletics  and  gymnastics  among  the 
attendants  in  the  elementary,  high  and  collegiate  departments 
of  public  educational  institutions  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and 
in  connection  therewith  to  co-operate  with  and  support  athletic 
associations,  provide  athletic  grounds  and  teachers,  organize 
games,  offer  prizes  and  conduct  competitions. 

ARTICLE    II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i.  Membership  shall  consist  of  Annual,  Life  and 
Honorary  members,  and  of  Patrons. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upward  may 
become  an  Annual  member  upon  being  elected,  and  upon  pay- 
ment of  $10.00  per  year. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  by  paying  $50.00  in  one  sum  may  be- 
come a  Life  member. 

Sec.  4.     Honorary  officers  and  members  may  be  elected. 

Sec.  5.  Any  member  paying  $100.00  in  one  sum  may  become 
a  Patron. 

Sec.  6.  Candidates  will  be  elected  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Sec.  7.  Membership  confers  upon  a  member  no  ownership  in 
any  property  of  the  League  itself. 

Sec.  8.  Each  member  in  good  standing  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  a  certificate  of  membership,  bearing  the  corporate  seal 
of  the  League,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary.

ARTICLE  V. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  ofificers  of  the  League  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, First,  Second  and  Third  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer  and 
Secretary.  The  office  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  may  be  held 
by  one  person.  All  officers,  except  the  Secretary,  must  be  Di- 
rectors. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  League  shall  be  annually  elected 
at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  be  held  after  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  League.  They  shall  hold  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Directors  and  until  others  are  elected  in  their 
places. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the 
office,  and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Directors  and  of 
the  League. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  in  case  of  his 
inability  to  act,  the  First  Vice-President,  and  in  his  absence  the 
Second  Vice-President,  and  in  case  of  his  absence  the  Third 
Vice-President  shall  discharge  his  duties.  Should  all  three  be 
absent  from  any  meeting,  the  Directors  or  members  present 
shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  Chairman,  who  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  of  the  President  for  the  time  being.

He  shall  collect  and  disburse  all 
its  moneys,  keep  accounts  of  his  transactions,  and  make  a  written 
report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  League  at  its  annual 
meeting,  and  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  such  time  as  it 
may  require.  Except  salaries  and  other  sums  specially  authorized 
by  the  Directors  or  the  Executive  Committee,  he  shall  pay  no 
claim  against  the  League  exceeding  $25.00,  unless  the  same  are 
first  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee.  He  shall  deposit  all 
moneys  belonging  to  the  League  to  its  credit  in  an  account  to  be 
opened  in  its  name  and  keep  in  a  bank  to  be  designated  by  the 
Directors. 

Sec.  7.  The  Directors  may  at  any  time  require  the  Treasurer 
to  give  security  in  such  amount  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 


ARTICLE   VL 

COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  I.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  composed  of 
the  President,  Treasurer,  Secretary,  and  two  Directors  appointed 
annually  by  the  President,  which  shall  have  all  powers  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  when  not  in  session.  This  Committee  may 
meet  and  transact  business  at  the  time  specified  for  any  meeting 
of  the  Board  without  further  or  other  notice,  and  shall  also 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President.  Three  of  this  Committee  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Finance  Committee  con- 
sisting of  three  Directors,  which  shall  devise  and  report  ways 
and  means  for  the  support  of  the  League,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board.  It  shall  examine,  audit  and  certify  the  accounts 
of  the  Treasurer  and  all  bills  and  claims  against  the  League,  ex- 
cept for  salaries  and  sums  specially  authorized  by  the  Board  or 
Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  No  claim  against  the  League  exceeding  $25.00,  save 
those  above  excepted,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  until  the 
same  shall  have  been  first  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee. 
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Sec.  4.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  Games  Committee  to 
consist  of  three  Directors,  which  shall  have  charge  of  all  games 
authorized  by  the  League.  Such  Committee  may  associate  with 
it  persons  who  are  not  Directors. 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  such  other  committees  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  Directors.

ARTICLE   VIL 

NOTICES. 

Section  i.  All  notices  to  members  and  also  all  notices  to  all 
officers  and  directors  shall  be  sufficiently  served,  if  mailed  to 
them  at  the  address  given  by  them  to  the  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer,   respectively. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Section  i.     Woman's  and  other  auxiliary  and  associate  leagues 
may  be  established  under  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  Executive 
Committee. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  i.  These  by-laws  may  be  changed  or  amended  by  the 
unanim.ous  vote  or  written  consent  of  all  the  Directors  without 
previous  notice  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board.  Also  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  all  the  Directors  at  any  meeting,  provided 
notice  specifying  the  intended  change  shall  have  been  given  at 
a  previous  stated  meeting,  or  such  notice  shall  have  been  served 
on  each  Director  at  least  five  days  before  the  meeting. 
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Constitution    of    District    Athletic

NAME. 

I.  The  organization  shall  be  known  as  District  Athletic  League 
No. 

PURPOSES. 

II.  Its  purposes  shall  be  to  promote  athletics  among  the  public 
schools  which  are  contained  in  the  educational  Districts  No. 
and   No.         in   the    Borough   of  ,    City   of    New    York, 
under    and    in    connection    with    "The    Public    Schools    Athletic 
League"  of  said  city.     In  doing  this  it  will, 

(a)  Take  charge  of  the  competitions  for  and  distributions 
among  the  schools  in  its  district,  of  the  buttons  awarded  by  The 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

(b)  Select  the  competitors  who  are  to  compete  from  such 
schools  in  athletic  meetings  of  such  League. 

(c)  Supervise  and  promote  athletic  contests  in  and  among  the 
schools  in  such  districts. 

(d)  Assist  in  providing  grounds,  building  apparatus  and  other 
things  required  for  the  promotion  of  athletics  and  physical  train- 
ing among  the  children  attending  such  schools. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

III.  It  shall  consist  of, 

(a)  The  district  superintendent  of  such  two  districts. 

(b)  The  director  of  physical  training  thereof. 

(c)  Two  members  to  be  annually  elected  from  each  of  the 
local  school  boards  of  said  districts. 

(d)  Two  teachers  to  be  selected  by  the  district  superintendent 
from  each  of  said  districts. 
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(e)  The  foregoing  persons  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote,  to  add  to  their  number  by  the  election  of 
others  interested  in  promoting  the  purposes  for  which  this 
League  is  formed,  for  such  period  and  upon  such  terms  as 
they  shall  think  proper. 

OFFICERS   AND  COMMITTEES. 

IV.  The  officers  shall  consist  of  a  president,  vice-president, 
secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing. These  shall  respectively  have  the  general  powers  incident  tO' 
those  officers. 

V.  The  directors  may  appoint  an  executive  committee  of  three 
which  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  League  when  the  same 
is  not  in  session. 

VL  Such  other  committees  may  be  appointed  from  time  to 
time  for  such  purposes  as  the  League  may  deem  proper.  Unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  League  all  such  committees  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President. 

DELEGATES. 

Vn.  The  League  shall  annually  nominate  a  delegate  and  an 
alternate  who  shall,  in  connection  with  delegates  from  similar 
local  leagues  constitute  the  "Elementary  Schools  Games  Com- 
mittee." 

This  committee  shall  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee 
on  Games  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  in  all  matters 
relating  to  athletics  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Such  committee  shall  annually  nominate  from  their  number  a 
representative  for  election  as  a  director  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League. 

MANAGEMENT. 

Vin.  All  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  The  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  shall  be  binding  upon  this  organization  and  it 
will  accept  and  abide  by  all  decisions  that  may  be  made  by  the 
directors  or  committees  of  such  league. 
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MEETINGS. 

IX.  The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  February  in  each  year.  Regular  meetings 
shall  be  held  on  the  day  of  each  month.  Special  meetings 
may  be  called  by  the  President  and  shall  be  called  by  him  on  the 
written  request  of  three  members. 

Two  days'  notice  of  all  meetings  shall  be  given  by  mail  by  the 
Secretary  to  each  member. 
At  all  meetings  five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

AMENDMENTS. 

X.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  with  the 
written  consent  of  all  the  members,  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
such  members,  provided  notice  of  the  intention  to  present  such 
amendment  shall  have  been  given  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the 
meeting  at  which  the  amendment  is  presented,  and  provided  said 
amendment  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 
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Athletic  Rules 


RULE  I. 

ATHLETIC    MEMBERSHIP. 

The  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  recognizes  as  athletic 
members  all  Public  School  boys,  members  of  Elementary  and 
High  Schools  and  College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  who  take 
part  in  athletic  competitions  that  are  given  under  the  direction 
of  the  League. 

RULE  IL 

ELIGIBILITY. 

(a)     General. 

Attendance  of  one  full  month  shall  be  required  of  all  pupils 
before  they  shall  be  entitled  to  represent  the  school  in  athletics. 

No  boy  who  has  represented  any  outside  organization  shall  be 
eligible  to  compete  for  any  school  organization  of  this  League 
until  -twenty  school  weeks  have  elapsed  from  the  time  of  such 
competition,  except  that  summer  schools  and  vacation  playgrounds 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  public 
playgrounds  under  the  Park  Department  are  not  considered  out- 
side organizations. 

Boys  taking  part  in  unsanctioned  events  render  themselves 
liable  to  suspension. 

Only  those  pupils  who  maintain  a  grade  of  scholarship  which 
will  entitle  them  to  promotion  (if  continued  without  improve- 
ment)   shall  be  entitled  to  represent  the  school  in  athletics. 

No  pupil,  under  penalty  of  discipline  in  his  school,  shall  be 
eligible   to   represent   such   school. 

Only  those  pupils  who  are  in  good  standing  as  amateurs  shall 
be  eligible  to  represent  their  school.

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{&)     High  Schools. 

No  high  school  pnpil,  except  those  entering  a  high  school 
from  an  elementary  school,  shall  represent  the  school  unless  he 
has  attended  the  school  for  twenty  school  weeks. 

No  high  school  pupil  who  has  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one 
shall  be  eligible  to  represent  his  school  in  any  branch  of  athletics. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  athletics,  a  high  school  boy  must 
maintain  a  standing  of  at  least  70  per  cent,  in  his  school  work. 

No  high  school  pupil  who  has  failed  shall  be  allowed  to  com- 
pete, unless  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  (ten  weeks)  after 
failure  he  shall  have  attained  an  average  of  70  per  cent,  in  his 
studies. 

Any  extraordinary  case  shall  be  submitted  to  the  High  Schools 
Championship  Games  Committee. 

No  pupil  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  four-year  secondary  school 
course  shall  be  eligible  to  represent  any  school. 

Only  those  pupils  who  are  taking  full  work  in  a  regular  course 
shall  be   eligible  to   represent   the   school. 

No  pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  in  the  Mile  Run  unless 
he  has  reached  the  age  of  sixteen  years  and  six  months.  No 
pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  compete  in  the  junior  events  if  he  is 
sixteen  years  old  or  older.  A  birth  certificate  shall  be  accepted 
as  proof  of  high  school  junior's  age.  Other  proof  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Games  Committee. 

No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  Prin- 
cipal or  the  school's  representative  on  the  High  Schools  Games 
Committee, 

(r)     Elementary  Schools. 

Elementary  school  boys  are  allowed  to  represent  both  their 
church  and  their  school   in  athletics. 

No  elementary  school  pupil  coming  from  another  school  shall 
represent  the  school  unless  he  has  attended  the  school  for  twenty 
school  weeks,  except 

(a)  He  has  been  promoted  from  one  school  to  another ; 

(b)  He  has  been  transferred  from  one  school  to  another  by_ 
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order  of  the  District   Superintendent  or  the  Board  of 
Superintendents ; 

(c)  He  has  been  transferred  on  account  of  a  change  in  resi- 

dence ; 

(d)  He  has  been  admitted  from  a  school  outside  the  public 

school  system  of  Greater  New  York, 

In  all  elementary  school  contests,  except  Athletic  Badge  Com- 
petitions, a  Junior  shall  be  considered  any  boy  under  13  years 
of  age ;  a  Senior,  any  boy  under  15  years  of  age,  and  a  Special,  a 
boy  of  any  age. 

In  elementary  school  contests  a  boy's  age  at  the  beginning  of 
a  school  term  shall  be  his  athletic  age  during  that  term.  In  order 
to  avoid  confusion  arising  from  the  school  term  beginning  on 
different  days  of  months  during  different  years,  a  boy's  age  on 
February  ist  and  September  ist  shall  be  his  athletic  age  during 
the  term  immediately  following  these  dates. 

Where  weight  limits  are  used,  the  following  classifications 
are  made :  Midget,  80  lbs. ;  light  weight,  95  lbs. ;  middle  weight, 
115  lbs.;  unlimited  weight,  boys  of  any  weight. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  athletics,  elementary  boys  must  have 
received  for  the  month  previous  a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  in  effort, 
proficiency,    and    deportment. 

Elementary  school  boys  are  allowed  to  enter  one  event  only. 

No  entry  shall  be  accepted  unless  countersigned  by  the  Prin- 
cipal of  the  school. 

RULE  HI. 

CLASSIFICATION     OF     COMPETING     ATHLETES. 

High  Schools. 

A  novice  is  an  athlete  who  has  never  won  a  prize  in  a  compe- 
tition that  is  open  to  two  or  more  schools  or  organizations,  ex- 
cept that  there  shall  be  two  classes  of  novices  in  high  schools, 
viz.,  track  and  field,  and  loss  of  noviceship  in  one  class  shall  not 
debar  a  boy  from  competing  as  a  novice  in  the  other  class. 

In  the  High  Schools  Novice  Championships,  a  boy  who  com- 
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pttes   in  the  novice  meet   retains  his  noviceship  throughout  that 
meet,  this  to  include  novice  relay. 

Members  of  a  track  team  in  the  high  schools  that  win  a  trophy- 
shall  not  lose  their  noviceship  unless  they  receive  personal  prizes. 

Elementary  Schools. 

A  novice  is  an  athlete  who  has  never  won  a  prize  in  a  competi- 
tion that  is  open  to  two  or  more  schools  or  organizations.  An 
elementary  school  boy  who  has  won  a  prize  is  no  longer  eligible 
to  compete  as  a  novice  in  any  event,  nor  shall  he  be  classed  as  a 
novice  in  high  school  in  that  class  of  events.  Winning  places  in 
District  League  games,  wdiich  are  simply  preliminary  to  the  nov- 
ice or  championship  meets,  does  not  take  one  out  of  the  novice 
class. 

There  may  be  special  classes,  to  meet  special  needs ;  for  ex- 
ample, given  events  may  be  thrown  open  to  boys  of  any  age  or 
weight  or  having  any  limitations  of  age  for  w'eight ;  or  of  any 
degree  of  experience :  viz..  a  special  event  might  be  thrown  open 
to  boys  wdio  have  never  even  competed  in  a  set  of  athletic 
games.  If  events  given  by  outside  organizations,  limited  to  P.  S. 
A.  L.  boys  of  elementary  schools,  age  or  weight  limits  do  not 
apply,  unless  so  stated  on  the  entry  blanks. 

RULE  IV. 

ATHLETIC    BADGE   COMPETITICN. 

Tliis  Standard  has  been  set  as   follows  : 

For  boys  of  Elenientar}-  Schools  under  13  years  of  age:

Pull  up,  or  chinning  on  bar 4  limes.

The  following  general  rules  shall  govern  the  official  competi- 
tion :  There  shall  be  but  one  trial  in  chinning,  one  in  the  dashes 
and  three  in  the  jumps — the  last  two  in  accordance  with  P.  S.  A, 
L.  rules.  In  the  dashes  and  jumps,  as  this  is  simply  a  test  of 
each  boy's  ability  to  reach  a  given  standard,  and  is  not  a  com- 
petition for  supremacy,  the  finals  shall  be  dispensed   wnth. 

Chinning. — The  boy  shall  extend  himself  to  his  full  length  be- 
fore and  after  each  pull  up  and  shall  be  obliged  to  raise  his  body 
to  such  a  height  as  to  bring  his  chin  over  the  bar. 

Jumping. — The  rules  of  the  P.  S.  A.  L.,  as  set  forth  in  the 
Handbook,  Rules  XXV.  and  XXVH.,  shall  govern  this  test,  except 
that,  as  there  is  no  real  contest,  i.  e.,  there  is  no  striving  for  first, 
second  or  third  places,  the  finals  shall  be  dispensed  with. 

60  Yards  Dash,  100  Yards  Dash  and  220  Yards  Run.— The 
general  rules  of  competition,  as  set  forth  in  the  P.  S.  A.  L.  Hand- 
book shall  govern  this  test,  except  there  shall  be  no  finals.  With 
reference  to  false  starts,  a  competitor  shall  be  penalized  in  ac- 
cordance with  Rule   VHI. 

The  order  of  events  shall  be : 

Chinning,  Jumping,  Running.  As  the  first  two  events  can  in 
most  cases  be  tried  out  at  the  schools,  thus  leaving  the  smallest 
possible  number  of  boys  to  take  the  third  test  of  running,  which 
must  of  necessity  be  held  at  some  armory  or  athletic  field. 

High  Schools. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  the  athletic  badge  competition,  a 
high  school  boy  must  maintain  a  standing  of  at  least  70  per  cent, 
in  his  school  work. 

N^o  high  school  pupil  who  has  failed  shall  be  allowed  to  com- 
pete, unless  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  (ten  weeks)  after 
failure  he  shall  have  attained  an  average  of  70  per  cent,  in  his 
studies. 
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Competition  for  Athletic  Badges  in  the  high  schools  shall  be 
left  in  the  hands  of  each  member  of  the  High  Schools  Games 
Committee,  to  handle  as  he  sees  fit.  He  shall  conduct  these  tests 
personally,  or  through  some  one  he  may  select,  who  will,  in  turn, 
report  to  him,  and  the  member  of  the  High  Schools  Games  Com- 
mittee shall  be  held  responsible.  He  shall  forward  the  names  of 
the  successful  candidates  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League,  who  will 
■forw^ard  the  Athletic  Badges  to  the  principal  of  the  school. 

The  high   school   boys   shall   receive   a   Silver   Athletic   Badge. 

These  tests  may  be  held  twice  each  year  in  high  schools. 

Reports  for  the  fall  tests  must  be  sent  in  before  Dec.  i,  and 
for  the  spring  tests,  before  June  i. 

Elcmcniary  Schools. 

No  boy  shall  be  admitted  into  any  contest  who  has  not  received 
the  mark  of  "B"  for  the  month  previous  in  effort,  proficiency 
■and  deportment,  the  Principal  of  the  school  to  be  sole  judge  in 
this  matter. 

In  Athletic  Badge  competitions  for  elementary  schools  Juniors 
are  all  boys  under  13  years  of  age,  no  matter  what  that  age  may 
be,  and   Seniors  are  all  other   elementary  school  boys. 

All  details  of  the  conduct  of  the  Athletic  Badge  Competition 
shall  be  left  to  the  representatives  of  the  District  Athletic  League, 
under  direction  of  said  Leagues. 

Those  applications  only  shall  be  recognized  which  are  certified 
to  by  the  signatures  of  the  Principal  of  the  school  and  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Games  Committee  of  the  District  Athletic  League. 

The  results  of  the  Athletic  Badge  Competitions  shall  be  re- 
ported as  follows : 

Duplicate  lists  of  the  successful  competitors,  classified  as  seniors 
and  juniors,  should  be  made  out  on  blanks  furnished  by  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League.  One  copy  should  be  forwarded 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  League,  and  the  other  placed  on  fide  in 
the    school. 

The  Juniors  of  the  elementary  schools  shall  receive  a  Bronze 
Athletic  Badge;  the  Seniors  in  elementary  schools  shall  receive 
a   Bronze   and    Silver   Athletic    Badge. 
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The  Athletic  Badge  Competition  shall  take  place  once  a  year, 
in  the  Fall,  and  the  competition  shall  close  December  i. 

RULE  V. 

CHAMPIONSHIP    MEETINGS. 

Indoor  and  outdoor  track  and  field,  base  ball  and  basket  ball 
championship  meetings  shall  be  held  annually  at  such  times  and 
places  and  with  such  schedules  of  events  as  may  be  decided  upon 
by  the  Games  Committee. 

Indoor  and  outdoor  track  and  field  Novice  championship  meet- 
ings shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  and  with  such  sched- 
ules of  events  as  may  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Conunittee. 

All  entries  shall  be  sent  to  the  Games  Committee,  which  Com- 
mittee may  reject  any  entries   it  may  deem  objectionable. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  choose  all  the  officials  for  the 
Championship  ]\Ieetings,  and  shall  decide  all  questions  concern- 
ing the  competitions. 

RULE  VI.

No  substitute  entries  shall  be  allowed  in  individual  events. 

There  will  be  a  trophy  for  the  all-around  championship  at  each 
meet,  the  school  scoring  the  greatest  number  of  points  in  each 
meet  to  win  the  trophy  for  that  meet. 

The  points  are  scored— for  individual  and  relay  events  alike— 
on  a  basis  of  5  points  for  firsts,  3  for  seconds,  2  for  thirds  and  i 
for  fourths.  All  the  events  on  the  programme  count  toward  the 
all-around  championship  trophy. 

The  signature  of  the  Principal  must  appear  on  all  entry  blanks.

RULE  VHL 

RULES     GOVERNING     ELEMENTARY      SCHOOLS     CHAMPIONSHIP     BASKET 
BALL    TOURNAMENT. 

Regular  basket  ball  rules,  as  they  appear  in  Spalding's  Official 
Basket  Ball  Guide,  shall  be  used,  but  time  shall  be  fifteen  (15) 
minutes  halves  with  ten  (10)  minutes  intermission. 

As  far  as  possible  all  games  shall  be  played  on  neutral  courts. 

There  shall  be  two  classes  in  elementary  schools  basket  ball, 
namely :  boys  weighing  not  to  exceed  100  pounds,  and  boys  weigh- 
ing not  to  exceed  130  pounds. 

The  weighing-in  for  basket  ball  shall  be  done  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  basket  ball  season  by  the  Games  Committee  in  each 
'District  Athletic  League,  and  boys  weighing  within  the  prescribed 
limits  at  that  time  shall  be  eligible,  as  far  as  weighing-in  is  con- 
cerned, throughout  the  tournament. 

Members  of  teams  must  have  received  for  month  previous  to 
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the  opening  of  the  tournament  a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  in  effort, 
proficiency  and  deportment,  as  defined  by  Public  Schools  Ath- 
letic League  rules. 

No  change  shall  be  allowed  in  the  make-up  of  any  team  during 
the  entire  schedule,  but  each  team  will  be  permitted  to  have 
two  substitutes  whose  names  must  be  sent  in  with  the  names  of 
the   regular  players   on  the  team. 

In  each  District  Athletic  League,  if  not  otherwise  determined 
by  said  League,  the  representative  thereof  shall  have  full  power 
to  arrange  and   conduct   its  games. 

When  winners  of  District  Athletic  League  games  play  for  sec- 
tion championships,  the  representatives  of  the  leagues  represented 
by  teams  shall  form  the  Committee  on  Management. 

Each  representative  of  the  District  Athletic  Leagues  shall  send 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  names  of  the 
members  of  the  team  who  have  won  in  his  district. 

Each  committee  of  arrangements  for  borough  championships 
must  send  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  the 
name  of  the  team  winning  the  borough  championship. 

Any  neglect  in  forwarding  the  names  of  the  teams  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  will  forfeit  the  right 
of  teams  to  compete. 

The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  shall  be  the  Spalding 
Official  Basket  Ball  No.  M. 

The  League  will  furnish  paid  officials  for  the  interborough 
games  and  also  for  the  final  game   for  the  city  championship. 

RULE  IX. 

RULES   GOVERNING   HIGH    SCHOOLS   BASKET  BALL   CHAMPIONSHIPS. 

The  High  School  Basket  Ball  championship  will  be  decided 
not  by  a  tournament  but  by  a  series  of  games  whereby  each 
school  will  play  every  other  school  entered  in  the  championship, 
Spalding's   Official    Basket    Ball    Rules   will   govern   the   contests. 

The  halves  will  be  fifteen  minutes  each. 

Each  school  will  send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League  its  list 
of  players  with  two  substitutes.     These  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
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Chairman  of  the  Basket  Ball  Committee  who  will  arrange  the 
schedule.  Any  team  departing  from  this  schedule  will  forfeit 
its  right  to  compete. 

Rules  as  to  eligibility  apply  to  these  championships  as  to  other 
contests. 

After  the  selection  of  neutral  courts  for  the  Basket  Ball 
Championships,  no  games  shall  be  played  nor  practice  allowed  on 
said  courts. 

The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  by  the  high  schools 
shall  be  Spalding's  Official  Basket  Ball  No.  M. 

The  League  will  furnish  paid  officials  for  the  Basket  Ball  Cham- 
pionships. 

RULE  X. 

RULES   GOVERNING   BASE  BALL  COMPETITION. 

For  the  high  schools  the  different  schools  shall  arrange  a 
schedule   among  themselves. 

For  the  elementary  schools  a  schedule  will  be  arranged  in  the 
different  District  Athletic  Leagues  for  the  District  Athletic 
League  championship.  A  committee  appointed  by  the  Elemen- 
tary Schools  Games  Committee  will  then  arrange  a  schedule  for 
the  winners  of  these  District  Athletic  League  championships  to 
play  for  borough  championships  and  a  schedule  for  the  winners 
of  the  borough  champions  to  play  off  until  the  two  teams  for  the 
city  championship  are  reached. 

The  general  rules  of  athletics,  as  they  appear  in  this  hand- 
book, shall  govern  these  contests  in  all  questions  that  may  arise 
as  to  eligibility. 

The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  for  the  high  schools 
shall  be  Spalding's  Official  League  Ball. 

The  ball  to  be  used  in  all  match  games  for  the  elementary 
schools  shall  be  Spalding's  Official  Boys'  League  Ball. 

The  rules,  as  published  in  Spalding's  Official  Base  Ball  Guide 
for  each  year,  shall  govern  all  base  ball  competitions  in  the  high 
and  elementary  schools. 

Except  that  in  the  case  of  elementary  schools  a  full  game  shall 
consist  of  seven  innings. 
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The  League  will  furnish  paid  officials  for  the  final  game  for 
the  city  championship  and  also  for  the  games  for  the  interborough 
championships. 

RULE  XL 

RULES   GOVERNING  THE   MARKSMANSHIP  COMrETITION. 

This  competition  shall  be  open  to  the  high  school  boys  and  shall 
take  place  at  least  once  a  year. 

1.  The  competitions  will  be  held  simultaneously  at  the  dif- 
ferent   schools. 

2.  There  will  be  an  officer  in  charge  at  each  school  chosen  by 
the  Games  Committee  of  the  P.S.A.L.  and  ratified  by  the  special 
committee  in  charge  of  the  competition.  This  committee  will 
consist  of  a  special  delegate  from  each  of  the  competing  schools. 
Such  delegates  will  be  chosen  by  the  Principal  of  each  school. 

3.  The  team  will  consist  of  eight  regular  men  and  four  al- 
ternates. 

4.  Each  man  will  fire  ten  shots ;  five  shots  at  each  of  the  two 
targets  that  will  be  provided.  Each  target  must  be  completed 
within  one  minute  of  the  time  that  the  gun  is  unlocked. 

5.  The  200  yard  target  will  be  used  and  the  shots  taken  stand- 
ing. The  officer  in  charge  will  verify  the  regulations  and  ad- 
just the  machine.  He  shall  be  in  sole  charge  of  the  competition, 
shall  call  the  men  to  the  gun,  shall  appoint  a  timer,  and  decide 
all  points  not  embodied  in  these  rules.  His  decision  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Games  Committee. 

6.  There  will  be  no  sighting  shots.  Each  man  will  step  to  the 
gun,  receive  it  locked  on  the  bull's  eye ;  after  five  seconds  the  gun 
will  be  unlocked  and  he  may  commence  firing. 

7.  There  will  be  no  coaching  allowed,  though  each  shot  will 
be  called  by  the  officer  in  charge. 

8.  Each  target  will  be  marked  with  the  name  of  the  school, 
the  name  of  the  man  shooting  and  his  record  as  computed  by 
the  officer  in  charge.  The  total  record  per  man  and  the  total 
record  of  the  team  will  be  computed  by  the  officer  in  charge 
and  sent  with  the  targets  to  the  Games   Committee. 

9.  The  Games  Committee  will  render  its  decision  within  one 
week  of  the  date  of  the  competition.

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RULE  XII. 

INDUCEMENTS. 

No  school,  under  penalty  of  expulsion  from  the  League,  shall 
through  any  of  its  officers,  or  by  any  other  means,  directly  or 
indirectly,  offer  any  inducement  to  a  pupil  of  any  other  school  to 
sever  his  connection  with  such  school   for  athletic  purposes. 

RULE  XIIL 

PROTESTS 

All  protests  referring  to  the  eligibility  of  the  contestant  must 
be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Games  Committee. 

All  other  protests  must  be  submitted  to  the  Referee  of  the 
games,  who  has  it  in  his  power  to  allow  the  protested  individuals 
or   teams   to   run   under   protest. 

No  protests  with  reference  to  scholarship,  amount  of  work, 
time  in  school  or  age  of  boys  shall  be  considered  when  the  same 
have  been  certified  to  by  the  Principal  by  his  signature  on  the 
entry  blank.  Evidence  as  to  any  of  these  points  may  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Principal  who  shall  have  full  power  to  pass  upon  it. 

In  case  of  a  boy  who  is  large  and  mature  for  his  age,  the 
Principal  shall  be  requested  to  look  up  the  record  of  his  birth 
with  all  possible  care,  as  a  precaution  in  case  he  is  protested, 
and  have  him  secure  a  birth  certificate  if  possible. 

In  case  of  impossibility  to  produce  birth  certificates,  all  evidence 
in  regard  to  age  of  pupil  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Games  Com- 
mittees and  the  Committee  shall  have  full  power  to  pass  upon 
such   evidence. 

The  League  holds  it  within  its  jurisdiction  to  decide  all  pro- 
tests made  in  events  sanctioned  by  it.  These  protests  are  settled 
by  the  Games  Committee  and  their  decision  is  final. 

In  case  a  boy's  amateur  status  is  questioned,  the  matter  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  the  League  for  action. 

RULE  XIV. 

ENTRIES. 

All  entries  for  competition  held  under  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  must  be  made  on  the  entry  forms  adopted  by 
the    Public   Schools    Athletic   League. 
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These  entry  forms  must  be  carefully  filled  out  and  must  be 
signed  by  the  Principal  of  the  school ;  otherwise,  they  shall  be 
rejected.     No  post  entries  shall  be  received. 

If  any  competitor  enters  an  event  and  then  fails  to  compete 
he  must  send  a  valid  excuse  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League.     Failing  in  this,  he  may  be  suspended. 


RULE  XV. 

SANCTIONS. 

All  events  or  games  whether  given  by  Public  Schools,  or  other 
organizations,  that  are  open  to  Public  School  boys  must  be  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

Any  championship  emblem  accepted  by  any  school  of  the 
League  should  state  specifically  the  natur*;  of  the  championship 
and  of  what  organization  the  recipient  is  champion. 

Any  boy  wdio  competes  in  games  or  events  that  are  not  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  renders  himself 
liable  to  suspension,  and,  if  he  persists  in  this  participation  in 
unsanctioned  events,  he  may  be  cut  off  entirely  from  competition 
in  all  events  or  games  given  under  the  sanction  of  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League. 

By  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union,  school  boys 
competing  in  events  given  by  organizations  outside  the  League 
are  obliged  to  register  with  that  body. 

The  following  conditions  must  be  complied  with  before  sanc- 
tion can  be  given  by  the  League : 

CONDITIONS. 

A  club  or  organization  giving  a  public  school  event  must  se- 
cure the  sanction  before  announcing  same. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  race  will  be  held  must  be 
printed  plainly  on  the  entry  blank. 

Five  days  before  the  event  takes  place  the  teams  that  have 
entered,  with  the  names  of  each  contestant,  should  be  submitted 
to  the  secretary.  Dr.  Luther  Halsey  Gulick,  for  approval  or  dis- 
approval. 
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In  accepting  this  sanction,  the  club  or  organization  agrees  to 
abide  by  the  decision  of  the  Games  Committee  of  the  PubHc 
Schools  Athletic  League  in  so  far  as  the  eligibility  of  the  different 
contestants  or  schools  is  concerned. 

Promoters  of  athletic  meets  must  distinctly  state  whether  the 
scholastic  event  is  open  to  the  Public  Schools  of  Greater  New 
York  or  the  Public  Schools  of  the  United  States. 

The  Secretary  will  notify  all  schools  of  the  class  invited  of 
every  event  for  which  sanction  has  been  issued. 

All  protests  as  to  eligibility,  etc.,  will  be  settled  by  the  Games 
Committee  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

When  an  event  is  sanctioned  and  prizes  duly  announced,  the 
event  must  be  run  and  prizes  awarded  according  to  announce- 
ment. 

RULE  XVL 

RECORDS. 

No  record  shall  be  allowed  unless  the  performance  has  been 
timed  by  at  least  three  timekeepers  or  measured  by  at  least  three 
field  judges. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  investigate  every  performance  to 
which  their  attention  is  called,  and  shall  reject  any  record  which 
shall  not  be  supported  by  the  affidavits  of  at  least  six  witnesses, 
including  the  officials,  certifying  as  to  the  place,  time  of  day, 
state  of  weather,  condition  of  path  or  field,  force  and  direction 
of  wind,  level  or  grade  of  grounds,  weight,  measurement  and 
material  of  implement,  and  correctness  of  announced  time  or 
distance. 

In  hurdling  events  the  competitor  must  clear  every  hurdle  and 
all  the  hurdles  must  remain  standing;  otherwise  no  record  shall 
be  allowed. 

No  record  shall  be  allowed  unless  made  in  open  competition. 

A  record  made  at  any  championship  meet  of  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  shall  be  known  as  a  Public  Schools  Athletic 
League  record.  A  record  made  at  a  meet  sanctioned  by  the  Pub- 
lic Schools  i\thletic  League  but  not  open  to  all  schools  shall  be 
known   as   an   interscholastic   record. 
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Laws   of   Athletics 


RULE  I. 

OFFICIALS. 

Every  meeting  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League  shall  be 
under  the  control  of  the  following  officials  : 
A  Games  Committee. 
One  Referee. 

Three  or  more  Judges  at  Finish. 
Four  or  more  Field  Judges. 
Three  Timekeepers. 
One  Starter. 

One  Clerk  of  the  Course  with  assistants. 
One  Announcer. 
One  Chief  Scorer  with  assistants. 
One  Marshal  with  assistants. 
One  Official  Reporter. 
One  Recorder  of  Times. 

RULE  n. 

GAMES     COMMITTEE. 

The  Games  Committee  shall  have  general  supervision  over  the 
games,  but  it  shall  not  interfere  with  officials  in  the  performance 
of  duties  assigned  to  them  by  these  rules. 

If  possible,  it  shall  decide  all  protests  except  (a)  those  that 
must  be  settled  immediately  by  the  Referee,  (b)  those  concerning 
a  boy's  amateur  standing,  which  matter  must  be  referred  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

RULE   IIL 

THE  REFEREE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Referee  to  decide  all  questions  re- 
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lating  to  the  actual  conduct  of  the  meeting,  whose  final  settlement 
is  not  otherwise  covered  by  these  rules. 

The  Referee  may  change  the  order  of  events  and  add  to,  or 
change,  the  arrangements  of  heats.  After  heats  have  been  drawn^ 
however,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  transfer  a  contestant  from  one 
heat  to  another. 

If  a  foul  is  made  in  a  heat  other  than  the  final,  and  the  foul, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Referee,  is  intentional,  or  due  to  culpable 
negligence,  he  may  disqualify  the  contestant  guilty  of  fouling, 
and  may  allow  the  hindered  contestant,  or  contestants,  to  com- 
pete in  another  trial  heat. 

In  a  final  heat,  however,  he  may  disqualify  the  competitor  who 
is  at  fault  and  shall  use  his  own  discretion  as  to  ordering  an- 
other race  between  the  competitors  hindered  by  the  foul. 

In  the  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events  where  the  competi- 
tors cannot  agree  on  method  of  settling  the  Referee  may  decide. 

Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether 
toward  competitors,  spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified 
by  the  Referee  from  that  and  all  other  events  at  the  meeting. 
If  the  Referee  thinks  the  offence  worthy  of  further  punishment, 
he  shall  make  a  full  report  on  the  case  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  further  action. 

If  for  any  reason  the  Referee  as  selected  cannot  attend,  the 
Senior  Judge  shall  act  as  Referee  and  have  all  his  powers.  In 
this   event  the   second  Judge  becomes   Senior  Judge. 

The  Referee,  and  he  only,  shall  signal  the  Starter  that  every- 
thing is  in  readiness  for  the  heat,  or  race,  and  the  race  shall  not  be 
started  until  the  Starter  has  received  such  signal. 

The  Referee  may  delegate  to  the  Senior  Judge  this  duty  of  sig^ 
naling  to  the  Starter. 

RULE    IV. 

INSPECTORS. 

The  Inspectors  shall  be  assigned  their  positions  by  the  Referee. 
They  shall  watch  closely  the  conduct  of  the  competitors  during 
the  course  of  the  race,  and  in  case  of  a  foul,  whether  a  claim  is 
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made  or  not,  they  shall  make  a  report  at  once,  before  the  next 
heat,  or  race,  is  called,  of  what  they  have  seen  to  the  Referee. 
They  have  no  power  to  make  decisions. 


RULE    V. 

JUDGES   AT   FINISH. 

There  shall  be  three,  or  more.  Judges  at  finish,  namely  a 
Senior  Judge,  Second  Judge,  Third  Judge,  Fourth  Judge  and 
so  on.  The  Judge  whose  name  appears  at  the  head  of  the  list 
shall  be  Senior  Judge,  second  on  the  list  Second  Judge  and  so  on. 

The  Judges  shall  stand  at  the  finish  line  and  pick  the  con- 
testants in  the  order  in  which  they  cross  the  finish  line,  the 
Senior  Judge  picking  first  boy;  Second  Judge,  second  boy;  Third 
Judge,  third  boy:  Fourth  Judge,  fourth  boy,  and  so  on.  Their 
decision  is  final  and  without  appeal.  In  case  of  disagreement  a 
majority  shall  govern. 

Any  competitor  crossing  the  finish  line  without  a  number 
shall  not  be  selected  by  the  Judges  unless  with  the  consent  of  the 
Referee. 

In  absence  of  the  Referee,  the  Senior  Judge  shall  act  as 
Referee, 

RULE  VI. 

FIELD    JUDGES. 

They  shall  measure  and  judge  each  trial  of  each  competitor  in 
all  events  where  the  performance  is  measured.  Their  decision  is 
final  and  without  appeal.  In  case  of  disagreement  the  majority 
shall  govern. 

In  case  a  boy  is  competing  in  a  track  event  as  well  as  a  field 
event,  they  shall  excuse  him  from  his  part  in  the  field  event  for 
as  long  a  period  as  is  necessary  to  take  part  in  the  track  event 
and  shall  then  allow  him  to  take  his  missed  turns  within  a  reason- 
able time  after  the  track  event.  If  the  boy  is  competing  in  two 
field  events  that  are  taking  place  at  the  one  time  the  same  rule 
shall  apply. 

L.  Of  C. 
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RULE  VII. 

THE   TIMEKEEPERS. 

There  shall  be  three  Timekeepers.  They  shall  individually  tirae 
all  events  which  are  recorded  by  time  and  shall  decide  among 
themselves  the  official  time  of  each  heat  and  race. 

Should  two  of  the  three  watches  mark  the  same  time  and 
the  third  disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the  two  watches  shall 
be  accepted.  Should  all  three  disagree,  the  time  marked  by  the 
intermediate  watch  shall  be  accepted. 

If  two  watches  only  are  started  on  a  heat,  or  race,  and  they 
fail  to  agree,  the  longest  time  shall  be  accepted.  ^ 

To  have  a  record  allowed  three  watches  must  be  started  on  a 
heat,  or  race. 

The  flash  of  the  pistol  shall  denote  the  actual  start  of  the 
race,   or   heat. 

In  time  handicap  events  the  Timekeeper  shall  receive  the  time 
allowance  of  each  competitor  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  and 
shall  start  them  with  the  word  "GO." 


RULE  VIII. 

THE    STARTER. 

The  Starter  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  competitors  after  they 
have  been  assigned  to  their  marks  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

He  shall  start  the  heat,  or  race,  by  the  report  of  the  pistol  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  time  handicap  events  when  the  competitors 
shall  be  started  by  the  Timekeepers  with  the  word  "GO."  The 
following  formula  shall  be  used  by  the  Starter:  i.  Take  your 
mark;   2.  Get  set;   3.  The  report  of  the  pistol. 

Until  the  pistol  has  been  purposely  discharged  it  shall  not  be 
considered  an  actual  start.  In  case  the  pistol  goes  off  accident- 
ally, the  Starter  shall  recall  the  competitors  by  discharging  his 
pistol  twice. 

The  Starter  shall  not  start  the  heat,  or  race,  until  he  receives 
the  signal  from  the  Referee  that  everything  is  in  readiness.     The 
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Referee  may  delegate  to  the  Senior  Judge  this  duty  of  signalling 
to  the  Starter. 

A  false  start  is  one  where  any  part  of  the  person  of  a  com- 
petitor touches  the  ground  in  front  of  his  mark  before  the  Starter 
purposely  discharges  his  pistol.  The  competitor  shall  keep  his 
hands  behind  the  mark  assigned  to  him. 

The  following  penalties  are  imposed  by  the  Starter  for  false 
starts :  In  all  races  up  to  and  including  125  yards  the  competitor 
shall  be  put  back  one  yard  for  the  first  and  one  more  for  the 
second  attempt ;  in  races  over  125  yards  and  including  300  yards, 
two  yards  for  the  first  and  two  more  for  the  second  attempt ;  in 
races  over  300  yards  and  including  600  yards,  three  yards  for  the 
first  and  three  more  for  the  second  attempt ;  in  races  over 
600  yards  and  including  1,000  yards,  four  yards  for  the  first  and 
four  more  for  the  second  attempt;  in  races  over  1,000  yards  and 
including  one  mile,  five  yards  for  the  first  and  five  more  for  the 
second  attempt;  in  all  races  over  one  mile,  ten  yards  for  the  first 
and  ten  more  for  the  second  attempt.  In  all  races  the  third  false 
start  shall  disqualify  the  offender  from  that  event. 

Should  any  boy  attempt  to  advance  from  his  mark  after  the 
Starter  has  given  word  to  get  ready,  the  Starter  shall  disqualify 
him  from  that  event. 

RULE  IX. 

THE   CLERK   OF  THE   COURSE. 

The  names  and  numbers  of  all  the  competitors  in  each  event 
shall  be  given  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course,  who  shall  call  them 
by  name  and  check  them  off  on  the  program  immediately  before 
the  event. 

After  the  competitors'  names  have  been  called,  the  Clerk  of 
the  Course  shall,  in  handicap  events,  assign  them  to  their  re- 
spective marks. 

The  clerk  of  the  Course  shall  not  allow  any  competitor  to  start 
without  his  number  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Referee. 

The  Assistant  Clerks  of  the  Course  shall  perform  whatever 
duties  are  assigned  them  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 
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RULE   X. 

CHIEF    SCORER. 

The  Chief  Scorer  shall  keep  track  of  the  order  in  which  each 
competitor  finishes  and  also  the  time  for  the  event.  He  shall 
also  keep  a  tally  of  the  laps  made  by  each  competitor  in  all  races 
round  a  turn  and  shall  announce  by  means  of  a  bell  or  pistol  shot 
when  the  leading  man  is  entering  on  the  last  lap. 

The  Assistant  Scorers  are  subject  to  the  Chief  Scorer  and  shall 
perform  whatever  duties  are  assigned  them  by  him. 

RULE  XL 

THE    MARSHAL. 

The  Marshal  shall  prevent  any  but  officials  and  actual  com- 
petitors from  entering  into  the  inner  circle  or  remaining  therein. 

Any  competitor  entering  into  the  inner  circle  before  or  after 
competition,  and  not  there  for  the  purpose  of  competition,  must 
leave  the  inner  circle  when  requested  by  the  Marshal.  If  after 
the  second  request  the  competitor  still  refuses  to  leave,  the 
Marshal,  or  his  assistants,  must  report  the  matter  to  the  Referee 
who  may  disqualify  the  offender. 

The  Assistant  Marshal  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Marshal  and  shall  assist  him  in  keeping  the  inner  circle  as  clear 
as  is  possible. 

RULE  XIL 

OFFICIAL    ANNOUNCER. 

The  scorers  shall  make  known  to  the  Official  Announcer  the 
results  of  each  event  and  he  shall  announce  them  to  the  specta- 
tors. 

RULE  XIIL 

OFFICIAL   REPORTER. 

The  Official  Reporter  shall  receive  from  the  Scorers  the  order 
of  finishing  and  the  time  made  by  the  competitors  in  the  running 
events  and  the  height  or  distance  covered  by  the  competitors  in 
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the  field   events.     This   information  he   shall    immediately  make 
known  to  the  representatives  of  the  press. 


RULE    XIV. 

THE    INNER    CIRCLE. 

With  the  exception  of  officials  and  actual  competitors  no  one 
shall  be  allowed  within  the  inner  circle.  Competitors  must  leave 
the  inner  circle  immediately  after  the  finish  of  their  event,  or 
when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  Marshal. 

No  attendant,  friend  or  trainer  shall  be  allowed  to  accompany 
the  competitors  on  the  track  or  infield. 


RULE   XV. 

THE    COMPETITORS. 

'i  he  competitors  shall  report  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Course  at  the 
•starting  point  of  each  competition,  after  they  have  been  called 
to  the  inner  circle. 

Each  contestant  must  provide  himself  with  a  number  corre- 
sponding to  the  number  opposite  his  name  on  the  program.  This 
number  he  must  wear  conspicuously  while  he  is  competing,  and 
without  it  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  start  except  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Referee. 

In  handicap  events  competitors,  whether  they  be  scratch  or 
limit  mark  men,  must  start  from  positions  in  which  they  are 
placed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 

If  in  straightaway  races  the  competitor  does  not  confine  himself 
to  his  own  lane,  but  instead  crosses  into  the  lane  of  his  opponent, 
the  Referee  shall  disqualify  him. 

In  races  around  a  turn,  the  competitor  shall,  after  turning  the 
last  corner,  continue  in  a  straight  line  to  the  finish  and  not  cross 
eith<^r  to  the  outside  or  the  inside  in  front  of  any  of  the  other 
<:onipetitors. 
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Any  competitor  who  wilfully  jostles,  crosses  in  front  of,  or 
otherwise  impedes  an  opponent,  shall  be  disqualified  by  the 
Referee  from  that  event. 

The  Referee  shall  further  disqualify  from  the  meeting  any 
competitor  who,  in  his  opinion,  is  trying  to  lose,  to  coach,  or  to- 
impede  in  any  way  the  chances  of  another  competitor.  He  shall 
further  notify  the  Games  Committee  who  will  take  further  action. 

Any  competitor  acting  in  an  ungentlemanly  manner,  whether 
toward  competitors,  spectators  or  officials,  may  be  disqualified  by 
the  Referee  from  that  and  all  other  events  at  that  meeting,  and  if 
the  Referee  thinks  the  offence  worthy  of  further  punishment^ 
he  shall  make  a  full  report  on  the  case  to  the  Secretary  of  the. 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League  for  further  action. 


RULE   XVI. 

RECORDER    OF    TIMES. 

The  Recorder  of  Times  shall  read  the  watch  of  each  of  the 
Timers  after  each  heat  and  shall  make  known  the  official  time  to 
the  Referee  of  the  meeting  and  the  Official  Announcer.  In  the 
case  of  a  new  record  he  shall  be  careful  to  receive  the  signatures 
of  the  Timers  vouching  for  the  performance. 


RULE   XVII. 

PROTESTS. 

Protests  against  any  competitor  entered  in  any  games  may 
be  made  verbally  or  in  writing,  to  the  Games  Committee  before 
the  meet,  or  to  the  Referee  during  the  meet. 

If  the  protest  is  a  claim  of  foul  committed  during  the  meet,, 
the  Referee  shall  decide  the  matter  at  once  as  laid  down  in  the 
duties  of  Referee  (Rule  III). 

If  possible,  the  Games  Committee  shall  decide  all  protests  be- 
fore the  events  are  run  off.  If  it  is  a  case  requiring  the  taking  of 
evidence,  the  Games   Committee  shall  decide  the  matter  within 
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one  week  after  the  date  of  the  games.  If  it  affects  the  contes- 
tant's amateur  status,  however,  the  case  must  be  referred  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Pubhc  Schools  Athletic  League  for  action. 

When   a   contestant  is   allowed  to   compete  under  protest  the 
prizes  that  he  may  win  shall  be  withheld  until  the  case  is  settled. 


RULE   XVIIL 

THE    TRACK. 

The  distance  to  be  run  shall  be  measured  on  a  line  eighteen 
inches  outward  from  the  inner  edge  of  the  track.  This  edge  shall 
be  a  solid  curb  raised  three  inches  above  the  level  of  the  track. 

In  straightaway  races  distance  shall  be  measured  in  a  direct 
line  from  the  starting  mark  to  the  finishing  line. 

In  indoor  races  on  board  floors  courses  may  be  marked  plainly 
(with  whitewash)   on  the  track. 

RULE    XIX. 

THE   COURSE. 

In  Straightaway  races  the  competitor  must  keep  his  own  course 
from  start  to  finish.  In  these  races  separate  courses,  called  lanes, 
shall  be  laid  out  for  each  competitor  by  means  of  stakes  driven 
into  the  ground  to  which  cord  or  wire  is  attached  and  which  are 
placed  about  fifteen  yards  apart. 

In  all  races  the  competitor  must  not  cross  to  the  pole,  or  inner 
edge  of  the  track  until  he  is  at  least  two  strides  in  advance  of 
his  nearest  competitor. 

In  all  championship  races  positions  shall  be  drawn  for,  num- 
bering one,  two,  three  and  so  on  from  border  out,  and  the  draw- 
ing shall  be  in  the  names  of  the  schools.  The  Clerk  of  the 
Course  shall  then  allot  positions.  The  school  having  the  first 
choice  shall  have  the  position  next  the  pole,  or  inner  edge  of 
the  track,  the  school  having  second  choice,  second  position  and 
so  on,  the  schools  alternating,  so  that,  if  possible,  there  will  not  be 
two  contestants  from  the  one  school  in  the  same  heat. 
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In  championship  events  on  straightaway  tracks,  the  drawing 
shall  be  by  schools,  and  the  Referee  shall  see  that  no  two  con- 
testants from  the  same  school  shall  start  in  one  heat.  There 
shall  be  a  drawing  for  the  choice  of  lanes,  the  school  winning 
first  choice  selecting  whatever  lane  the  first  runner  for  that 
school  desires,  the  school  having  second  choice  the  next  best  lane 
and  so  on. 

In  handicap  events  the  contestants  when  called  must  take  any 
lane  assigned  him  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Course. 


RULE   XX. 

THE    FINISH. 

The  finish  of  a  course  shall  be  represented  by  a  line  between 
two  finishing  posts  drawn  across  and  at  right  angles  to  the 
sides  of  the  track  and  four  feet  above  which  shall  be  placed  a 
tape  attached  to  both  finishing  posts. 

The  finish  of  any  race  shall  be  counted  when  any  part  of  com- 
petitor's body  except  his  hands  and  arms  shall  reach  the  finish 
line. 

No  competitor  shall  be  considered  to  have  finished  unless  his 
entire  body  shall  have  crossed  the  finish  line. 

RULE  XXI. 

RELAY    RACING. 

A  line  shall  be  drawn  twenty  feet  in  front  of  each  starting 
line.  Between  these  two  lines  each  runner  must  touch  the  suc- 
ceeding runner.  Failure  to  do  this  shall  disqualify  the  team  in 
that  event.  There  shall  be  Judges  of  Relay  Racing  whose  duties 
it  shall  be  to  see  that  all  touches  are  properly  made. 

The  same  rules  with  reference  to  fouling,  coaching  or  im- 
peding a  runner  in  any  manner,  apply  to  relay  racing  as  to  other 
running  events. 

In  the  case  of  a  handicap  relay  race,  the  boy  on  the  first  relay 
is  granted  the  total  handicap  allowed  each  team. 
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Only   those  boys   are   allowed   to   run   in   the   final   heat  of  a 
relay  race  who  have  competed  in  the  trial  heats. 


RULE  XXIL 

HANDICAP    RULE. 

The  handicap  allowed  in  the  different  races  shall  not  exceed 
one-tenth  of  the  distance  to  be  run;  for  instance,  the  limit  in 
the  50  yards  dash  shall  be  5  yards,  in  the  100  yards  dash,  10 
yards. 

The  limit  in  the  pole  vault  shall  be  18  inches;  in  the  running 
high  jump  9  inches;  in  the  running  broad  jump,  30  inches;  in 
the  8-lb.  shot  put,  48  inches ;  in  the  12-lb,  shot  put,  60  inches ;  in 
the  standing  broad  jump,  12  inches. 

The  penalty  for  winning  shall  be  as  follows :  For  races  of 
50  yards  and  under,  3  feet,  2  feet  and  i  foot  shall  be  taken  off 
for  winning  first,  second  and  third  places  respectively;  in  races 
over  50  yards  and  including  100  yards,  2  yards,  i  yard  and  2 
feet ;  over  100  yards  and  including  220  yards,  5,  3  and  2  yards ; 
over  220  and  including  440  yards,  10,  6  and  3  yards ;  over  440 
yards  and  including  880  yards,  20,  12  and  6  yards;  in  races  over 
•880  and  including  one  mile,  40  yards,  24  yards  and  12  yards;  in 
the  pole  vault,  g,  7  and  4  inches;  in  the  running  high  jump,  5, 
4  and  2  inches;  in  the  running  broad  jump,  14,  10  and  7  inches; 
in  the  8-lb.  shot  put,  20,  15  and  11  inches;  in  the  12-lb.  shot  put, 
.24,  18  and  13  inches;  in  the  standing  broad  jump,  7,  5  and  3 
inches. 

RULE  XXIIL 

POTATO   RACING. 

The  potato  race  shall  be  one  in  which  three  or  more  potatoes 
are  placed  two  yards  apart  on  a  direct  line.  The  first  potato  shall 
l)e  two  yards  from  the  receptacle,  which  shall  be  either  a  pail,  bas- 
ket, box  or  can  not  over  36  inches  in  circumference  at  the  opening. 

The   finish   shall  be  a   line  five  yards  back  of  the  receptacle, 
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which  must  be  crossed  after  the  last  potato  has  been  placed  in 
the  receptacle. 

If  the  competitor  should  drop  a  potato,  he  must  replace  it  in 
the  receptacle  before  he  touches  another  potato;  otherwise,  he 
shall  be  disqualified. 

In  handicap  events  the  mark  is  taken  off  back  of  the  receptacle. 


RULE  XXIV. 

THE  ^  SHOT." 

The  Shot  shall  be  a  metal  sphere  of  any  weight  decided  upon 
by  the  Games  Committee.  For  indoor  games  for  record  purposes 
a  filled  shot  covered  with  any  material  and  being  a  perfect  and 
solid  sphere  may  be  used. 

The  shot  shall  be  "put"  with  one  hand,  and  in  making  the  at- 
tempt, it  shall  be  above  and  not  behind  the  shoulder. 

All  puts  shall  be  made  from  a  circle  seven  feet  in  diameter. 
The  circle  shall  be  a  metal  or  wooden  ring,  painted  or  white- 
washed, and  sunk  almost  flush  with  the  ground,  and  it  shall  be 
divided  into  two  halves  by  a  line  drawn  through  the  center.  In 
the  middle  of  the  circumference  of  the  front  half  shall  be  placed 
a  stop-board  four  feet  long  and  four  inches  high,  and  firmly 
fastened  to  the  ground.  In  making  his  puts,  a  competitor  may 
rest  his  foot  against,  but  not  on  top  of,  the  stop-board. 

That  put  shall  be  considered  a  fair  put  when  no  part  of  the 
body  of  the  competitor  touches  the  top  of  the  stop-board,  the 
circle,  or  the  ground  outside  of  the  circle,  provided  the  compet- 
itor shall  leave  the  circle  by  its  rear  half,  which  shall  be  the  half 
directly  opposite  the  stop-board.  A  put  shall  be  considered  fouli 
if  any  part  of  the  body  of  the  competitor  shall  touch  the  ground 
outside  the  front  half  of  the  circle  before  the  put  is  measured. 

The  Field  Judges  shall  measure  each  put  from  the  nearest  mark 
made  by  the  fall  of  the  shot  to  the  circumference  of  the  circle  on 
a  line  from  the  mark  made  by  the  shot  to  the  centre  of  the  circle. 

Foul  puts  and  letting  go  the  shot  in  making  an  attempt  shall 
be  counted  as  trials  without  result. 
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Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trial  puts,  and  the  first,  second 
and  third  in  the  trials  shall  have  three  more  trials  each  in  the 
final. 

The  best  put  made  by  a  competitor,  whether  made  in  the 
trials  or  finals  shall  count  as  his  best  put  and  the  result  will  be 
decided  accordingly. 

RULE    XXV. 

RUNNING   HIGH    JUMP. 

A  fair  jump  shall  be  one  that  is  made  without  the  assistance  of 
weights,  diving,  somersaults  or  handsprings  of  any  kind. 

The  bar  shall  be  a  thin  stick  two  inches  in  width  and  shall  rest 
on  pins  which  shall  project  not  more  than  three  inches  from  the 
uprights.  When  this  bar  is  removed,  it  shall  constitute  a  trial 
jump  without  result. 

The  height  at  which  the  jump  shall  commence  and  the  height 
to  which  it  shall  be  raised  at  each  succeeding  jump  shall  be 
decided  by  the  Field  Judges. 

The  height  shall  be  measured  from  the  middle  of  the  bar  to  the 
ground  on  a  direct  line. 

Each  competitor  shall  be  allowed  three  trial  jumps  at  each 
height,  and  if  on  the  third  trial  he  shall  fail,  he  shall  be  declared 
out  of  the  competition. 

At  each  successive  height  each  competitor  shall  take  one  trial 
in  his  proper  turn ;  then  those  failing,  if  any,  shall  have  their 
second  trial  in  a  like  order,  after  which  those  who  have  failed  at 
the  second  trial  may  take  their  third  and  final  trial  at  that  height. 

A  competitor  may  decline  to  jump  at  any  height  in  his  turn, 
and  by  so  doing,  forfeits  his  right  to  again  jump  at  the  height 
declined. 

If,  however,  a  competitor  takes  a  trial  at  any  height  and  fails 
in  the  first  trial,  he  shall  not  pass  the  other  two  trials. 

Running  under  the  bar  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump  shall  be 
counted  as  a  balk  and  three  successive  balks  shall  constitute  a 
trial  jump. 
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There  shall  be  no  limit  to  the  run  competitor  may  take  before 
attempting  a  jump. 

RULE    XXVI. 

RUNNING  BROAD  JUMP. 

A  joist  five  inches  shall  be  sunk  flush  with  the  ground.  The 
outer  edge  of  the  joist  shall  be  called  the  scratch  line  and  the 
measurement  of  all  jumps  shall  be  made  from  it  at  right  angles 
to  the  nearest  break  in  the  soft  ground,  or  in  the  turf  or  earth 
outside  the  soft  ground  by  any  part  of  the  body  of  a  competitor. 

In  front  of  the  scratch  line  the  ground  shall  be  removed  to 
the  depth  of  three  and  the  width  of  twelve  inches  outward. 

A  foul  jump  shall  be  one  where  the  competitor  in  jumping  off 
the  scratch  line  makes  a  mark  on  the  ground  immediately  in 
front  of  it,  or  runs  over  the  line  without  jumping,  and  shall 
count  as  a  trial  jump  without  result. 

Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trial  jumps,  and  the  com- 
petitors finishing  one,  two,  three  in  the  trial  jumps  shall  each, 
have  three  more  trial  jumps. 

The  competition  shall  be  decided  by  the  best  of  all  the  trial 
jumps  of  the  competitors. 

A  fair  jump  shall  be  one  that  is  made  without  the  assistance  of 
weights,  diving,  somersaults  or  handsprings  of  any  kind. 

RULE   XXVII. 

STANDING  BROAD  JUMP. 

The  feet  of  the  competitor  may  be  placed  in  any  position,  but 
shall  leave  the  ground  once  only  in  making  an  attempt  to  jump. 
When  the  feet  are  lifted  from  the  ground  twice,  or  two  springs 
are  made  in  making  the  attempt,  it  shall  count  as  a  trial  jump 
without  result.  A  competitor  may  rock  back  and  forward,  lifting 
heels  and  toes  alternately  from  the  ground,  but  may  not  lift 
either  foot  clear  of  the  ground,  nor  slide  either  foot  along  the 
ground  in  any  direction. 

In  all  other  respects  the  rules  governing  the  running  broad 
jump  govern  the  standing  broad  jump  as  well.

RULE    XXVIII. 

THE    POLE    VAULT. 

The  height  at  which  the  vaulting  shall  commence  and  the 
height  to  which  the  bar  shall  be  raised  at  each  succeeding  vault 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Field  Judges. 

The  height  of  the  bar  shall  be  measured  on  a  direct  line  from 
the  ground  to  the  middle  of  the  bar. 

Each  competitor  shall  have  three  trials  at  each  height,  and,  if 
he  fails  at  the  third  trial  he  shall  be  declared  out  of  the  com- 
petition. 

Each  competitor  shall  make  an  attempt  at  each  successive  height 
in  the  order  in  which  he  is  called ;  then  those  who  have  failed 
shall  have  a  second  trial  in  like  order.  Those  failing  on  the 
second  trial  shall  then  take  their  third  and  final  trial. 

Displacing  the  bar  counts  as  a  try. 

Leaving  the  ground  in  an  attempt  shall  constitute  a  try. 

A  line  shall  be  drawn  fifteen  feet  in  front  of  the  bar  and  parallel 
with  it ;  crossing  this  line  in  an  attempt  shall  be  a  balk.  Two 
balks   shall  constitute  a  try. 

A  competitor  may  decline  to  vault  at  any  height,  but,  if  he  fails 
at  the  next  height,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  go  back  and  try  the 
height  he  omitted. 

If,  however,  contestant  takes  one  trial  at  any  height,  he  shall 
not  pass  the  other  two  trials. 

Any  competitor  shall  be  allowed  to  dig  a  hole  not  more  than 
one  foot  in  diameter  at  the  take-off  in  which  to  plant  his  pole. 

The  poles  shall  have  no  assisting  devices,  except  that  they  may 
be  wound  or  wrapped  with  any  substance  for  the  purpose  of 
affording  a  firmer  grasp,  and  may  have  one  spike  at  the  lower 
end.     The  poles  shall  be  unlimited  as  to  size  and  weight. 

No  competitor  shall,  during  his  vault,  raise  the  hand  which  was 
uppermost  when  he  left  the  ground  to  a  higher  point  on  the  pole, 
nor  shall  he  raise  the  hand  which  was  undermost  when  he  left 
the  ground  to  any  point  on  the  pole  above  the  other  hand. 
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RULE    XXIX. 

THE  HURDLES. 

In  the  120  yards  hurdle  race,  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used; 
height  of  hurdles  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee. 
They  shall  be  placed  ten  yards  apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  fifteen 
yards  distant  from  the  starting  point,  and  the  last  hurdle  fifteen 
yards  before  the  finishing  line. 

In  the  220  yards  hurdle  race  ten  hurdles  shall  be  used ;  height 
of  hurdle  to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Games  Committee.  They 
shall  be  placed  twenty  yards  apart,  with  the  first  hurdle  twenty 
yards  distant  from  the  starting  mark,  and  the  last  hurdle  twenty 
yards  from  the  finishing  line. 

In  hurdle  races  of  other  distances,  and  with  different  numbers 
of  hurdles,  the  hurdles  shall  be  placed  at  equal  distances,  with 
the  same  space  between  the  first  hurdle  and  the  starting  point  and 
the  last  hurdle  and  the  finishing  line  as  between  each  of  the 
hurdles. 

In  making  a  record  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  competitor  to 
jump  over  every  hurdle  in  its  proper  position,  nor  shall  the  per- 
formance be  considered  a  record  unless  every  hurdle  is  left 
standing. 

RULE    XXX. 

TIES. 

In  all  contests  whose  results  are  determined  by  measurement  of 
height  or  distance,  ties  shall  be  decided  as  follows : 

In  handicap  contests  the  award  shall  be  given  to  the  competitor 
who  received  the  least  allowance.  In  case  of  a  tie  between  two  or 
more  competitors  who  received  the  same  allowance,  the  decision 
shall  be  made  as  in  scratch  contests. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  at  high  jumping,  the  tieing 
competitors  shall  have  three  trials  at  the  height  last  tried,  and 
if  still  undecided  the  bar  shall  be  lowered  to  the  height  next  below, 
and  three  trials  taken  at  that  height.  If  no  one  clears  it,  the 
bar  shall  be  lowered  again  and  again  until  one  of  the  competitors 
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clears  it.  In  case  of  a  second  tie,  the  award  shall  be  given  to  the 
competitor  who  cleared  the  bar  with  the  least  number  of  trials. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  a  scratch  contest  in  any  event  decided  by- 
distance,  each  of  the  tieing  competitors  shall  have  three  addi- 
tional trials,  and  the  award  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
distance  cleared  in  these  additional  trials.  In  case  of  a  second  tie 
three  more  trials  shall  be  allowed,  and  so  on,  until  a  decision  is 
reached.  In  case  of  a  dead  heat  in  track  events,  the  competitors 
shall  not  be  allowed  to  divide  the  prize  or  points,  or  to  toss  for 
them,  but  must  compete  again  at  a  time  and  place  appointed  by 
the  Referee. 

In  case  of  a  tie  in  the  pole  vault  the  officials  shall  raise  or 
lower  the  bar  at  their  discretion,  and  those  competitors  who  have 
tied  shall  be  allowed  one  trial  at  each  height. 

RULE    XXXI. 

ORDER    OF    COMPETITION    IN    FIELD    EVENTS. 

In  all  scratch  events  the  competitors  shall  take  their  trials  in 
the  order  of  their  names  as  printed  on  the  program. 

In  all  handicap  events  the  competitor  having  the  greatest  allow- 
ance shall  make  the  first  trial,  and  so  on,  in  regular  order,  up  to 
the  competitor  at  scratch  or  with  least  allowance,  who  shall  have 
the  last  trial. 

RULE  XXXII. 

COSTUME. 

Only  boys  with  pants  reaching  approximately  to  the  knees  and 
shirts  that  adequately  cover  the  body  shall  be  allowed  to  compete. 
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Hints  on  Training 


1.  Always  warm  up  slowly  and  cool  off  gradually  when  finished 

2.  Stop  practice  before  you  are  exhausted. 

3.  Dress  lightly  for  practice  or  competition,  but  put  on  warm 
clothing  at  once  when  you  have  finished. 

4.  Practice  regularly;  a  little  each  day,  if  possible. 

5.  Have  regular  hours  for  eating  and  sleeping. 

6.  Don't  Smoke. 

TRAINING  SCHEDULE. 
For  Runners. 

(a)  Warm  up;  never  fail  to  do  this. 

(b)  Practice  five  or  six  starts.  Before  taking  the  line  trot 
a  dozen  steps  up  the  track  and  back.  On  the  start  run  at  full 
speed  about  twenty  yards ;  slow  up  gradually  and  walk  back  to 
the  line. 

(c)  Wait  a  minute;  take  a  few  deep  breaths;  trot  a  few  steps 
and  repeat  the  start,  running  a  few  yards  further  than  before. 
After  two  or  three  trials  put  as  much  speed  as  possible  into  the 
start,  run  moderately  for  a  few  yards  and  finish  at  top  speed. 

(d)  Once  a  week  run  your  full  distance  at  top  speed.  This 
may  be  done  oftener  for  distances  under  100  yards. 

(e)  Always  end  practice  by  walking  about  until  breathing 
becomes  nearly  normal ;  then  take  a  rub  down  and  dress. 

For  Jumpers. 

(a)  Warm  up. 

(b)  Devote  a  large  part  of  the  practice  to  getting  the  "take 
off''  properly. 

(c)  Decide  which  foot  you  will  jump  from,  then  starting  on 
this  foot  from  the  "take  off"  run  back,  six,  eight  or  some  even 
number  of  strides  and  mark  off  the  spot  where  you  strike  on 
your  last  stride.     Let  your  jumping  foot  strike  this  mark  in  the 
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run  to  the  "take  off."  Run  with  the  natural  stride  until  the  last 
two  paces,  which  may  be  lengthened  a  few  inches.  If  you  do 
not  hit  the  "take  off"  right,  move  your  starting  mark  backward 
or  forward  by  just  the  distance  that  you  go  over  or  fall  short. 
Some  jumpers  have  two  marks.  This  is  often  helpful ;  the  first 
mark  serving  as  a  guide  to  bring  the  jumper  to  the  second  mark 
on  the  proper  stride. 

(d)  At  first  try  easy  jumps,  raising  the  knees  quickly  and  as 
high  as  possible  when  the  jump  is  being  made.  Practice  this  until 
you  learn  how  to  land  and  to  control  your  body  while  in  the  air. 

(e)  Do  not  try  for  height  or  distance  in  the  high  and  broad 
jump  more  than  once  or  twice  a  week,  and  take  a  good  rub  down 
and  dress  quickly  when  you  have  finished  practiciiag. 

For  Shot  Putters. 

(a)  Warm  up  by  swinging  the  arms,  bending  the  body  and 
springing  forward,  at  the  same  time  giving  the  body  a  sharp  turn 
forward  and  to  the  right. 

(b)  Practice  should  be  done  from  a  stand  so  as  to  get  the 
spring  with  the  legs,  the  turn  and  lunge  of  the  body  and  the 
heave   with   the   shoulders. 

(c)  Before  making  a  put  always  limber  the  muscles  of  the 
arm  and  shoulder  by  stretching"  the  arm  up  to  its  full  length. 

(d)  Use  a  light  shot  until  the  fundamental  motions  are  mas- 

FoR  Hurdlers. 

(a)  Warm  up  and  practice  starts  the  same  as  for  running. 

(b)  Practice  with  one  hurdle  at  first  to  get  the  stride  and  to 
overcome   any   hesitancy   in  taking  the   hurdle. 

(c)  Go  no  higher  than  is  necessary  in  clearing  the  hurdle. 
Both  time  and  strength  may  be  saved  in  this  way. 

(d)  Later  practice  with  two  or  three  hurdles,  aiming  to  get 
a  uniform  stride  between  the  hurdles  and  to  maintain  a  good 
balance.  A  good  preliminary  exercise  is  to  raise  the  legs  alter- 
nately, bringing  the  knees  to  the  level  of  the  armpit. 

(e)  Once  or  twice  a  week  take  the  full  number  of  hurdles 
for  time, 
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Warming  Up  Program. 

(a)  Take  a  dozen  steps,  rising  slightly  on  the  toes  at  each  step. 

(b)  Trot   a   dozen   steps.     Repeat,   swinging  the   arms   at  the 
sides. 

(c)  Trot  thirty  steps,  lifting  the  knees  well  at  each  step.  Repeat, 
lifting  the  heels  high. 

(d)  Take  several  deep  breaths.     Now  trot  fifty  steps  at  a  good 
swinging  pace,  then  walk  fifty. 

(e)  Breathe   deeply.

The  very  active  interest  and  successful  conduct  of  athletics  in 
the  elementary  schools  during  the  past  year  is  largely  due  to  the 
faithfulness  and  efficiency  of  the  members  of  this  committee. 
They  give  not  only  the  time  required  for  attendance  at  the  com- 
mittee meetings,  but  many  of  their  afternoons  as  well  in  further- 
ing the   athletic   interests   of  their   respective   leagues. 

District  Athletic  Leagues — 

During  the  past  year  three  new  District  Athletic  Leagues  have 
been  organized.  With  the  exception  of  two  school  districts,  the 
entire  city  is  now  organized  into  District  Athletic  Leagues. 
Teachers  and  principals  and  members  of  local  school  boards  have 
united  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  these  branch  leagues.  They 
have  conducted  basket  ball  and  base  ball  tournaments  with  an 
exceptional  degree  of  efficiency,  and  with  few  exceptions  have 
held  sets  of  outdoor  games  for  all  the  schools  within  their  terri- 
tory. 

The  difficulty  of  securing  athletic  fields  and  indoor  centers  for 
their  games,  has,  of  course,  been  a  serious  draw-back  to  the  work 
of  these  leagues.  But  in  spite  of  this  handicap,  very  creditable 
work  has  been  done. 

This  is  the  department  of  the  League  that  brings  athletic  com- 
petition home  to  the  great  mass  of  elementary  school  boys  of  the 
city. 

Only  the  winners  in  the  various  events  can  compete  in  the  city 
games ;  and  when  we  remember  that  these  winners  often  num- 
ber a  thousand  or  more,  and  that  each  one  probably  represents 
twenty  or  thirty  boys  who  have  striven  for  his  place,  it  gives  us 
an  idea  of  the  great  army  of  school  boys  who  are  actually  com- 
peting in  athletics  through  the  work  of  the  District  Leagues. 

Each  District  League  has  its  own  Games  Committee,  and  the 
chairmen   of  these   committees   are   responsible    for  the   various

activities  of  their  respective  leagues.  Great  credit  is  due  them 
for  their  conscientious  and  pubHc  spirited  work. 

A  letter  recently  sent  to  the  presidents  of  the  different  Dis- 
trict Leagues,  suggesting  that  the  services  of  the  Financial  Sec- 
retary of  the  City  League  would  be  at  their  command  in  any 
plans  that  they  might  have  for  raising  funds  for  their  work,  met 
with  an  almost  unanimous  response  that  their  leagues  were  in 
a  very  good  condition  financially ;  and  were,  by  moans  of  enter- 
tainments, games  and  special  contributions,  able  to  meet  their 
necessary  expenses.  In  one  case  only  has  the  City  League  given 
financial  assistance  to  a  District  League  during  the  history  of  the 
organization. 

The  large  number  of  games  held  by  individual  schools  dur- 
ing the  year  has  made  it  difficult  in  many  cases  for  the  District 
Leagues  to  get  open  days  and  grounds  for  District  League  games, 
This  only  emphasizes  the  need  of  athletic  fields  for  our  school 
bovs.

SCHOOL  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATIONS. 

All  the  High  Schools  of  the  city  have  active  athletic  associa- 
tions. The  members  contribute  a  small  fee  annually  to  the  sup- 
port of  athletics  in  their  own  school.  The  Central  League  has 
endeavored  to  encourage  membership  in  the  High  Schools  Ath- 
letic Associations  this  year  by  giving  free  tickets  to  its  games. 

A   canvass   was   recentlv  made  to   determine  the  condition  of 
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athletics  in  the  elementary  schools  that  have  boys  in  grammar 
grades.  The  summary  of  this  canvass  as  given  below  shows  the 
great  need  of  increased  facilities   for  athletic  exercise.

Competitions   for   the   Athletic   Badges   offered   for   elementary 
schools  have  been  especially  vigorous  during  the  past  year.    After 
the  experience   of  the  first  tests,   the   following  standards   were 
agreed  upon : 
For  boys  of  elementary  schools  under  13  years  of  age — 

60  Yards  Run 83-5  seconds 

Pull  up,  or  chinning  on  bar 4  times 

Standing  Broad  Jump 5  feet  9  inches 

For  all  other  boys  of  elementary  schools — 

60  Yards  Run,  Indoors 8  seconds 

100   Yards  Run,   Outdoors 14  seconds 

Pull  Up 6  times 

Standing   Broad   Jump 6  feet  6  inches 

For  High  Schools — 

220  Yards  Run , 28  seconds 

Pull  Up  9  times 

Running   High    Jump 4  feet  4  inches 
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In  order  to  be  eligible  for  these  tests,  the  boys  must  receive 
at  least  "B"  in  effort,  proficiency  and  deportment  in  the  element- 
ary schools;  and  in  the  high  schools  the  boys  must  be  doing 
work  satisfactory  to  their  principals. 

The  badges  for  Juniors  in  the  elementary  schools  are  bronze; 
for  Seniors  in  the  elementary  schools,  one-half  bronze  and  one- 
half  silver;  and  for  the  high  school  boys,  silver. 

One  hundred  and  four  elementary  schools  and  twelve  high 
schools  have  taken  the  tests  during  the  past  year.

The  League  presents  to  each  school  having  boys  qualified  for 
athletic  badges,  an  engraved  certificate,  17  x  24  inches,  with  a 
space  for  200  names.  The  boys  count  it  a  special  honor  to  have 
their  names  appear  on  this  certificate,  inasmuch  as  it  stands  for 
special  athletic  ability  and  satisfactory  school  work. 
High  School  Indoor  Championships — 

The  High  School  Indoor  Championships  were  held  at  the  23d 
Regiment  Armory  in  Brooklyn  on  the  evening  of  January  6,  1906. 
There  were  2>^7  entries  in  the  sixteen  events  offered  for  compe- 
tition. 

A  large  number  of  complimentary  tickets  were  sent  out  to 
friends  and  supporters  of  the  League,  and  to  the  ofBcials  of  the 
various  High  and  Elementary  School  Committees.  For  others 
a  regular  admission  fee  was  charged.

Elementary  School  Indoor  Championships — 

The  Indoor  Championships  for  the  elementary  schools  were 
held  at  the  23d  Regiment  Armory  in  Brooklyn  on  the  afternoon 
of  January  6th,  1906.  Four  hundred  and  thirty-three  boys  took 
part  in  the  thirteen  events  on  the  program. 

The  attendance  at  these  games,  as  well  as  at  the  High  School 
games  in  the  evening,  was  very  encouraging.  The  competitions 
were  of  such  a  high  order  that  several  of  the  former  indoor 
records  were  broken.

In  view  of  this,  the  High  Schools  Games 
Committee  voted  that  the  last  regular  game  on  the  schedule 
should  be  the  final,  no  matter  what  the  standing  of  the  schools 
might  be.  The  result  was  a  tie  between  Boys'  High  School 
and  the  High  School  of  Commerce. 

Elementary  School  Basket  Ball   Tournament — 

Eighty-four  were  entered  in  the  Elementary  School  Basket 
Ball  Tournament.  This  was  conducted  in  two  sections,  namely, 
Juniors  and  Seniors.

Gold  medals  were  given  to  the  members  of  the  teams  winning 
the  city  championships,  and  silver  medals  to  the  teams  winning 
the  borough  championships. 

Bronze  plaques  were  given  to  the  schools  winning  the  cham- 
pionship of  their  respective  boroughs. 

Novice  Relay  Meet — 

On  March  17th,  1906,  at  ]\Iadison  Square  Garden,  the  League 
held  its  first  Indoor  Novice  Relay  Meet  for  both  High  and  Ele- 
mentary Schools. 

Fourteen  hundred  and  ninety  boys  took  part  in  these  games. 
No  entry  fees  were  charged.  Sixteen  hundred  complimentary 
tickets  were  sent  to  supporters  of  the  League,  and  the  remain- 
ing tickets  of  admission  were  apportioned  among  the  schools  of 
the  city  according  to  the  number  of  entries  made  by  each  of  them. 

Mayor  McClellan,  as  Honorary  President  of  Games,  was  in 
attendance,  as  were  many  other  prominent  officials  of  the  city. 

All  the  seats  and  every  available  foot  of  standing  room  was 
filled.  Besides  those  taking  part  in  the  games,  there  was  an  at- 
tendance of  over  5,000. 

Special  trophies  were  awarded  to  the  schools  winning  first 
place  in  each  of  the  events  on  the  program. 

Weight  limits  for  competitors  were  tried  for  the  first  time  at 
these  games.  The  result  was  so  satisfactory  that  the  Games  Com- 
mittee for  the  Elementary  Schools  voted  that  weight  limits  should 
be  used  for  the  regular  outdoor  games  this  spring. 
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Elciiicntary  School  Base  Ball  Tournament — 

Eighty-seven  teams  were  entered  in  the  Elementary  School 
Base  Ball  Tournament  for  the  spring  of  1906. 

The  games  were  first  played  in  the  District  Athletic  Leagues. 
Then  the  champion  teams  of  these  leagues  played  for  the  cham- 
pionship of  the  respective  boroughs,  and  the  inter-borough  games 
followed  for  the  city  championship.  The  final  game  was  played 
on  June  9th,  1906,  at  the  Ridgewood  Base  Ball  Grounds,  and  was 
won  by  P.S.  No.  10,  Brooklyn.

The  City  Championship  trophy  for  base  ball  is  the  A.  G.  Spald- 
ing Base  Ball  Troph}-,  which  is  to  be  competed  for  annually. 

Senator  McCarren  has  presented  a  trophy  for  the  champion- 
ship of  Brooklyn,  Mr.  John  S.  Huyler  has  presented  the  Man- 
hattan championship  trophy,  the  "Brooklyn  Eagle"  has  presented 
the  championship  trophy  for  Queens,  and  A.  G.  Spalding  has 
given  the  trophies  for  Richmond  and  Bronx. 

For  the  final  game  in  the  tournament,  tickets  of  admission  were 
sent  to  all  schools  that  entered  teams  in  the  tournament.     There 
was  an  attendance  of  about  1,500. 
Queens  High  Sehool  League — 

The  High  Schools  of  the  Borough  of  Queens  have  a  very 
active  athletic  league.  It  has  held  a  basket  ball  tournament  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  which  was  won  by  the  Newton  High  School. 
The  outdoor  games  were  held  at  Celtic  Park  on  May  12th.  The 
Ail-Around  Championship  trophy,  presented  by  William  S.  Kings- 
ley  was  won  for  the  second  time  by  the  Bryant  High  School. 

Flushing  and  Jamaica  High  Schools  also  made  splendid  show- 
ings. The  championship  was  not  decided  until  the  last  event  on 
the  program  was  run. 

The  base  ball  tournament  was  won  by  the  Jamaica  High  School. 
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Athletic  Meets  Held  by  Elementary  Schools — 

One  hundred  elementary  schools  have  held  individual  sets  of 
games  during  the  past  spring. 

The  New  York  "Sunday  World"  offered  through  the  Public 
Schools  Athletic  League  to  furnish  medals  for  the  first  one  hun- 
dred elementary  schools  that  would  signify  their  intention  of 
holding  a  set  of  games. 

The  fact  that  more  than  one  hundred  schools  responded  dur- 
ing the  first  ten  days  after  this  announcement  was  made,  is  evi- 
dence of  the  interest  taken  in  athletics  by  the  elementary  schools. 

The  League  has  co-operated  with  the  schools  in  securing  fields 
and  officials  for  these  different  sets  of  games.  The  great  draw- 
back has,  of  course,  been  the  lack  of  suitable  places  for  holding 
athletic  games.  In  many  cases,  armories  have  been  used.  Some 
games  have  been  held  on  the  roof  playgrounds  of  the  school 
buildings.  Temporary  athletic  fields  have  been  laid  out  in  small 
vacant  lots  near  the  schools ;  and  the  playgrounds  in  the  various 
parks  of  the  city  have  been  used  on  many  occasions. 

The  League  is  under  obligations  to  the  Park  Department  for 
its  splendid  co-operation  in  providing  grounds  for  games  held 
by  the  public  schools. 

Altogether,  a  total  of  12,780  boys  have  taken  part  in  these  spe- 
cial games. 

District  Athletic  League  Meets — 

Most  of  the  District  Athletic  Leagues  have  held  sets  of  games 
this  spring,  but  the  great  number  of  meets  held  by  individual 
schools,  has,  to  a  large  extent,  taken  the  place  of  the  District 
League  games. 

Games  held  by  the  individual  schools  are  especially  desirable 
because  so  many  more  boys  are  given  an  opportunity  to  take  part 
in  athletics. 

Entries  for  the  Outdoor  Novice  and  Championship  games  were 
made  through  the  District  Leagues,  each  league  being  allowed 
to  make  three  entries  to  each  event. 

In  cases  where  it  was  impossible  to  hold  sets  of  games  by  Dis- 
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trict   Leagues,  the   representatives   of  the    various   schools   made 
an  apportionment  of  entries. 

With  the  Hmited  facilities  for  holding  meets,  the  Leagues  have 
experienced  great  difficulty  in  running  off  their  games. 

High  School  Novice  Games  and  Relay  Championships — 

High  School  Novice  Games  and  Relay  Championships  were 
held  at  Columbia  Oval  on  May  19th.  Three  hundred  and  sixty 
entries  w^ere  made  in  the  nineteen  events  on  the  program.  Free 
tickets  were  issued  to  the  High  Schools  for  the  members  of 
their  athletic  associations.  There  was  an  attendance  of  about 
2,000. 

The  games  were  well  contested,  and  one  High  School  record 
was  broken  in  the  novice  events. 

Boys'  High  School  won  the  New  York  Athletic  Club  Novice 
Trophy  for  all  around  championship,  and  also  the  Arthur  John- 
son Relay  Championship  Trophy. 

High  School  Championship  Games  and  Novice  Relays — 

These  games  were  held  on  May  26,   1906,  at  Columbia  Oval, 

two  hundred  and  eighty-one  entries  were  made  in  the  nineteen 

events  on  the  program.    There  was  an  attendance  of  about  2,500. 

Records   were   broken   in  the   half-mile  run,   the  pole   vault,   the 

running  broad  jump,  and  the  shot  put. 

De   Witt    Clinton    High   School    won   the    Metz   Championshi'p 

Trophy  by  a  small  margin. 

Elementary  School  Novice  Games — 

Elementary  School  Novice  Games  were  held  at  Celtic  Park  on 
June  2d,  1906.  There  were  1,123  entries  in  the  fifteen  events 
on  the  program.  Weight  limits  were  tried  for  the  first  time  in 
outdoor  games.  The  classes  were  80  lbs.,  95  lbs.,  115  lbs.,  and  un- 
limited weight. 

The  competitions  were  closer  than  in  any  former  games  of  the 
League,  which  speaks  well  for  the  fairness  of  weight  limits.  The 
fact  that  the  boys  looked  to  be  properly  classified  was  also  a 
source  of  satisfaction. 
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Tickets  were  sold  to  pupils  at  ten  cents  each,  and  the  receipts 
given  to  the  schools  for  the  support  of  athletics.  There  was  an 
attendance   of  about   5.000. 

Public  School  No.  6,  Manhattan,  won  the  New  York  Athletic 
Club  Novice  Trophy,  and  Public  School  No.  24,  Manhattan,  won 
the  Richard  Webber   Novice  Relay  Trophy. 

Forty-six  different  schools  scored  points  in  the  finals. 

Elementary  School  Championship  Games — ■ 

The  Championship  Games  for  Elementary  Schools  took  place 
at  Celtic  Park  on  June  i6th.  There  were  662  entries,  but  owing 
to  bad  weather,  only  about  500  actually  competed. 

In   spite  of  the  rain,  there  were  about    1,500  spectators. 

The  "Globe"  Championship  Trophy  was  won  by  Public  School 
No.  77,  Manhattan,  and  the  Wendell  Relay  Trophy  was  won  by 
Public    School    No.    24,    Manhattan. 

Class  Athletics — 

Class  athletics,  in  which  all  the  boys  of  a  class  take  part,  is 
being  tried  in  Queens,  Bronx  and  Richmond.  This  work  is  in 
charge  of  Mr.  W.  H.   Ballard. 

Trophies  are  offered  in  each  of  the  above  boroughs  for  each 
of  the  four  upper  grades. 

The  competitions  are  in  running,  and  80  per  cent,  of  the  boys 
in  each  class  must  take  part.     The  distances  are  as  follows : 

5  year  pupils,  40  yards. 

6  year  pupils,  50  yards. 

7  year  pupils,  60  yards. 

8  year  pupils,  80  yards. 

The  total  time  made  by  the  class  is  divided  by  the  number 
of  boys  competing;  and  the  class  making  the  best  average  time 
is  awarded  the  trophy. 

Competition  in  jumping  is  also  being  tried  in  Queens  on  this 
same   plan. 

This  form  of  athletics  makes  it  possible  for  a  large  number 
of  boys  to  get  the  benefits  of  actual  competition  whether  or  not 
they  have  special  athletic  ability. 
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Athletic  Centers — 

During  the  year  the  following  athletic  centers  have  been  con- 
ducted by  the  League : 

The  outdoor  center  at  the  Nezv  JJ\'st  Side  Athletic  Club.  This 
center  was  in  charge  of  F.  B.  Graham  and  H.  H.  Halstead. 
Tickets  of  admission  were  sent  to  all  the  Manhattan  schools, 
and  the  boys  were  admitted  on  the  special  days  assigned  to  their 
respective  schools  from  3.30  to  5  p.  m.  on  each  school  day,  and 
from  9  to  12  on  Saturday  mornings. 

There  was  an  average  attendance  of  about  75  boys  per  day. 
The  outdoor  center  at  McComh's  Dam  Athletic  Field,  in 
charge  of  Herbert  A.  Holton.  This  field  was  not  enclosed,  con- 
sequently tickets  of  admission  could  not  be  used.  Boys  from  all 
of  the  schools  of  Bronx  and  Manhattan  were  invited  to  make 
use  of  the  field  on  the  days  assigned.  The  elementary  schools 
had  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  from  3  to  6  p.  m.,  and  Saturdays 
from  9  to   12. 

It  was  difficult  to  keep  a  very  accurate  account  of  the  atten- 
dance, but  it  was  estimated  that  about  150  boys  a  day  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  for  training. 

77?^  indoor  center  at  P.S.  42,  Manhattan,  in  charge  of  W.  R. 
Harper  and  H.  H.  Ahearn.  This  center  was  open  from  February 
26th  to  April  14th  for  the  schools  of  the  2d  and  3d  districts. 
The  boys  came  in  two  sections  of  forty-five  minutes  each,  each 
afternoon.  The  average  daily  attendance  was  about  225  boys. 
The  indoor  athletic  center  at  Public  School  188,  Manhattan, 
in  charge  of  Ephraim  Weinstein.  This  center  was  open  to  the 
schools  of  District  No.  7.  The  Principal  of  P.S.  18S  allowed  us 
to  make  use  of  the  shower  baths  of  this  building.  The  boys 
brought  their  own  towels,  and  the  last  thirty  minutes  of  the  pe- 
riod were  given  over  to  the  use  of  the  baths.  Some  very  good 
work  was  done  at  this  center,  although  there  was  but  one  section 
each  afternoon.     The  attendance  averaged  about   150  per  day. 

The  outdoor  center  at  the  Pastime  Athletic  Field,  in  charge 
of  W.  R.  Harper  and  H.  H.  Ahearn.  This  field  was  open  to 
the  schools  of  Manhattan  from  May  ist  to  June  i6th.     Red  tick- 
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ets  were  issued  to  the  schools  of  the  upper  half  of  the  city  for 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays;  and  yellow  tickets  were 
given  to  the  schools  of  the  lower  half  of  the  city  for  Mon- 
days, Wednesdays  and  Fridays.  There  was  an  average  attend- 
ance of  about  250  boys  per  day. 

Teachers  and  principals  give  their  unqualified  approval  of 
this  method  of  admitting  boys  to  the  athletic  fields,  as  it  gives 
them  an  opportunity  to  allow  only  such  boys  as  do  satisfactory 
work  in  their  classes  to  take  part  in  athletic  training. 

The  center  at  the  47th  Regiment  Armory,  Brooklyn.  Through 
the  kindness  of  Col.  Eddy  of  the  47th  Regiment,  the  District 
Athletic  League  of  the  31st  and  34th  districts  has  been  allowed  to 
use  the  armory  as  an  athletic  training  center  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  afternoons  during  the  entire  spring.  Several  sets  of 
school  games  have  been  held  on  these  days,  and  the  games  of 
the  District  Athletic  League  were  also  held  at  this  armory. 

Medical  Examination  for  Boys  Taking  Part  in  Athletics — 

Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  League 
has  been  enabled  to  offer  an  opportunity  for  medical  examination 
to  all  boys  taking  part  in  the  outdoor  games  for  the  spring  of 
1906.  Cards  were  printed  by  the  League  and  issued  to  the 
schools.  These  were  filled  out  for  each  candidate  who  expected 
to  represent  his  school  in  the  spring  games.  The  boys  reported 
at  the  headquarters  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  different  bor- 
oughs, and  were  there  examined  by  the  city  physicians.  Certifi- 
cates, good  for  one  year  from  date  of  examination,  were  issued 
to  those  passing  a  satisfactory  examination. 

The  large  number  of  elementary  school  boys  taking  part  in 
the  games,  made  it  impossible  for  the  League  to  require  that  all 
be  examined.  Consequently,  examinations  w^ere  limited  to  those 
boys  concerning  whom  the  principals  had  some  question  as  to 
their  physical  fitness  to  take  part  in  the  games. 
Marksmanship  Competition — 

The  second  annual  competition  in  marksmanship  w^as  held  at 
the    71st   Regiment    Armory   on   June    ist   and  2nd.      Nine   High 
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Schools  entered  teams.  The  Whitney  Marksmanship  Trophy 
was  won  by  Morris  High  School  with  a  score  of  359  points  out  of 
a   possible  400. 

The  * '  Brooklyn  Daily  Eagle"  offered  a  specially  designed  marks- 
manship badge  to  every  boy  who  would  qualify  as  a  marksman 
by  scoring  43  or  over  out  of  a  possible  50.  Boys  qualified  in  the 
following  High   Schools  :

Captain  H.  W.  Corwin  of  the  71st  Regiment,  who  has  charge 
of  the  rifle  practice,  is  planning  to  take  the  High  School  teams  to 
Creedmoor  for  the  meet  held  by  the  New  York  State  Rifle  Asso- 
ciation on  July  24th  to  the  30th. 

The  Savage  Arms  Company  offered  six  rifles  to  be  given  to 
the  six  schools  making  the  highest  scores  in  the  Whitney  com- 
petition, these  schook  to  present  the  rifle  to  the  boy  making  the 
best  score. 

Use  of  Armories — 

The  colonels  of  the  different  regiments  throughout  the  city 
have  especially  favored  the  League  during  the  past  year  in  grant- 
ing the  use  of  armories  not  only  for  games,  but  for  special 
training  in  athletics  as   well. 

We  have  required  in  all  cases  that  teachers  accompany  the 
boys  whenever  they  go  to  the  armories  for  practice,  and  have 
held  ourselves  responsible  for  any  damage  or  expense  that  might 
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be  incurred.  Almost  without  exception  the  officers  of  the  regi- 
ments have  reported  that  the  conduct  of  the  boys  was  of  high 
order,  and  we  have  been  favored  with  repeated  courtesies  from 
all  the  armories  that  we  have  used. 

Athletic  Fields— 

The  Committee  on  Athletic  Fields  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Education  has  been  doing  very  active  work  in  securing  grounds 
for  the  use  of  the  school  boys  in  athletics.  It  will  be  some  time 
before  the  fields  secured  will  be  properly  graded  and  equipped 
for  athletic  purposes,  but  when  this  is  done,  one  of  the  chief  ob- 
stacles in  our  work  will  have  been  removed. 
Trophies — 

Several  valuable  trophies  have  been  secured  by  the  League 
this  year  in  addition  to  those  already  in  its  possession.  Among 
these  additions  are :

During  the  year,  the  League  sent  to  the  members  of  its  var- 
ious  committees   a    small    silver   badge   bearing   the   seal   of   the 
Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 
The  Handbook — 

During  the  summer  of  1905,  The  American  Sports  Publishing 
Company  printed  the  P.S.A.L.  Handbook  for  the  following  year. 
Seven  thousand  five  hundred  copies  were  delivered  to  the 
League  without  charge.  These  schools  were  apportioned  among 
the  various  schools  of  the  city  according  to  the  number  of  boys 
enrolled  in  each,  and  copies  were  also  sent  to  all  the  officers  and 
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members  of  the  League.     I'hesc  handbooks  were  also  given  out 
at  the  indoor  games  to  all  boys  taking  part  in  the  events. 

This  book  has  been  of  great  value  in  aiding  the  schools  to  be- 
come familiar  with  the  purpose  and  the  work  of  the  League. 

P.S.A.L.  Annual— 

Two  thousand  copies  of  the  P.S.A.L.  Annual  were  issued  dur- 
ing the  winter  of  1906.  This  book  contained  cuts  of  the  various 
trophies  offered,  the  report  of  the  annual  meeting,  and  general 
information  concerning  the  work  of  the  League.  One  thousand 
and  ninety-five  copies  were  sent  out  to  the  members  and  officers 
of  the  League,  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  of  all 
the  local  school  boards.  A  number  of  copies  were  also  sent  to 
other  cities  throughout  the  United  States  where  interest  is  being 
taken  in  organizing  athletics  for  school  boys. 

Advertisements  were  secured  for  this  book  which  covered  the 
expense  of  printing,  and  also  brought  to  the  treasury  of  the 
League  a  profit  of  about  $1,500. 

Records — • 

A  complete  card  catalogue  is  kept  of  all  boys  winning  first, 
second,  third,  or  fourth  place  in  any  of  the  events  offered  by 
the  League ;  also  a  record  of  all  results  of  games  and  tourna- 
ments, and  a  record  of  trophies  with  the  names  of  the  donors, 
when  they  were  given,  and  the  names  of  the  schools  by  which 
they  have  been  won. 

By  means  of  these  records  we  are  able  to  determine  at  once 
such  data  as  we  need  in  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  the  League. 

SUMMARY. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  League  during  the  preceding  year 
has    developed   substantially   during   the   present   year. 

The  District  Leagues  have  perfected  their  organizations  and 
evolved  means  for  providing  finances  for  the  support  of  their 
work. 

Athletic  Associations  in  the  individual  schools  are  being  or- 
ganized, and  these  in  turn  secure  funds  for  the  athletics  of  their 
own  schools. 
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The  special  weakness  in  our  organizations  seems  to  be  that 
teachers,  who  are,  of  course,  primarily  interested  in  their  own 
schools,  must,  as  they  serve  on  the  different  committees,  take  an 
interest  and  give  much  of  their  time  to  athletics  in  other  schools. 
Many  teachers  are  taking  University  courses  and  preparing  for 
examinations  in  connection  with  their  own  school  work,  and  the 
sacrifice  of  time  for  the  work  of  the  various  branch  Leagues  is 
in  many  cases  a  hardship. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  athletics  as  conducted  by  the  League 
is  so  closely  connected  with  the  school  work,  and  has  been  in  a 
measure  so  recognized  by  the  purchase  of  athletic  fields,  it  seems 
to  me  that  some  provision  should  be  made  whereby  teachers  who 
are  assigned  by  their  principals  to  attend  to  the  athletics  of 
their  school  should  receive  special  compensation. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  very  generously  placed  upon  its 
supply  list,  basket  balls  and  basket  ball  equipments.  There  has 
been  a  general  request  from  the  schools  of  the  city  for  similar 
provisions  for  base  ball  supplies,  and  the  large  number  of  schools 
taking  active  interest  in  base  ball  would  certainly  warrant  this. 

In  most  cases,  funds  for  athletic  supplies  other  than  basket 
ball  are  secured  by  personal  contributions  by  the  teachers  and 
principals  of  the  schools.     This  certainly  should  not  be  required. 

To  me  the  most  encouraging  feature  of  the  work  of  the  League 
is  the  substantial  development  that  has  followed  the  very  rapid 
growth  of  the  first  few  months  of  the  organization.  I  believe 
that  this  is  very  largely  due  to  the  fact  that  the  League  has 
coupled  its  work  with  the  class-room  work  by  requiring  a  high 
standard  of  scholarship  and  deportment  of  all  boys  who  take 
part  in  the   games. 

This  makes  our  work  of  special  usefulness  to  teachers  and 
ptincipals,  and  gives  us  in  return  the  splendid  co-operation  which 
we  have   received.

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Constitution   and  By-Laws 

ARTICLE   I. 

OBJECT. 

Section  i.  The  particular  object  for  which  »the  Branch  is 
formed  is  to  devise  and  promote  athletics  for  girls  which  will 
make  for  health,  stamina  and  grace  in  the  elementary,  high  and 
collegiate  departments  of  public  educational  institutions  of  the 
city  of  New  York.  It  is  also  the  purpose  of  this  Branch  to 
co-operate  with  and  support  the  Public  Schools  Athletic  League. 

ARTICLE    II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i.  Membership  shall  consist  of  Annual,  Life  and 
Honorary  members,  and  of  Patrons,  Donors  and  Founders. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  may  become  an  Annual  Member  upon 
payment  of  $10  per  year. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  by  paying  $100  in  one  sum  may  become 
a  Life  Member. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  by  paying  $250  in  one  sum  may  become 
a  Patron. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  by  paying  $500  in  one  sum  may  become 
a   Donor. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  by  paying  $1,000  in  one  sum  may  become 
a  Founder. 

Sec.  7.     Honorary  officers  and  members  may  be  elected. 

Sec.  8.  Membership  confers  upon  a  member  no  ownership  in 
any  property  of  the  Girls'  Branch. 

ARTICLE    HI. 

DIRECTORS. 

Section  i.  A  Board  of  Directors  consisting  of  not  more  than 
forty-eight  members  shall  have  control  and  management  of  the 
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affairs  of  the  League.     Seven  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum-. 

Sec.  2.  The  directors  shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three 
classes :  the  first  shall  hold  their  office  for  three  years,  the  sec- 
ond for  two,  and  the  third  for  one. 

Sec.  3.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  which 
may  occur  in  their  body  from  time  to  time  until  the  next  an- 
nual election. 

Sec.  4.  At  each  annual  meeting,  the  officers  of  the  directors 
whose  terms  then  expire,  and  also  all  vacancies,  shall  be  filled 
by  election  by  the  members. 

ARTICLE    IV. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  i.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Branch  for  the  elec- 
tion of  directors,  and  for  such  other  matters  as  may  properly 
come  before  it,  shall  be  once  a  year.  Election  shall  be  by  ma- 
jority vote  upon  names  submitted  by  a  nominating  committee 
appointed  by  the  President,  these  nominations  to  appear  in  full 
in  the  notice  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec  2.  At  any  meeting  of  the  League,  seven  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   V. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  League  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  five  vice-presidents,  treasurer  and  secretary.  The  offices 
of  secretary  and  treasurer  may  be  held  by  one  person.  All 
officers  except  the  secretary  may  be  directors. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  League  shall  be  annually  elected 
at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  be  held  after 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  League.  They  shall  hold  office  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  directors  and  until  others  are  elected  in  their 
places. 

Sec.  3.  The  president  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the 
office  and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  directors  and  the 
League. 
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Sec.  4.  In  the  absence  of  the  president,  or  in  case  of  her 
inability  to  act,  one  of  the  vice-presidents  shall  discharge  her 
duties.  Should  all  five  be  absent  from  any  meeting,  the  directors 
or  members  present  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  to  act  as 
chairman  who  will  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  president  for 
the  time  being. 

Sec.  5.  The  secretary  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  League, 
of  the  directors,  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  keep  the 
minutes  of  the  proceedings,  recording  ayes  and  nayes  upon  all 
questions  where  such  a  vote  shall  be  demanded  by  any  director. 
She  shall  conduct  and  preserve  all  correspondence,  serve  all  no- 
tices, and  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the  secretary.  She  shall 
have  the  custody  of  all  the  papers  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the 
League. 

Sec.  6.  The  treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  the  moneys 
and  securities  of  the  League.  She  shall  collect  and  disburse  all 
its  moneys,  keep  account  of  its  transactions,  and  make  a  report 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  League  in  writing  at  its  annual 
meeting,  and  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  such  time  as  it 
may  require.  She  shall  pay  no  claims  against  the  League  ex- 
ceeding $25  unless  the  expenditure  has  previously  been  authorized 
by  the  president,  directors,  or  Executive  Committee.  She  shall 
deposit  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  League  to  its  credit  in  an 
account  to  be  opened  in  its  name,  and  keep  in  a  bank  to  be 
designated  by  the  directors. 

Sec.  7.  The  directors  may  at  any  time  require  the  treasurer 
to  give  security  in  such  amount  as  they  shall  deem  proper. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
committees. 
Section  i.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  composed 
of  the  president,  treasurer,  secretary  and  three  directors  or  more 
appointed  annually  by  the  president,  which  shall  have  all  powers 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  when  not  in  session.  This  committee 
shall  meet  and  transact  business  at  the  time  specified  for  any 
meeting  of  the  Board  without  further  or  other  notice,  and  shall 
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also  meet  at  the  call  of  the  president.  Three  of  this  committee 
shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Sec.  2.  The  president  may  appoint  a  Games  Committee  to 
consist  of  three  directors  which  shall  have  all  charge  of  all 
games  authorized  by  the  League.  Such  committee  may  associate 
with  itself  persons  who  are  not  directors. 

Sec.  3.  The  president  shall  appoint  a  Finance  Committee  con- 
sisting of  five  directors  which  shall  devise  and  report  ways  and 
means  for  the  support  of  the  League  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  such  other  committees  as  shall  be 
authorized  by  the  directors.  The  members  thereof  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  president  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  the 
directors. 

ARTICLE    VIL 

NOTICES. 

Section  i.  All  notices  to  members,  and  also  all  notices  to 
officers  and  directors,  shall  be  sufficiently  served  if  mailed  to  them 
at  the  last  address  given  by  them  to  the  secretary  and  treasurer 
respectively, 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  i.  These  By-Laws  may  be  changed  or  amended  by 
the  unanimous  vote  or  written  consent  of  all  the  directors  with- 
out previous  notice  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board.  Also,  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  directors  at  any  meeting,  provided 
notice  specifying  the  intended  change  shall  have  been  given  at  a 
previous  stated  meeting,  or  such  notice  shall  have  been  served 
on  each  director  at  least  five  days  before  the  meeting. 
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Our  Policy 


It  is  the  aim  of  the  Girls'  Branch  to  encourage  the  develop- 
ment of  forms  of  exercise  and  recreation  suited  to  the  needs 
of  the  mass  of  school  girls,  and  which  will  secure  for  them  the 
benefits  and  avoid  the  evils  which  have  been  developed  in  con- 
nection with  athletics  for  men. 

The  general  principle  followed  by  the  Girls'  Branch  is  to  de- 
velop work  within  the  school  rather  than  competition  between 
schools,  and  to  select  events  in  which  teams  rather  than  indi- 
viduals may  compete. 

Three  types  of  work  have  been  approved :  Dancing  (gym- 
nastic and  folk  dancing),  class  athletics  (for  class  rather  than 
individual  records),  and  team  games  (including  basket  ball 
played  according  to  Spalding's  Official  "Women's  Basket  Ball 
Guide").  Of  these  it  has  been  found  that  more  girls  can  dance 
on  the  same  place  than  can  engage  in  either  the  class  athletics  or 
team  games ;  that  one  teacher  can  instruct  more  persons  in 
dancing  than  in  either  of  the  others;  and  that  the  amount  of 
wholesome  exercise  and  pleasure  that  the  pupils  get  is  greater 
in  dancing  than  in  either  of  the  others.  For  this  reason  the 
Girls'  Branch  has  sanctioned  interclass  competition  in  dancing  as 
a  regular  event. 

In  order  to  provide  instruction  for  elementary  school  girls  in 
these  events,  the  Girls'  Branch  is  offering  a  course  in  dancing 
and  athletics,  free  of  expense,  to  public  school  teachers,  who 
will  give  in  return  one  lesson  per  week  to  girls  of  the  schools 
from  which  the  teachers  severally  come.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
have  at  least  two  teachers  from  each  of  the  school  represented — 
one  who  can  play  the  piano  and  one  who  can  demonstrate. 
These  classes  for  teachers  will  start  in  October,  1906,  and  in- 
quiries or  applications  for  membership  may  be  addressed  to  Miss 
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Elizabeth    Burchenal,   Assistant   Secretary,   Girls'    Branch,    Public 
Schools  Athletic  League,  500  Park  Avenue. 

ELIGIBILITY. 
For  admission  to  these  classes  conducted  by  the  teachers  in 
their  several  schools,  every  girl  must  have  attended  school  for 
one  month,  and  must  have  received  a  mark  of  at  least  "B"  for 
the  month  previous  in  proficiency,  and  "A"  in  effort  and  de- 
portment.
